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COLORADO 
BOYCOTT BLUES 


Contrary to nationwide news reports, the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task Force is 
not calling for an end to the boycott of Col- 
orado, begun late last year in response to 
an anti-gay ballot initiative passed in what 
has come to be called “the hate state.” 
| “NGLTF is not changing its position, 
| which has been extremely supportive of the 
boycott,” says Robert Bray, spokesman for 
the nation’s largest Icsbian-and-gay lobby- 
ing group. “Those were crroneous reports.” 

The reports arose alter a statement Task 
Force executive director Torie Osborn 
made to the Denver Post was misinterpret- 
ed, Bray says. “In an interview, Torie said 
we need to assess different tactics to in- 
crease pressure to overturn Amendment 2. 
That was translated by the Colorado press, 
| which is strongly opposed to the boycott, 

into our repudiating the boycott.” 

Adds Kat Morgan, executive director of 
| the Gay and Lesbian Community Center of 
Colorado, in Denver: “My feeling is that 
| while the boycott is just one strategy we 
need to use, it’s an important one.” 

The boycott has resulted in the with- 
drawal of about $50 million in travel and 
tourism business from the Centennial 
State. And in Idaho and Florida, where 
similar initiatives are on the '94 ballot, 
business groups have encouraged their 
| members to work against them. 

“It’s been so successful,” says Morgan, 
“that the Colorado Tourism Board has 
spent $7000 producing a video called The 
Human Face of the Boycott. \t says the 
boycott hurts the wrong people, and 
they’re planning on showing it to potential 
tourists. 

“What I want to know is why they 
| haven't funded a video on the human face 
of Amendment 2, because 2 has had a di- 
rect impact on skyrocketing anti-gay and 
-lesbian violence in Colorado,” Morgan 
| continues. She says reports of hate violence 
were up 275 percent last November and al- 
most 200 percent last December, com- 
pared with those months in 1991. 
| Morgan says much of the violence can 
be directly attributed to Amendment 2: 
“There are lots of reports of perpetrators 
saying things like, “You queers want special 
rights. I'll give you special rights,’ while at- 
tacking their victims.”

LIBRARY 
LIGHTS 


Boston Public Library loyalists are beam- 
ing. The barely one-year-old BPL Founda- 
tion, which netted $550,000 at a recent 
gala, has already brought in $5 million of 
the $16 million it hopes to raise to refur- 
bish the downtown branch. 

And this month, the BPL trustees (who 
are appointed by the mayor) elected as 
their new president Berthe M. Gaines, of 
Dorchester, a trustee since 1984. Gaines, a 
long-time neighborhood-library supporter, 
is the first African-American woman to 
head the board. 

Library observers say Gaines’s election 
signals a top-level commitment to the 
BPL’s branch libraries, which some fear 
could be overlooked in the BPL Founda- 
tion campaign. In part to address those 
concerns, the foundation recently named 
branch-library activist Alice Hennessey to 
its board. 

Finally, in a move many local library- 
lovers applauded, trustee Robert Consalvo, 
assistant director of policy, development, 
and research for the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority, has resigned. Consalvo, a 
former aide and key budget adviser to 
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Mayor Ray Flynn, angered many library 
supporters by calling for budget and ser- 
vice cuts. 
Flynn replaced Consalvo with Michael 
Whouley, a Dorchester political operative 
who was a national field director in the 
Clinton campaign.

FBI'S BOGUS 
CHILD-SEX RAP 


After the incineration of the Branch Da- 
vidian compound in Waco, Texas, Attorney 
General Janet Reno said she approved the 
assault largely on the basis of FBI informa- 
tion that David Koresh was sexually abus- 
ing children. 

A front-page New York Times story on 
May 4 throws some light on what actually 
was presented to Reno by her underlings. In 
a story headlined GROWING UP UNDER KORE- 
SH: CULT CHILDREN TELL OF ABUSES, it was 
reported that Baylor Medical School psychi- 
atrist Bruce D. Perry, who headed up the 
team that spent two months interviewing 
the children who were released from the 
compound in the early days of the stand-off, 
concluded that there was physically harsh 
discipline. However, though the Times arti- 
cle tried to make the most of the sex-abuse 
allegations, it presented no evidence. 

Perry was quoted, for example, as saying 
that Koresh had “wives” as young as 11 
with whom he “routinely discussed sex 
openly.” Perry “said it was also clear in 
these conversations that the status of ‘wife’ 
included having sex with Mr. Koresh.” But 
later in the report this.“sex” reverts to talk, 
not action — Koresh was merely “attempt- 
ing to prepare” them for sex. 

The following day, an Associated Press 
report picked up by the Boston Globe was 
more frank and less sensationalistic. 
Though talk of sex was described, the piece 
went on to say bluntly that “Perry said the 
team had not found any evidence to sup- 
port President Clinton and US Attorney 
Janet Reno’s contention that the cult chil- 
dren had been abused.” 

If Clinton and Reno are going to try to 
justify what the law-enforcement agencies 
did in Waco, it looks like they may have to 
rely on something other than the politically 
correct excuse of choice — namely, child 
sex abuse.

TRUE COLORS 


Allan Siegal, assistant managing editor 
of the New York Times, offered a sneak 
preview recently of one of the most eagerly 
anticipated developments in the publishing 
world: the debut of the all-color cover of 
the Sunday Book Review. 

The first rainbow-hue Book Review will 
appear in the Times on June 6, Siegal told 
a gathering of the Freedom Forum Media 
Studies Center, at Columbia University. 
The cover will feature a giant red-and- 
green bookworm — chosen so the produc- 
tion staff can experiment without having to 
worry about flesh tones. “Our press crew 
doesn’t have to get it right for at least one 
more week,” Siegal quipped. 

And there’s more to come for the Gray 
Lady, with Siegal predicting the entire pa- 
per will be in color by 1996. No doubt the 
trauma for some readers will be as great as 
it was back in the late 1970s, when the 
Times’s front-page design was changed 
from eight columns to six. 

This will be the second time Siegal’s 
splashed some paint on a once-black-and- 
white institution: he was working at ABC 
in the "60s when the evening news 
switched to broadcasting in color. “That,”

THE STRAIGHT DOPE 

When I read Mark Leibovich’s piece on 
the “revival” of cannabis (“Marijuana’s 
High Holidays,” Styles, April 23), I felt a 
weird kind of vertigo.

won't hurt you, you can’t get addicted to it 


|... Just “mellow out, man, and take an- 


other hit.” 

When I first tried it, I was trying to fit in 
with the crowd. But when I felt that first 
rush, I fell in love. Within a year, I was a 
raging pot addict, using on a daily basis, 


| screwing up in school, putting aside other 
| hobbies and interests, shedding “square” 
| friends who didn’t get high, and hanging 
| out exclusively with other pot users. I also 
| drank a lot, but mostly to enhance my 


marijuana high. 

In my early 20s I began to realize that I 
was dependent on pot. But I couldn’t 
quit. I was addictéd, and I continued to 
get high for another dozen years until 
I became desperate enough to seek help in 
12-step programs. That was about three 


| years ago. Today, I haven’t smoked a 
| joint in almost a year, and I’m beginning 


to recover my original self, the “me” 


| who was always escaping reality through 


weed. 

When I first went to Narcotics Anony- 
mous meetings, I was embarrassed to ad- 
mit that I had a problem with marijuana; it 
seemed like all the others had been addict- 
ed to coke, heroin, or other really “hard” 
drugs. But I soon realized that a good 
many people in the meetings were pot ad- 
dicts, like me. Since my first meeting, I 
have met dozens of people who are pri- 
marily addicted to pot. 

Like me, most of them are in their mid- 
30s. And like me, most started using when 
they were teenagers. 

When I read Leibovich’s article, I kept 
looking for someone with my perspective 
to be represented. Young people who are 
starting to smoke pot now should at least 
know that many of us who started using in 
the ’60s and ’70s had to face the conse-

The Boston Phoenix has been covering the trends and 
events that define our times since 1966. The following se- 
lections were culled from our back files. 


DARK STARR 

Five years ago: May 13, 1988 

» Reporter Tim Sandler went to New Hampshire State 
Prison to interview 23-year-old Darren Starr, who three 
years earlier had lured one of his schoolmates to some re- 
mote woods near Manchester and blasted him to death 
with a 20-gauge shotgun. Starr shed little light on his mo- 
tives. 

“Of Manchester, a restored mill city expanding beyond 
its working-class roots, Starr says, ‘There wasn’t enough 
reality . . . to show us we didn’t want to go that route. I 
think it has a lot to do with television, myself. People try to 
mold themselves into these glamor-filled positions and end 
up being nothing more than common murderers. I think it 
comes in where they sit around and fantasize that if they’ve 
got a gun, no one is going to bother them. Nobody fucks 
around with Sonny Crockett.’ ” 


MOTEL HELL: THE VERDICT 

10 years ago: May 17, 1983 

» Nearly 10 months after five on-duty police officers were 
arrested on charges of beating up eight civilians at King 
Arthur’s Motel in Chelsea, killing one of them, a Middlesex 
County jury handed down the verdicts — two guilty of 
second-degree murder, one guilty of manslaughter. Re- 
porters Michael Matza and Dave O’Brian explained why 
the prosecution and defense agreed to hold the trial just 
one county over from the crime scene. 

“There are virtually no automatic exemptions from jury 
duty in Middlesex County; as a result, jurors tend to repre- 
sent more diverse demographics. It’s a truism among trial 
lawyers that given the selection system and the population 
characteristics of the county, the Middlesex County juror is 
likely to be more sophisticated, better educated, more pro- 
fessional, and younger than average. In Suffolk County, 
for example, where prosecutor David Mullane is assigned, 
juries are, he says, ‘much less representative. . . . Doctors, 
lawyers, women with children below a certain age are auto- 
matically excused.’ ” 


UNINDICTED AND UNREPENTANT 

15 years ago: May 16, 1978 

» “Granted, no one is forcing you to buy it,” warned Ande 
Zellman of the “tell all” memoirs of Richard Nixon, “but a 
Washington-based movement is asking you to boycott the 
volume. Its slogan is to the point: ‘Don’t buy books by 
crooks (or unindicted co-conspirators).’ 

“*That’s the catch — he’s been pardoned,’ says Bill Bo- 
leyn, who, with partner Tom Flanigan and 19 others, 
formed the Committee To Boycott Nixon’s Memoirs. ‘New 
York has already enacted legislation to prevent criminals 
from benefiting financially from their dastardly deeds. But 
in the eyes of the law, Nixon isn’t a criminal, only an unin- 
dicted co-conspirator.’ ” 


A DAY AT THE RACES 
20 years ago: May 15, 1973 
» With his friend Tony Heyes, reporter George Kimball 
went to Churchill Downs to watch the equestrian legend of 
his time, Secretariat, run away with the Kentucky Derby. 
“At the quarter he had moved up to sixth, [jockey Ron] 
Turcotte barely coaxing him on, and when my horse, 
Shecky Greene, collapsed just before the mile pole after 
leading throughout, Secretariat had moved up to sec- 
ond. . . . ‘E’s won it! E’s won it!’ Tony was jumping up and 
down and screaming so loudly that the owner of the

hat do the press stories on 
Donald Trump, Anita Hill, 
Charles Stuart, and Patricia 
Bowman have in common? 

They prove that some- 
thing’s very wrong with the nation’s ink-stained 
wretches, according to Washington Post press 
critic Howard Kurtz’s new book, Media Circus: 
The Trouble with America’s Newspapers (Times 
Books, $25, 420 pages). 

“I think everybody in America has become a 
media critic,” says Kurtz, who talked about his 
book in a recent interview. 

Unlike most of those critics, Kurtz — a 12- 
year Post staffer who succeeded the Post’s first 
media writer, Eleanor Randolph, in 1990 — 
gets paid for his opinions and sits next to the 
people he critiques. And on several occasions, 
Kurtz has exhibited considerable testicular forti-

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tude — most notably when Post staffer Juan 
Williams wrote a stirring defense of Clarence 
Thomas while he himself was being investigated 
for sexual harassment in the newsroom, and 
when Post bigfeet David Broder and Bob Wood- 
ward penned a stunningly flattering series on 
then-Vice-President Dan Quayle. (Kurtz’s 
Quayle piece quoted Jack Shafer, editor of the 
Washington City Paper, as saying Broder and 
Woodward “got way, way too close. With this 
kind of immersion journalism, you lose perspec- 
tive, you lose sight of the goal, and you become 
this authorized biographer.”) 

At a time when every think-tank in America 
grinds out reams of press analysis and every 
soundbite is counted and collated, Media Circus 
succeeds because it eschews academic number- 
crunching and instead focuses on some of the 
most dramatic stories and controversial figures 
of the day. And on page 192, with no expletives 
deleted, we finally learn exactly which nasty cuss 
words National Public Radio reporter Nina 
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Totenberg tossed at Senator Alan Simpson in 
the parking-lot showdown following their 
Nightline debate on the Hill/Thomas hearings. 
That alone is almost worth the purchase price. 

“I think all of us have been infected by a 
tabloid culture,” says Kurtz. And though Media 
Circus blames much press excess on such famil- 
iar suspects as hyperactive competition and 
journalistic id run amok, there is another omi- 
nous, systemic problem that keeps surfacing: 
the social, demographic, and philosophical gap 
between elitist journalists and their more-down- 
scale subjects and readers. 

(In the interest of full disclosure, Media Cir- 
cus quotes this columnist’s opinions on the Stu- 
art case and the Williams affair.)

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In defense of media maggots 


ou could tell the Southie High riot story was finally petering 
Y= when the common enemy of whites, blacks, racial harmo- 

ny, and all that’s good in the world was finally identified: the 
news media. 

On Monday, senior-class president Alexandra Figueroa read a state- 
ment asking the press to “stop creating stories that do not accurately 
portray the reality inside our school.” She got an amen the next day 
from Boston Herald columnist Peter Gelzinis, who’d been breathlessly 
chronicling the story, but was now decrying “gang bang coverage,” and 
Boston Globe pseudo-sage David Nyhan, who assailed needless “hyper- 
ventilating” by the local media. 

That came after State Senate President Billy Bulger — a Jimmy Kelly 
with a vocabulary, who did absolutely nothing to calm tensions during 
the crisis — asserted that the good folks of Southie were rightly offend- 
ed by the media’s raising the “red herring” of racism. , 

Media scapegoating is old news. Despite the culpability of the cops, 
the pols, and the prosecutors, at least one poll designated journalists the 
chief villains in the bungled Stuart-murder case. And in the early days 
of busing, nearly 20 years ago, then-Boston School Committee member 
John Kerrigan regularly derided the “maggots of the media.” Now 
we’re supposed to believe the high-school free-for-all that grew out of 
the raw racial resentment so apparent at the May 3 South Boston com- 
munity meeting was the press’s fault. No doubt the decay 
of the city’s public-school system and the gaping power 
vacuum left by a mayor who’s got one foot in the Vatican 
are products of media misdeeds as well. 

There are always legitimate gripes about the press’s role 
in racial strife. The most salient, alluded to by the Globe’s 
Mike Barnicle in his May 9 column, is that we parachute in 
during emergencies but keep precious few troops on the 
ground on a regular basis. But this latest bout of press- 
bashing is a bogus rap. (And if you really want to blame the 
media for overplaying a story, go ahead and cite the riot’s 
co-headliner, the saga of Reggie Lewis, a black millionaire 
who may or may not be able to throw a ball through a net 
in Boston Garden next year.) 

The Southie story did provide a stern test for two new ed- 
itors. There’s Matt Storin, whose mixed memories of the 
Globe’s role as chief advocate of forced busing in the ’70s 
may have contributed to the paper’s hyping of a nonviable 
plan earlier this year to bring back neighborhood schools 
under a new, improved name: “walk to” schools. And 
there’s the Herald’s British import, Martin Dunn, for whom 
this had to be quite a learning experience. For Dunn, the 
word “busing” probably conjured up London double-deck- 
ers before last week. 

Nitpicking and the Globe’s superior resources notwith- 
standing, both papers did a respectable job. The biggest — 
and most predictable — difference came in the days just following the 
May 6 violence, when the Globe evinced a reflexive desire to link arms, 
sing “Kumbaya,” and stress the healing process, and the Herald exer- 
cised its tabloid impulse to keep the pot simmering. 

The Globe’s May 8 lead piece, by fohn Ellement and Lynda Gorov, 
tried to downplay the idea of more serious trouble in the offing, while 
the Herald stoked the fires with a huge YOU’RE TO BLAME FOR THE RIOT 
headline next to a photo of Ray Flynn (the head summarized the views 
of angry Roxbury residents who confronted the mayor at a day-after 
mecting) and a story featuring some angry, unrepentent Southie voices. 

The next day, the Globe gave top billing to Bulger’s speech defending 
Southic — Bulger’s response to the previous day’s story criticizing him 
for not intervening when the May 5 community meeting deteriorated 
into racist name-calling. And the Herald chose to highlight racial differ- 








ences by publishing a “Living, Loving, Loathing Boston ’93” poll re- 
vealing major differences in black and white perceptions of Boston — 
while missing the critical point that Southie and Roxbury families actu- 
ally jostle in the same lousy niche at the bottom of the socioeconomic 
ladder. Black-community activist (and city-council candidate) Boyce 
Slayman made that point cogently in the May 7 Globe, when he was 
quoted as saying: “What we have is two have-not communities being 
forced into situations they don’t want, losing neighborhood control.” 

On May 10, the Herald was still sensing trouble: Beverly Ford’s piece 
highlighted dramatically different views of the riot in Roxbury and 
Southie. One Southie resident blamed a “bunch of outsiders coming in 
here, stopping traffic, breaking windows, and setting fires,” while his 
Roxbury counterpart said the high-school fracas “reeked of racism.” 
The Globe, conversely, led with stories about the city’s ministers and 
top officials appealing for harmony. It also published an unusual page- 
one feature — statements from a number of community leaders advis- 
ing the kids to stay cool. 

Storin has said he wants to loosen up his paper’s ivory-tower image 
by making the Globe an interactive medium, and he’s frequently turned 
over his pages to community vox pop. In the post-riot days, the paper 
published reactions from all the mayoral candidates and from kids at- 
tending a youth conference, as well as the mutterings of community

leaders. Warning: this format is beginning to approach overkill. 

And finally, kudos to two columnists who got it right. 

On May 9, the Herald’s Monica Collins skewered Ray Flynn for be- 
ing an “absentee mayor” who spent most of 1992 campaigning for Bill 
Clinton; she noted that his “long goodbye is obviously a drain on the 
city’s patience.” Two days later, the Globe’s James Carroll recalled that 
Flynn won a mandate to reform the Boston schools when voters abol- 
ished the elected school committee per his request, then played politics 
with his appointed board “and welched on his promise to put [his] 
power at the service of the schools.” 

This past week, Flynn stood in solidarity with Alexandra Figueroa as 
she laid the blame at the fect of the media. Collins and Carroll fingered 
a much more deserving culprit.

relentlessly unflattering stories about skyscraper king Don- 
ald Trump. For his efforts, he received a rebuke from pub- 
lisher Arthur Ochs Sulzberger, which in turn generated an 
angry rebuttal that Kurtz suggests was at least partly re- 
sponsible for Schanberg’s eventual move from the Times to 
New York Newsday. 

In documenting how an overleveraged, pathological self- 
promoter like Trump became an ’80s media hero, Kurtz 
provides a case study in pack journalism, abetted in this in- 
stance by a sugar-daddy subject who gave journalists 
$1000 fight tickets and took them around Manhattan in 
his private helicopter. 

“The herd instinct is one of the strongest forces in jour- 
nalism,” Kurtz writes, even while pleading guilty to the nu-

merous Trump stories he wrote (“churned out” is how he | 
puts it) for the Post’s Style section. 
That instinct — combined with competitive pressures

| should know better. 


One of Kurtz’s most effective examples is the domino 
theory behind the naming of Patricia Bowman, the woman 
who accused William Kennedy Smith of raping her. Bow- 


| man’s name moved from the Sunday Mirror, a British 
| tabloid, to the Globe, a US supermarket rag. Then NBC 
| News went public with it, followed by the New York Times, | 

which produced a skewed portrait of her as a loose woman | 
| who probably got what she deserved. When Kurtz called 


Times assistant managing editor Allan Siegal to discuss the 
decision to identify Bowman, Siegal passed the buck, 
blaming NBC and saying, “It’s no longer in our hands.” | 

Another major Times screw-up — one later acknowl- 
edged by executive editor Max Frankel — was Maureen | 
Dowd’s doe-eyed treatment of Kitty Kelley’s biography of | 
Nancy Reagan. In a page-one story, Dowd unskeptically | 
recounted Kelley’s lurid allegations of Nancy’s White | 
House trysts with Frank Sinatra and of pre-presidential | 
pot-smoking by the First Couple. As Kurtz notes, Dowd | 
was yanked off the Bush presidential beat to bang out a | 
quick story on the book for one reason: the Times was des- 
perately trying to beat the competition to the story. 

A variation on the competition-made-me-do-it theme 


| caused the almost equally august Washington Post to pub- | 
lish material that had previously failed to meet its own sniff | 


test: allegations of an affair between beauty queen Tai | 
Collins and Virginia Senator Chuck Robb. After a five- 
month investigation, doubting Post editors decided to | 
deep-six the story — that is, until NBC’s Exposé program 
chose to air the allegations. Then-managing editor Len 
Downie’s justification for the Post’s change of heart echoed 
Siegal’s rationalization when he said Exposé “created a 
news peg that we felt we shouldn’t ignore.” 

“My problem is that we now all print things without | 
knowing they are true,” says Kurtz.

| Yuppies with fax machines 


Although that food chain can be pretty unappetizing, 
Media Circus fingers what may be an even more intractable 
problem for the news business. 

“I do think we’ve got to do something about the ‘out of

is white upper-middle-class Yuppies, . . . which is one of 


| the reasons I think the press was so stunned by the LA ri-

suburbs and did much of their reporting 


by phone and fax, [and] was increasingly 
cut off from what was happening on the 
meanest streets.” 

In a long section on Boston’s infamous 
Stuart case, Kurtz accurately notes that 
the murder of Carol Stuart initially attract- 
ed so much press attention because “[i]t 
was a tale of yuppies from suburbia, am- 
bushed by inner-city tragedy. Younger 
white editors and reporters seemed to 
identify with the Stuarts.” 

And based on their comments in the 
book, the Stuart case’s two main journalis- 
tic players seem more insistent than ever 
that they were right at the time. 

The Boston Herald’s Michelle Caruso, 
who has maintained she was suspicious of

credibly, ran a grand total of two para- 
graphs on it. One female Journal staffer 
attributed this deafening silence to the lack 
of women editors at the paper. 

The Journal’s Washington-bureau chief, 
Al Hunt, told Kurtz the paper was indeed 
slow on the draw until “the women [on the 
staff] made it clear to me this story was 
much bigger.” A subsequent Journal piece, 
written by conservative media critic Robert 
Lichter, blamed the furor over Hill’s 
charges on “the growing influence of femi- 
nists at major media outlets,” a dubious 
charge indeed. 


Rx: More scrutiny 
Despite the widespread malfeasance 
Kurtz uncovers, he espouses no radical 
remedies. He stays out of the debate over 
ideologically driven media bias other than

formal codes of ethics or behavior. 

“I think, in fact, that ethical standards 
are much higher now than they were 30 
years ago,” says Kurtz. “What I do think 
people sense is that we’re incredibly slow 
to admit our mistakes, and the arrogance 
bothers them. We’ve got to do a much 
better job of policing ourselves. I think 
disclosure and confession are the way to 
go. 

Nowhere is that more clearly illustrated 
than in Kurtz’s section on the Hill/Thomas 
hearings. He recalls trying to persuade his 
boss, Len Downie, to let him write a story 
about the Post’s investigation into the 
charges against Juan Williams — a situa- 
tion that had created a major newsroom 
crisis. Initially forbidden to do so, Kurtz 
received the go-ahead only after a local TV 
station broke the story. 

Despite his belief that the Post had to 
come clean, Kurtz says the Williams story 
was his least favorite assignment: “It was a 
very tense period here, and it was not fun 
to be in the middle of it.” 

But, he adds, “This is the most under- 
covered business in the country. We ought 
not to be free from the scrutiny we so 
gleefully inflict on others.”

Branded as racists, Southie 
residents lash out at change

n the days that followed last week’s 

convulsion at South Boston High 

School, there was one thought that 

emerged unchallenged above the 

crossfire of Southie slurs and Rox- 
bury rants: in the once-peaceable kingdom 
of South Boston, residents no longer feel 
safe walking the streets. 

From pubs to podiums, residents and 
local politicians insisted that the recent up- 
rising was borne out of a genuine concern 
for public safety, not racism. They’re 
quick to cite the alleged assault of a white 
woman at the hands of a black man at the 
Mary Ellen McCormack housing develop- 
ment a couple of weeks before the high- 
school melee. And there continues to be a 
sweeping perception among residents that 
Southie is becoming the latest, and per- 
haps last, Boston community to be victim- 
ized by changing demographics. 

“There’s been a certain siege mentality 
here,” says Joe, a small-business owner in 
Southie who asked that his last name not 
be used. “All you have is a bunch of poor 
people here with no power. All they have is 
their children and a sense of security about 
where they live.” When residents believe 





those two elements are threatened, he 
says, there’s bound to be trouble. 

Although the sense of fear in the pre- 
dominantly Irish-Catholic South Boston 
neighborhoods is palpable, there has been 
little effort by authorities to chill the boil- 
ing sentiment with some facts: during the 
past five years, serious crime in South 
Boston has actually dropped, with the only 
exceptions to that downward trend being 
robbery and aggravated assault. Homi- 
cides, rapes, and burglaries are all down. 
The number of racially motivated crimes 
has remained steady, at about 67, for the 
last several years. 

“What’s surprising is that as the number 
of minority families increased, our case 
numbers went down,” says Boston Police 
Sergeant Brian Flynn, head of the depart- 
ment’s South Boston Community Disor- 
ders Unit, which investigates race-related 
complaints. 

Flynn says there are no records to sup- 
port the claim that minorities are solely re- 
sponsible for sparking racial disturbances 
in South Boston. In 1992, for example, 43 
of the 66 victims of racially motivated acts 
were minorities. And there were few racial 
incidents in Southie, he says, before 1987, 
when the community’s housing projects

were integrated. 

“Of the non-white victims, the perpetrators are all 
white,” Flynn adds. “Blacks rarely go after Hispanics or 
other people of color. If you count the perpetrators, whites 
have the highest numbers.” 

Four incidents in South Boston this week, Flynn notes, 
were all white-on-black. On Monday afternoon, a group of 
white men reportedly yelled racial epithets at a black wom- 
an before hitting her in the back with a rock. Later that 
night, a large group of white youths damaged the cars of 
three minorities. 

¥ 

Though highly visible South Boston politicos like State 
Senate President William Bulger have supported and de- 
fended their constituents’ outcries, residents say their roles 
as public-opinion-shapers have become peripheral, and 
largely reactive, over the years. (For his part, Bulger held a 
politically expedient news conference on a South Boston 
sidewalk last weekend and decried the “imported climate 
of fear and violence.”) 

But it’s a second tier of influential leaders in South Bos- 
ton that some residents say has steadily stoked resentment 
of “outsiders” in Southie and fanned the animosity that 
had laid dormant since the 1974 busing crisis. 

The weekly South Boston Tribune has editorialized often 
about the need for South Boston residents to stand their 
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militant voices in the Southie-preservation movement. 

In a column published a week before the high-school in- 
cident, for instance, Ciccone fired a warning shot. “If peo- 
ple come into our neighborhoods to harass one of us,” he 


was on vacation during the melee and its aftermath and 


bearing Ciccone’s credo: NO LIBERALS. 
On the day of the fracas, when Kelly’s column criticized

During the 
news conference on the steps of the high school that fol- 
lowed the mini-riot, Kelly stood silently in the wings, refus- 
ing to answer reporters’ questions. 


“He’s in a tough position,” says Southie resident Mau- | 


reen Burton, the mother of a Boston policeman who was

said he didn’t want to say anything because he said it 


would show his true feelings.” Outsiders, she says, might | 


construe his words as racism. 

But what it really comes down to, Burton continues, is 
turf. South Boston is a close-knit community that, if noth- 
ing else, used to be able to take care of its own. But now, 
she says, just look at public housing. 

“My daughter was on the public-housing list and 
couldn’t get into Mary Ellen McCormack,” Burton says. 
“She had to go to Mission Hill. Everybody’s forcing every- 
body to do something. South Boston is a neighborhood, 





| and we don’t want to be there. What is wrong with that?” 
The schools, too, have become a symbol of lost turf. Pre-

ty at South Boston High School. 

“Southie is like the last bastion,” says Joe, the Southie 
store owner.

with what color you are. They really resent 
the people who initiate those policies and 
the people who write about them.” 

As a result, he says, Mayor Flynn — 
who has pushed for integration during his 
tenure as mayor — is largely viewed as be- 
traying his native soil. 

“People wouldn’t mind

“Tell the fuckin’ niggers to stay out of 
Southie,” he howled, his voice rising above 
the bar’s din. 

Shooting jump shots across town at M 
Street Park, several Southie teens shared 
similar views. 

“I like Southie being all white,” says 
Christian Lynch, a tall, lean 17-year-old 
who attends Don Bosco High, in Boston. 
“I don’t want niggers living here. I like 
them as long as they don’t live here. We 
don’t want to move into Roxbury, so why

chimes in: “They feel safe because they’re 
not getting shot at, they’re just getting beat 
up.” He pounds a clenched fist against the 
palm of his hand. “Come down and be- 
ware of the white fists!” His friends laugh 
at his bravado, prompting Jason to attempt 
a more consolatory tone. 

“They can’t help it,” he adds. “They 
grew up in poor neighborhoods. They 
don’t know how to live right. They’re bred 
to cause trouble. They’re ghetto bastards. 
It’s not their fault. If they want to come 
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she says, community contempt never bub- 
bled to the surface the way it did last week, 
though it’s no surprise that it did. 

“They just want to be by themselves,” 
she says. “They’re prejudiced against ev- 
erybody who isn’t from there. You don’t 
have to be black. I used to work there, and 
I knew some Jewish people, and they were 
prejudiced against them. That’s just their 
mentality . . . the way they’re brought up 
and the way they teach their kids.” 

Cab driver Tony Dangerfield, taking a 
few minutes off to play in a 
pick-up game on the courts 





that he was hypocritical if he 
was taking care of his own,” 
Joe says. “But he’s not any- 
more.” Consequently, he 
says, Kelly and Ciccone are 
taking matters into their 
own hands. “They're saying, 
“We're not going to let hap- 
pen to South Boston what 
happened to North Dorch- 
ester and Roxbury.’ The 
fears are being fueled that 
the powerless will have even 
less power.” 

Recent incidents have 
made it clear that the racial 
tolerance South Boston has 
exhibited since the tumul- 
tuous days of the busing cri- 
sis was not to be confused 
with acceptance. And when 
the situation reached the 
flashpoint at the high school 
last week, tolerance dis- 
solved into unadulterated 
venom. 

The day after the melee, 
the regulars at taverns 
throughout Southie seethed 
as another breed of out- 
siders — journalists — de- 
scended on their communi- 
ty. At the Shamrock, on the 
corner of East Eighth and H Streets — 
where action movies are shown on a wide- 
screen television and framed photos of 
John Wayne and Clint Eastwood, toting 
guns, hang behind the bar — a bartender 
quietly alerted patrons that a reporter was 
present. One man, wearing a SOUTH BOS- 
TON VIET-NAM MEMORIAL T-shirt, didn’t 
heed the warning. 














at Derby Park, in Roxbury, 
says he’s more exasperated 
than angry about the recent 
turn of events in Southie. 

“South Boston is always 
going to be prejudiced. 
That’s just the way it is,” he 
says. “That shit goes way 
back. It’s the old people, not 
the young ones. It comes 
from the home first. If it 
didn’t, all these kids would 
be getting along.” 

Playing in the same game 
as Dangerfield is a quiet 17- 
year-old South Boston High 
junior who’s taken to the 
courts on a day when only 
seniors are returning to 
school. After the game 
breaks up, he dribbles his 
ball along the sidewalk as he 
walks toward downtown. 

Acknowledging that he 
participated in the clash at 
the high school, he speaks 
on the condition of 
anonymity.

Waiting for a T bus on Warren Street in 
Roxbury, Rosalind Woodberry shakes her 
head at the passions flaring in South Bos- 
ton. The words are so familiar that they 
have lost their provocative edge. When her 
son went to Southie High a few years ago, 


says, the only real sign of 
racism he naticed was the 
occasional “nigger” uttered 
from within a group of white students as 
he passed by. 

“I never felt intimidated,” he says. 
“They don’t really know what’s going on. 
They’re just following their parents. And 
they’re just trying to blame it [community 
decay] on somebody. You saw their true 
colors when everything happened. They’re 
trying to look for a scapegoat.”

This year, as in 
every year for the past five, the 
job of organizing thirty enter- 
tainment groups to perform 
more or less simultaneously in 
the open air along a 6-mile 
stretch of Boston, Brookline 
and Cambridge rests on Todd 
Bidwell and Stan Cooper of 
Cooper Productions, an enter- 
tainment production company. 


The idea for a musical enter- 
tainment extravaganza along 
the Walk route dates back to 
1988. It was the first AIDS Walk 
for Todd, Stan and Carrie 
Wykoff, who had met as theatre 
students at Emerson College 
and now worked together at 
Cooper Productions. They 
came to the event as regular 
walkers, pledge sheets and 
money in hand. “But while we 
were walking, we got to talk- 
ing,” says Todd. “What could 
we offer that hadn't already 
been done? What would be 
cool?” 


“An upside-down parade,” is 
how Stan and Todd described 
their concept. “The entertain- 


ment stands still while the audi- 
ence marches by.” 


As the Walk has grown, so has 
the size of the musical revue 
that accompanies it. The statis- 
tics hint at its scale: 200 per- 
formers comprising more than 
30 ensembles; 20 generators; 
100 microphones. It takes 75 
volunteers to handle the logis- 
tics. And how many vehicles? 
Todd ponders the question, 
then starts counting them off, 
“There’s Wacky Wheels, the 
Sound Machine, the President's 
Jeep. . . by the way, they all 
have names.” 


Watching Stan and Todd put 
together the route entertain- 
ment for the Walk confirms 
that the enterprise is as much a 
matter of organization as of 


art. A meticulous, almost super- 


stitious attention to detail char- 
acterizes every aspect of the 
operation. A case in point is 
their traditional day-before-the- 
Walk barbecue, held in laid- 
back locations like Thompson 
Island in Boston Harbor. It may 
look like just another great 
party, but there’s a purpose. 
Todd explains: “Many of the vol- 
unteers don't know each other. 
Within one day, we need to 


build a strong enough cama- 
raderie to carry us through the 
Walk.” 


On Walk morning, first call is 
5:00 a.m. Everyone has 
already gotten an informational 
packet and an individualized 
assignment sheet. Everything is 
organized down to the srhallest 
detail: who to report to, where 
to park. “There’s lots of chore- 
ography just in terms of getting 
volunteers to the right loca- 
tions,” says Todd. “We assign 
two site coordinators to each 
location. We don’t want an out- 
of-place amp cord that some- 
one could trip over.” 


By 8:30 a.m., it’s all in place. 
There are teams to set up the 
sound equipment, teams to 
assemble the staging, teams to 
put out the signs and balloons. 
And Stan and Todd are in their 
open car — “The President's 
Jeep” — riding the route so 
that they can personally thank 
every one of the hundreds of 
performers. 


All the performers donate their 
time and talent, and some have 
been with the Walk as long as 
Stan and Todd. “AIDS is our 
chosen cause,” says Todd, and 





the same applies to many of 
the entertainers. “For so many 
musicians, a lot of their time is 
spent with financial issues, with 
worrying about their bookings 
and about when their record is 
coming out. This one is a free- 
bie; this one is special.” 


Three quarters of the groups 
from one year return for the 
next. By the week of the Walk, 
as many as a dozen groups will 
be on a waiting list, on the off- 
chance of a cancellation. Stan 
and Todd are especially proud 
of the wide-ranging entertain- 
ment mix, and that the perform- 
ers, like the people they 
serenade along the route, 
come from all walks of life. 


Asked what changes walkers 
can expect for the route enter- 
tainment at Walk ‘93, Todd 
turns uncharacteristically taci- 
turn. “Things may go somewhat 
mobile,” is about all he will say, 
apparently not eager to spoil 
any of the surprises. 


Todd allows himself one more 
hint about what to expect at 
this year’s Walk. “We're going 
to do whatever it takes to cre- 
ate something memorable.”

What’s next? 


Post-march movement seeks to 
capitalize on the moment

he phones have been ringing 
off the hook at the cluttered, 
understaffed offices of the 
Stonewall Union, a gay-les- 
bian-and-bisexual-communi- 
| ty center in Columbus, Ohio. 

That’s one of the effects of the April 25 
March on Washington for Lesbian, Gay, 
and Bi Civil Rights and Liberation, says 
Mike Dittmer, Stonewall Union’s office 
manager: large numbers of people are vol- 
unteering to help the community organize. 

“Usually we get one or two new volun- 
teers a week,” he says. “But since the 
march, we’ve been getting 10 or 15 people 
a day who had either been to DC and felt 
empowered, or who weren’t able to go but 
got juiced up by the C-SPAN coverage.” 

Even in some of the rural counties the 
Stonewall Union serves enthusiasm is run- 
ning high. “When I was in DC,” Dittmer 
continues, “I met people from little Ohio 
farm towns who felt like ‘My God! I’m not 
the only one. I really am part of a commu- 
nity.’” 

Dittmer says that lesbians, gay men, and 
bisexuals aren’t the only ones who’ve been 
energized by the march, which brought 





huge numbers of people (between 300,000 
and one million, depending on whose esti- 
mates you believe) to demonstrate and cel- 
ebrate in the nation’s capital: “I’ve heard a 
lot of people say they went to work after 
the march and everyone was talking about 
it. It seems like the straight people are bet- 
ter able to look at mainstream lesbians, 
gay men, and bisexuals as valid topics of 
news coverage.” 

Indeed, Columbus’s straight media — 
local TV stations, and even the conserva- 
tive Columbus Dispatch — gave the march 
priority coverage. 

That media attention and the experience 
of the march have enlivened the local com- 
munity, says Dittmer. “People left Colum- 
bus [for Washington] dreading that we’re 
going to have to do battle with the right- 
wingers here, and came back feeling like 
‘Let’s get the suckers!’ We’re even getting 
organizing going in the rural areas and the 
small towns and the suburbs,” he says. 

Some activists, like Boston’s Larry 
Kessler, the only openly gay member of 
the National Commission on AIDS, worry 
that movement groups may not be able to 
handle the influx: “It’s incumbent that 
those existing organizations have their acts 
together when these people show up. It 
would be terrible if they weren’t able to

But power or no, homophobia, anti-gay 
violence, and discrimination still run ram- 
pant. So the question remains: after that 
huge show of force, where does the move- 
ment need to go?

“The march accomplished two things,” 
says Torie Osborn, executive director of 
the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force, 
putting the event in perspective. “First of 
all, because of amazing press coverage, the 
march really put the gay-and-lesbian 
movement in an upfront position in terms 
of the political agenda of America. 

“The second thing, which is at least 
equally important, is that the impact on 
the marchers was transformational. Every- 
body left empowered. Some of that will 
fade. But once you have a taste of that

“I think it’s consciousness-raising that’s 
happening all over.” 

Osborn calls upon the movement to get 
its own house in order because the move- 
ment’s foes — the well-organized Chris- 
tian right and the political inertia that 
abets the AIDS crisis — are formidable. 

Across the country, for instance, Chris- 
tian-right groups — many of them fi- 
nanced and inspired by former Republi- 
can presidential candidate Pat Robertson 
and his Christian Coalition — are gaining 
positions on school boards and in local 
governments. They’ve pursued this elec- 
toral strategy because low voter turnout 
for local elections makes such seats rela-

tively easy to win. 
Moreover, groups in California, Florida, Idaho, Maine, 
Michigan, Oregon, and Washington have filed Colorado- 
style anti-gay referendums for the ’94 elections. An organi- 
zation in Arizona is expected to kick off a similar petition 
drive in July of this year. There are 32 municipal and coun- 
tywide anti-gay referendums on the September ’93 ballot 
in Oregon. And the mastermind behind the Oregon Citi- 
zens Alliance’s nearly successful anti-gay ballot initiative, 
Lon Mabon, has been hiring himself out as a consultant 
across the country. 
“We have to pro-actively take on the myths the right per- 
petrates about our lives,” Osborn says. “We have to work 
together better. We have to get over in-fighting. We have 
to stop trashing our leaders. We have to get over our am- 
bivalence about having power, which we have because 
we’ve been so screwed over by people with power. And we 
have to respect the diversity within our movement.” 

Movement pols are also looking for allies among tradi- 
tionally defined civil-rights groups. “There was a lot of 
coalition-building in organizing the march,” says Gregory 
King, communications director for the march committee. 
Among the groups that endorsed and participated in the 
march were the NAACP, the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference, and the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations. 

“I see those coalitions taking us into the next phase of 
the civil-rights agenda,” says King. “I think all the groups 
working around civil rights — the African-American com- 
munity, the Jewish community, labor unions, the religious 
community — those groups will be working together in the 
future.” 

Those coalitions may become increasingly important in 
the face of Christian-right organizing that has used les- 
bians and gay men as a flash point but in reality is targeting 
the whole of secular society. “This is about the basic sepa- 
ration of church and state,” says Liz Hendrickson, execu- 
tive director of the San Francisco-based National Center 
for Lesbian Rights. 

Coalition-building is not always easily accomplished, 
however. For instance, there is still reluctance among some 
Orthodox Jewish groups to working with lesbians and gay 
men, says Rabbi Eric Yoffie, of the UAHC, which repre- 
sents Reform Jews. But many Jewish organizations, includ- 
ing the influential National Jewish Community Relations 
Advisory Council, have endorsed resolutions in support of 
lesbian and gay rights. The UAHC itself has worked in sup- 
port of lesbian and gay rights for well over a dozen years. 

“It’s my belief there’s more awareness of these issues 
now,” says Yoffie, “because the religious right has obvious- 
ly focused on lesbian and gay issues as a means of gaining 
support in the country. And the religious right, in my view 
and the view of many in the Jewish community, is hostile to 
Jewish interests.” 

Similarly, a number of mainstream African-American 
groups have recently become active on lesbian, gay, and bi- 
sexual issues. “These are steps,” says NAACP board chair- 
man Dr. William Gibson of recent meetings with gay and 
lesbian groups. “They’re not the end, but they’re initial 
steps.” 

& 

Some movement pols are re-evaluating the place of 
AIDS on the gay-and-lesbian agenda. Says Torie Osborn: 
“I think it’s really important that we develop an agenda be- 
yond AIDS. I think AIDS is really key, but we want to sig- 
nal that this movement is bigger than AIDS, and move into 
fighting for our equality.” 

But those sentiments are not shared by many who say 
that gay men in particular cannot separate their identities 
from the AIDS epidemic. “At least 50 percent of the gay 
and bisexual men in my community, San Francisco, have 
HIV,” says Michael Shriver, an HIV-positive gay man 
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who’s director of public policy at 18th Street Services, an 
outpatient drug-treatment program for gay and bisexual 
men. “There is a part of me that is furious about the rela- 
tively small amount of attention AIDS got at the march.” 
Shriver believes that now is not the time for the gay-and- 
lesbian community to turn its attention away from the epi- 
demic: “AIDS activism is even more important now than 
ever before.” 

Moreover, Shriver says, Clinton’s campaign commit- 
ments to increase AIDS funding and centralize AIDS ser- 
vices are still only promises. “We have no guarantee,” he 
says, “that the administration is capable of doing anything. 
All we know is that they’re capable of making promises.” 
Instead, Shriver suggests, “Let’s broaden the list of de- 
mands. So often we accept less than we want. Put all the 
issues on the table: lesbian health and domestic violence 
and substance-abuse treatment. 


system. We’ve learned since AIDS how to leverage power. 
Let’s marry them to develop the next agenda.”

“I worry that people think if you get enough people to 
Washington that translates into political action,” says Bar- 
ney Frank, the first member of Congress to declare his ho- 
mosexuality freely. “Over the long term, the march has in- 
fluence — it helps shape the culture. But it doesn’t mean 
anything in Congress. The members don’t care who’s out 
on the Mall. You have to translate it into political action. 
You have to take the next steps.” 

Frank believes that activism is important, but perhaps 
the most important way to influence members of Congress 
is to write them and let them know that you vote on the is- 
sues important to you. 

“Who would you say are the most influential groups in 
the country?” Frank continues. “The NRA [National Rifle 
Association], the AARP [American Association of Retired

Mix a dose of Kaika-esque surrealism with a 
dollop of the English black-comedic tradition ex- 
emplified by Evelyn Waugh and Kingsley and 
Martin Amis and you have Will Self. 

Self makes his American debut this week with 
the publication of Cock & Bull, two novellas that 
will redefine the concept of sexual ambiguity — at 
least for the 90s. 

Admired by Salman Rushdie, praised by Doris 
Lessing, and mentioned in the same breath as Ju- 
lian Barnes, Self is clearly a talent to watch. Al- 
ready Vanity Fair is touting his next book, My Idea of Fun, which is sev- 
eral months away from publication. 

In short, Will Self may prove to be one of England’s most important 
cultural exports since the Sex Pistols. 

Self will read at Waterstone’s, in Boston, on Tuesday, May 18, at 7 
p-m. 





Bull, a large and heavyset young man, awoke one morning to find that 
while he had slept he had acquired another primary sexual characteristic: to 
wit, a vagina. 

The vagina was tucked into the soft, tendon-edged pit behind his left 
knee. It is quite conceivable that Bull wouldn’t have noticed it for some time 
had it not been a habit of his lightly to explore all the nooks and crevices of 
his body prior to rising. 

So, Bull, lying in a frozen bicycling posture, the duvet wrapped around 
his crotch and lower abdomen like an inflated dhoti, felt his hand and his 
hand felt him. It traversed the hair-frosted pap-hummocks on his chest and 
swooped into his sternum, only to rise again, like a downhill skier, on to the 
glorious piste of his tummy. 

What did Bull usually think of during this instrument check prior to the 
day’s take-off? Very little. Very little, indeed. Awake and upright, or even in 
bed but accompanied, Bull was a perplexed soul. His broad brow was often 
furrowed with concentration, but his thoughts were like aging, arthritic 
sportsmen. They shambled, lurched and feinted around one another, always 
on the verge of contact but never quite achieving it. The strain of this tended 
to push his coarse (but shapely) features into close and unsavoury proximity 
with one another. But in the net-strained light of a London spring morning 
Bull did not think. Instead he tried to roll himself back into the surf of sleep. 
Again and again he divedforward, aiming-for the point at which the wave of 
oblivion broke on to the beach of his consciousness; only to find himself, 
still lying on the grainy mattress, with repose in lapping retreat beyond and 
below him. 

Bull stirred himself and made ready to wank. He rolled over on to his 
broad white back. His big arms freed themselves from the folds of the duvet 
and went to work to remove the thing from the bed altogether. Eventually it 
joined the carpet. Bull’s hands went next to his thighs and kneaded them; to 
his knees and cupped them; back up to his buttocks and hammered into 
them like wedges. The vagina, the malevolent reality-gashing interloper, 
chose that moment to prink and snag against the back of Bull’s left hand. 

And suddenly he was on his feet, his mind screaming at the incongruity of 
his eyes noticing the plaster gape and mortar trickle from the damp patch 
below the window, while he, while he, while he had this . . . this . . . thing on 
his body. Or was it in his body? He could not tell. He knew only this: that 
there was something in the vulnerable pit behind his knee. Something that 
might be a wound, perhaps inflicted by a dying bedspring, but already par- 
tially healed; or it might be a bubo or a carbuncle, grown in the night with 
horrible speed. 

Whatever it was, Bull felt he could not stand like this, sucking on the lino 
from one sweaty foot to the next, without touching it once again. The thing, 
whatever it was, was an itch that mustn’t — but must — be scratched; and 
writ Brobdingnagian. 

Bull touched it again, without being aware of having made the effort. But 
this time the touch turned into a feel. The thing was raised and roughly oval 
in shape. It was perhaps four inches long; extending from the very crease of 
the knee-back down to where Bull’s calf bulged out. Bull could feel that the 
wound or infection was bifurcated and that its crevice was wrinkled and re- 
assuringly dry. But now he was aware of it, the thing was clearly serious, be- 
cause whatever movements he made — either squatting or crouching to feel 
the thing, or frantically twisting to try and actually see it — set off frantic 
waves of internal sensation. Awareness of partings and viscous rubbings, of 
something deep into his body, stuck inside his body and apparently broken 
off at the haft... 

Bull, still naked, staggered to the full-length mirror that was shinily af- 
fixed to the rose-patterned wallpaper. He placed his back towards it and 
sighted over his shoulder and down. His eyes met the cyclopean squint of 
the vagina, but before he could examine it closely Bull vomited copiously. 
He brought up full half-pints of twice-fermented lager, in which all the alco- 
hol had long since turned back to sugar. These fell the fathom from Bull’s 
mouth to the lino and then pushed out across it, wave after wave, each one 
taking with it a little surf of hair, and lint, and dust. 

I’m sick, thought Bull to himself. Really sick. I’m ill. I have a huge infec- 
tion in the pit of my knee. I better go and see the doctor. If I’m vomiting the 
infection must be beginning to poison my blood. 

He pulled on a pair of trousers and went along the corridor to the bath- 
room, where he undertook a sketchy version of his usual toilet. He gathered 
together a handful of fossilised ]-Cloths that had been wadded in the u-bend 
of the sink’s outflow pipe. 

The floor mopped, Bull dressed. Despite the fact that he wasn’t going to 
go directly into the office he still put on creased trousers, collared shirt, jack- 
et and tic. He regretted not being able to wash more thoroughly, on account 
of the wound, but he had shaved his wide pink face with fierce precision. 
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Bull went back along the corridor to where the phone crouched on a fake 
Chippendale stoolette and dialled the group practice where his doctor 
worked. 

‘Grove Health Centre,’ trilled the woman on the end of the line. She had 
the vocal automatism that comes to people whose job description might well 
read: ‘ceaseless repetition’. 

‘Could I have the Andersen Practice?’ asked Bull. 

‘Just putting you throu-ough . . .” The woman’s voice was cut off abruptly 
by the ringing of an extension, but Bull could still hear her taking other calls 
from the switchboard. She said ‘Grove Health Centre’, and ‘Just putting you 
throu-ough’ at least four more times before Bull’s call was answered and he 
was retrieved from the static limbo. 

‘Andersen Practice,’ said another woman with a marginally different 
voice. 

‘I need to see Dr Margoulies,’ said Bull. ‘Has he any appointments avail- 
able today?’ 

‘Ooh-er,’ came warbling from the receiver, ‘I don’t think so, and he’s off 
for a week tomorrow to a Learning Jamboree.’ 

‘Whaddya mean?’ Bull was getting querulous. ‘Learning what, precisely?’ 

‘It’s a kind of a competition you see.’ (The girl was ‘being helpful’. She 
had taken to heart the circular issued by the Health Authority requesting 
all employees to view NHS patients as viable fee-paying customers; rather 
than as the work-shy alcoholics, hypochondriacs and torpid valium addicts 
that they so clearly were.) “Teams of doctors from the various health cen- 
tres in the Authority’s area go and camp in a field near Wincanton where 
they have a series of inter-active competitions designed to increase their 
awareness of the new reforms.’ 

‘And Dr Margoulies is actually going on one of these things?’ Squatting 
by the telephone in the gloom of the corridor, Bull’s hand had strayed once 
more down his thigh to the inappropriate quim site. Sensing a lip under the 
gaberdine of his trouser leg, his fingers froze and retreated. 

‘Oh yes, he’s really looking forward to it . . . But hang on a minute. There’s 
a cancellation here for 9.30. How quickly can you make it over here?’ 

‘I can do it in twenty minutes.’ 

‘What’s your name please?’ 

‘Bull.’ 

‘And initial?’ 

Bull hung up and called into the office. He got an Australian temp who 
took the message that he would be late in without comment. 

Bull double-locked the door to his flat. He paused on the walkway and 
surveyed the scene. Bull’s flat was above a parade of shops on East Finchley 
High Road. The shop units were of thirties vintage, red-bricked and vigor- 
ously coped and mansarded with snowfall ridges of glutinous rendering. But 
while the front of the shopping parade had the congruence that comes with 
aspiration (the tenants’ association still managed to stamp on attempts to 
introduce loud or flashing signs), the back of the parade betrayed the build- 
ing’s utility. The walkway to Bull’s flat ran up a ramp that ill concealed a 
number of huge, three-wheeled canisters of domestic and commercial detri- 
tus. This was the entry point to the parade for the tradesmen’s tradesmen, 
and one was out there already, erecting a tiny portable railing around the 
oblong entrance to a subterranean ductal zone. 

Bull looked at the gas engineer, he looked at the red-brick Methodist 
church that rose above the suburban roofscape, he smelt the spring air. He 
felt an odd vulnerability this morning which he attributed to his wound or 
burn. 

But Bull didn’t let this govern him. After all, he was a man with an ap- 
pointment to keep, always a potent motivator. Instead he got into his car, 
pulled out from behind the parade, and drove off towards Archway.

Days and nights all there was was a sordid and fearful 
childhood. Morality wore the habit of religion. Mortal sin or 
the Saint of Sunday and the Ashes of Wednesday kept on 


| judging me. Thus condemnation and repression crushed me 
| even before I was born. Chiidhood was stolen from children. 


Never enough can be said, muttered and snarled, when 


| one has been born into anger. THEIR criminal hands took 


| hold of my fate. HER umbilical cord strangled me dropping 


out of her. All I desired was everything. 

Listen to the children. All children come red out of the 
womb because their mothers know God. 

The night's replete with their cries: unceasing flagellated 
howls that are broken by the sound of a window slamined 
shut. Harsh and drooling screams die inside lips that are 
muzzled. We who're about to be suffocated throw our mur- 
murs and screeches, our names, into a hole; that hole is ev- 
erywhere. They laugh waterfalls of scorn down on us. If any 


| speech comes out of us, it appears as nonsense; when the 


adults answered me, I puked. My few cries, like dead leaves 

tumbled by winds, climbed out of my body and vaporized. 
It is a very Parisian garden that I found for hiding myself. 
My mother was a great lady. Whenever she walked into 


| the local grocery store that the neighborhood rich used, 
| she’d order whatever young boy she could find to fetch the 


various items she happened to desire and to bring them to 


| the taxi waiting for her. It didn’t occur to Mother that she 
| might have to pay. 


If it was my misfortune to accompany her, I’d crawl be- 
hind her, trying to be invisible. I didn’t know her. Me, an 
orphan. As soon as she was about to leave the store, as 
quickly as possible I’d pay the man behind the counter. My 
face flamed as if struck by sun. I don’t know what hap- 
pened when I wasn’t there to pay: at that time events I 


| didn’t perceive didn’t take place. 
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At that time I thought, Let them all go to hell. 

It’s entirely possible that I wasn’t the only person who 
knew that Mother could always do as she wanted. The 
Queen of England never carries her own money. Some- 
one’s money. 

Three or four times, trying to escape her, I ran away. 
Since my father was so gentle that he was subservient to 
Mother, I also had to run away from him. 

I climbed down their back fire escape to the street below. 
Walked down streets till there was nowhere to go. 

There’s a white man behind the spindly trees. He leans 
into the sky to grasp at the wood and falls down on all 
fours, a dog. On pebbles. Now he’s crawling across the 
street, stretches out one hand as if it’s dead. Trying to be- 
come a wall, I hide against one. Sooted ivy and begonias 
are crushed. Another man rises up; his face, burning, and 
lips too red. He walks toward me, hand touching his cock, 
and another man, aghast, leaps out of a window. His arms. 
beat against the sky as if he’s a windmill. Through the froth 
on his lips he says, “They’ve stolen me.” 

Walked down the streets until there was nowhere. 

A lying, hypocritical society turns around the grave of the 
holes in the garden of childhood. 

I had to return home. 

I didn’t want to escape my parents because I hated them 
but because I was wild. Wild children are honest. My 
mother wanted to command me to the point that I no 
longer existed. My father was so gentle, he didn’t exist. I 
remained uneducated or wild because I was imprisoned by 
my mother and had no father. 

My body was all I had. 

Aaaal don’t know what language is. One one one one 
I shall never learn to count. 

I remained selfish. There was only my mother and me. 

Selfishness and curiosity are conjoint. I’d do anything to 
find out about my body, investigated the stenches arising 
out of trenches and armpits, the tastes in every hole. No 
one taught me regret. I was wild to make my body’s imag- 
inings actual. 

And I knew that I couldn’t escape from my parents be- 
cause I was female, not yet eighteen years old. Even if 
there was work for a female minor, my parents, my educa- 
tors, and my society had taught me I was powerless and 
needed either parents or a man to survive. I couldn’t fight 
the whole world; I only hated. 

So in order to escape my parents I needed a man. After 
I had escaped, I could and would hate the man who was 
imprisoning me. And after that, I would be anxious to an- 
nihilate my hatred, my double bind. 

This personal and political state was the only one they 
had taught me. J’m always in the wrong so I’m a freak. I’m 
always destroying everything including myself, which is 
what I want to do. 

Red was the color of wildness and of what is as yet un- 
known. 
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As my body, which my mother refused to recognize and 
thus didn’t control, grew, it grew into sexuality. As if sexu- 
ality can occur without touching. Masturbated not only be- 
fore I knew what the word masturbation meant, but before 
I could come. Physical time became a movement toward 
orgasm. I became sexually wilder. I wanted a man to help 
me escape my parents, but not for sexual reasons. I didn’t 
need another sexual object. Mine was my own skin. 

Longing equaled skin. Skin didn’t belong to anyone in 
my kingdom of untouchability. 

I hadn’t decided to be a person. I was almost refusing to 
become a person, because the moment I was, I would have 
to be lonely. Conjunction with the entirety of the universe 
is one way to avoid suffering.

A few weeks after Mrs. Lisbon shut the house in maxi- 


| mum-security isolation, the sightings of Lux making love 


on the roof began. 
Following the Homecoming dance, Mrs. Lisbon closed 
the downstairs shades. All we could see were the girls’ in- 


| carcerated shadows, which ran riot in our imaginations. 
| Moreover, as fall turned to winter, the trees in the yard 
| drooped and thickened, concealing the house, even 
| though their leaflessness should have revealed it. A cloud 


always seemed to hover over the Lisbons’ roof. There was 


| no explanation except the psychic one that the house be- 
| came obscured because Mrs. Lisbon willed it to. The sky 


grew darker, and light abandoned the daytime, so that we 
found ourselves always moving in a timeless murk, the 


| only way to discern the hour the taste of our burps, tooth- 





pasty in the morning, redolent in the afternoon of the jel- 
lied beef of school cafeteria meals. 

Without explanation, the girls were taken out of school. 
They merely failed to show up one morning, and then 
again the next. When Mr. Woodhouse asked about the 
matter, Mr. Lisbon seemed to have no idea the girls were 
gone. “He kept saying, ‘Have you checked out back?’ ” 

Jerry Burden picked the combination on Mary’s locker 
to find most of her books left behind. “She had postcards 
taped up inside. Weird stuff. Couches and shit.” (Actually 
art museum postcards showing a Biedermeier chair and 
pink chintz Chippendale sofa.) Her notebooks were piled 
on the top shelf, each one bearing the name of a bright 
new subject she never got to study. Inside American Histo- 
ry, amid spasmodic notes, Jerry Burden found the follow- 
ing doodle: a girl with pigtails is bent under the weight of 
a gigantic boulder. Her cheeks puff out, and her rounded 
lips expel steam. One widening steam cloud contains the 


| word Pressure, darkly retraced. 


Given Lux’s failure to make curfew, everyone expected 


| a crackdown, but few anticipated it would be so drastic. 


When we spoke to her years later, however, Mrs. Lisbon 
maintained that her decision was never intended to be 


| punitive. “At that point being in school was just making 


| things worse,” 


she said. “None of the other children were 
speaking to the girls. Except boys, and you knew what 


| they were after. The girls needed time to themselves. A 
| mother knows. I thought if they stayed at home, they’d 
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heal better.” Our interview with Mrs. Lisbon was brief. 
She met us at the bus station in the small town she now 
lives in, because the station was the only place that served 
coffee. Her hands were red-knuckled and her gums had 
receded. Her tragedy hadn’t made her more approachable, 
and in fact lent her the unknowable quality of a person 
who had suffered more than could be expressed. Never- 
theless, we wanted to talk to her most of all because we 
felt that she, being the girls’ mother, understood more 
than anyone why they had killed themselves. But she said, 
“That’s what’s so frightening. I don’t. Once they’re out of 
you, they’re different, kids are.” When we asked her why 
she had never pursued the psychological counseling Dr. 
Hornicker offered, Mrs. Lisbon became angry. “That doc- 
tor wanted to blame it on us. He thought Ronnie and I 
were to blame.” A bus came into the station then, and 
through the open doorway at Gate 2 a gust of carbon 
monoxide blew over the counter with its stacks of fried- 
doughnuts. Mrs. Lisbon said she had to leave. 

She had done more than take the girls out of school. 
The next Sunday, arriving home after a spirited church 
sermon, she had commanded Lux to destroy her rock 
records. Mrs. Pitzenberger (who happened to be redeco- 
rating a room next door) heard the fierce argument. 
“Now!” Mrs. Lisbon kept repeating, while Lux tried to 
reason, to negotiate, and finally burst into tears. Through 
the upstairs hall window, Mrs. Pitzenberger saw Lux 
stomp to her bedroom, returning with a collection of 
peach crates. The crates were heavy and Lux slid them 
down the stairs like sleds. “She acted like she was going to 
whiz them down. But she always grabbed them before they 
got out of control.” In the living room, Mrs. Lisbon had 
the fire going, and Lux, now crying without sound, began 
to consign her records one by one to the flames. We never 
learned which albums were condemned at that auto-da-fé, 
but apparently Lux held up album after album, appealing 
for Mrs. Lisbon’s mercy. The smell quickly grew overpow- 
ering, and the plastic melted over the andirons, so that 
Mrs. Lisbon told Lux to stop. (She threw out the rest of 
the albums with that week’s trash.) Still, Will Timber, who 
was getting a grape pop, said he could smell burning plas- 
tic all the way to Mr. Z’s, the party store on Kercheval. 

For the next few weeks we hardly saw the girls at all. 
Lux never spoke to Trip Fontaine again, nor did Joe Hill 
Conley call Bonnie, as he had promised. Mrs. Lisbon took 
the girls to their grandmother’s house to get advice from 
an old woman who had lived through everything. When 
we called her in Roswell, New Mexico, where she had 
moved after living forty-three years in the same single-sto- 
ry house, the old lady (Mrs. Lema Crawford) did not re- 
spond to questions about her involvement in the punish- 
ment, either out of stubbornness or because of the feed- 
back her hearing aid picked up over the phone. She did 
refer, however, to her own misfortune at the hands of love 
some sixty years earlier. “You never get over it,” she said. 
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“But you get to where it doesn’t bother you so much.” 
And then, before hanging up: “Lovely weather down here. 
Best thing I ever did was to throw down the old shovel and 
hoe and get out of that town.” 

The smoky sound of her voice brought the scene to life 
for us: the old woman at the kitchen table, her skimpy hair 
up in an elasticized turban; Mrs. Lisbon tight-lipped and 
grim in a chair opposite; and the four penitents, heads 
lowered, fingering knickknacks and porcelain figurines. 
There is no discussion of how they feel or what they want 
out of life; there is only the descending order — grand- 
mother, mother, daughters — with the back yard outside 
under rain, and the dead vegetable garden. 

Mr. Lisbon continued to go to work in the mornings 
and the family continued to attend church on Sundays, 
but that was it. The house receded behind its mists of 
youth being choked off, and even our own parents began 
to mention how dim and unhealthy the place looked.

I suppose in a way my life really began when I came to live 
on this tea estate. Or perhaps it is ending here. 

In any case I know something strange is happening to 
me, and I must keep a written record of the events leading 
to my present situation before I am no longer able to relate 


them. 


First I should describe the world I inhabited before I came 
here. I was a young executive in Calcutta’s oldest tea com- 
pany. Like myself, all my young colleagues had been edu- 
cated at exclusive boarding schools and obtained their jobs 
through family connections. 

Outside our office Calcutta crumbled under the weight 
of neglect, exploitation, poisonous humidity, traffic jams, 
power failures, and roads plowed up like rice fields to 
make an underground railway, while a whole generation 
stoically waited for the city to return to what it once had 
been as more trainloads of refugees arrived to sleep on rail- 
way platforms already overcrowded with refugees from the 
partition of India fifty years earlier, the war in Bangladesh 
twenty years earlier, the devastations of nature that daily 
drew the desperate to a great metropolis itself desperately 
surviving as if a war had just ended. 

But we experienced only claustrophobia as we stared 
through the darkened windows of our air-conditioned cars 
at the crowds teeming across the broken pavements. 

It was not that we were unfeeling. But we were young 
and we believed success lay in imitating the anglicized 
aloofness of our superiors who assured us the city had 
passed the point of no return. 

They counseled us to make the best of a bad job. So we 
played golf at the Tolleygunge Club. Drank at the Saturday 
Club. Ate Chinese meals at the Calcutta Club. Raced at the 
Turf Club. 

The drinking helped. And the meaningless adulteries. 
Also, we read avidly. On our bedside tables the novels of 
the moment were stacked on top of Time, Newsweek, the 
Economist, for those nights when there wasn’t a woman in 
the bed. Or for dawn, when we returned from driving our 
women to their own homes and saw the sheets crumpled 
with humidity and sweat, saw the long black hairs lying like 
accusations on the pillow, and knew our lives were leaking 


Occasionally the sluggish indolence of our lives was dis- 
rupted by the arrival of the boys from the tea estates. They 


gardens like the English tea estate managers described in 
eighteenth-century diaries, men without teeth or hair who 
came to Calcutta only to bid for wives when the ships from 
London discharged their cargoes of desperate English- 
women trying to escape lives of penury back home. 

Our tea garden colleagues were young, good-looking In- 
dians, bursting with alien energy. We listened to théir 
boasts of rogue elephants tracked, man-eating tigers shot, 
hot-blooded women tamed, and envied the cowboy quality | 
to their headlong pursuit of pleasure during the weeks they | 
spent in the city. > | 

Vying with each other to buy them drinks, we wavedeat | 
the barman behind the long wooden bar at the Saturday | 
Club. “A patiala peg for the sahib, Moses.” | 

“Come on, yaar, this one’s on me.” 

The tea estate boys obliged us by consuming whole bot- | 
tles of whisky while we watched, fascinated by their care- | 
less self-destruction. 

“Yaar, I don’t know how your liver can take such pun- 
ishment.” 

“Practice, yaar. What do you think I do three hundred 
and thirty days in the year, up on the estate?” 

“What, yaar?” 

“Drink, shoot, and fuck.” 

“Come off it, yaar. Who can you fuck in the wilder- 
ness?” 

“Armies of women. Real women who will do anything to 
please a man.” 

“For instance? No, let me sign for this one.” 

“Cheers. And what sexual appetites! It’s all they think 
about.” 

“No wonder you tea estate chaps become such elbow- 
benders. I couldn’t touch those hideous creatures unless I | 
was stinking drunk.” 

“Come on, yaar, admit it. I bet they smell like hell, your | 
real women.” 

“I might admit this much. Mrs. Sushila Ghosh smells | 
better than them.” The tea-estate boy would empty his 
glass. “And now, yaar. I mustn’t keep such a fragrant lady 
waiting.” 

Sometimes when I was stuck in a traffic jam behind a 
bus listing under the wait of passengers clinging to its step | 





| rails, | marveled that the clerks squeezed against each oth- | 


er could laugh and joke with each other as they did, and I 
wondered if the fight for survival could opiate them as lux- 
ury had opiated me, or whether they also dreamed of glori- | 
ous adventures. 

And when those free-wheeling tea estate boys came into 


| the office after a night of suicidal drinking followed by | 


lovemaking in air-conditioned bedrooms scented with tu- 
ber roses bought fresh every morning from the New Mar- 
ket, I felt a spasm of envious admiration. Life on the tea | 
estates seemed a real man’s life. | 

The nearest we got to danger was gambling. Ashok, who | 
had spent most of his time in the betting shops of London | 
while working toward his accountancy degree, offered | 
odds on the movement of two clouds in the sky outside our 
office windows. The exact time a peon would take to bring 
us tea. Whose bored wife’s eye would next begin to wan- 
der. 

Everything was an occasion for a wager. When I was of-

Winner of the 1985 National 
Magazine Award for his story 
“Forky,” Andre Dubus III has 
been published in Playboy, Yan- 
kee magazine, and numerous lit- 
erary quarterlies.

The time: 1967. The setting: 
rural Heywood, Massachusetts. 
With the war in Vietnam raging as a distant backdrop, a 
17-year-old working-class kid named Leo Suther begins 
a dual love affair with the blues and his girlfriend, Allie 
Donovan. 

Frederick Busch summed up the power of the novel 
when he wrote of Dubus: “He writes memorably about 
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coming of age, about parents and children in the pain 
of their love. His generous novel makes true American 
blues music that scours the heart.” 

Dubus lives on the North Shore of Massachusetts with 
his wife and son. He will read at Waterstone’s on Thurs- 
day, May 13, at 7 p.m. 


The Connecticut River sounded different every season; 
it was a gushing stone roller during the spring runoffs, a 
narrow and quiet flow in the summer that in the fall re- 
ceded to a thin clear wash leaving banks of leaf-covered 
mud and sunken tree root until winter, when the Berk- 
shire snows came, and the ice formed over the rocks, and 
the water gurgled beneath it all as though behind a mask. 

On its west bank, halfway through the trees up Saun- 
ders Hill, Jim Suther picked the guitar most every night. 
Though he was a white man he only sang blues songs, 


songs by men like Big Bill Broonzy, Mississippi John- 


Hurt, Son House, and Champion Jack Dupree. After a 
supper he would cook for both himself and his seven- 
teen-year-old son, Leo, Jim sat in the parlor on a stool in 
front of the window overlooking the woods and he’d 
start to play. He sang all kinds of songs, some fast that 
Leo could hear in the kitchen while he was cleaning up 
or doing his homework and he would tap his feet, or else 
slow ones like “Lonesome Road,” “Up, Sometimes 
Down,” and “Motherless Child.” Most times they were 
slow like that, and Leo would sit in the parlor and listen 
for a while. 

He liked to watch his father’s face. That was easy to do 
because most times Jim kept his eyes closed while he 
picked and sang. Leo liked how soft it got around the 
mouth under his mustache, how tender-looking. And Jim 
was a big man. Not tall and lean like Leo, but wide with 
thick legs, rounded shoulders, and upper arms that al- 
ways needed more room than his shirtsleeves gave them. 

Wednesday nights, four or five men from Jim’s union 
at Heywood Paper Products would drive up in their Ram- 
blers and station wagons to play poker at the kitchen 
table and drink cold Narragansetts out of cans. Leo was 
already taller than some of the men and they rarely talked 
to him like he was a junior at Heywood High School, 
graduating class of 1968. 

One man, Lars, who was bald and had a clean-shaven 
pink face, he was always telling jokes about men screwing 
women who weren’t their wives. Sometimes he’d tease a 
punch as Leo passed the table on his way to the fridge 
and he’d say: “Hey Einstein, tell your pop to play some 
white music for a change.” Leo would smile and raise his 
Coke in a mock toast, then go out to the parlor where Jim 
was bluesing it with Leo’s Uncle Ryder. That’s what he 
liked Leo to call him, though he wasn’t really his uncle. 
One night Lars said to Ryder: “You’re so skinny I can 
smell the shit in you, Stillwell.” And Ryder was skinny. 
He also favored his left leg a little bit when he walked, 
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and every day he wore his fake lizard-skin cowboy boots, 
even to the mill. But Wednesday nights he played the 
most wonderful instrument Leo could imagine on this 
earth: a German-made, M. Hohner Marine Band har- 
monica; The Harp of the Blues, Ryder called it. 

He owned nine of them he kept in a wide leather har- 
ness around his waist. Most of these were in different 
keys though Leo knew four were in C, a bluesman’s stan- 
dard. When Ryder played he liked to stand and he never 
opened his eyes at all, just cupped that silver mouth harp 
in his two hands, the left never moving, the right opening 
and closing, or staying still depending on the effect he 
was trying for. When Leo’s dad sang a train song, Ry- 
der’s harp sounded like a freight liner chugging down the 
rails. He’d suck out a long wah-wah whistle like you 
imagine hearing after midnight when a diesel’s pulling 
through town with no one to appreciate it unless it makes 
some noise. Then when Jim picked and sang a Saturday 
night special like “Whoopin’ the Blues” or “Sittin’ on Top 
of the World,” Ryder would rock back and forth on his 
feet and put both lungs to work with trills and flutters, 
throat pops and hand smacks, all the while staying in per- 
fect time with Jim’s guitar. 

On songs like that, loud Lars and the other men would 
come in from the kitchen with their beers and smoking 
cigars. They’d tap their feet and let out a holler or two, 
and Jim and Ryder showed their appreciation by quickly 
sliding into two or three more room-movers. But with the 
blues, Leo noticed, you couldn’t go too long without 
coming back to a slow one that either made you sweetly 
downhearted, or else reminded you of when you were. 
After one or two of those, Don’t-Mistreat-Me or All- 
Alone-Blues, Lars and the others would either go back 
into the bright smokey kitchen to finish their game, or 
else stub out their cigars, drain their beers, and call it a 
night. 

But the best part of Wednesday nights was right before 
all that happened, when the parlor was full of people with 
their eyes on Ryder and Leo’s dad, when Jim Suther’s 
guitar and wavering alto voice didn’t just match Ryder’s 
harmonica, but rose above it so that Ryder was huffing to 
keep up and the more he did that the more Jim seemed to 
sit back because now it was the number itself that had 
come alive, the wailing woowahing Oh-She-Up-and-Left-

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Ruthlessness 


Alice K. is afraid she’s losing her best friend

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
struggling with the concept of female inti- 
macy. 

I thought this was supposed to be the 
easy stuff, she thinks. | thought your girl- 
friends were the ones you never had to worry about. 

But this is proving to be untrue. Ever since Alice K. 
saw her best friend, Ruth E., walking across a nightclub 
parking lot with Jack S. (a/k/a, Mr. Danger, the tall and 
rangy musician Alice K. had slept with a month or so ear- 
lier), Alice K. has been haunted by feelings of jealousy 
and mistrust, and in many ways she finds these more dif- 
ficult to manage than her complex feelings about men. 










Ostensibly, Alice K. and Ruth E. have cleared things 
up. Following the incident in the parking lot, they had 
breakfast together and they talked and Ruth E. reassured 
Alice K. that nothing happened between her and Mr. 
Danger. But still, Alice K. left the breakfast feeling that 
their friendship had been altered in a way she couldn’t 
quite describe, and then she went home, a little lonely 
and a little depressed and not at all interested in spending 
the rest of the day with Ruth E. 

That feeling of aversion has persisted. The day after 
their conversation, Ruth E. called up Alice K. to ask if 
she wanted to go to a movie, and Alice K. had actually 
told a lie. “Um. . . I can’t,” she’d said. “I promised this 
woman from work I’d meet her for a drink.” And then 
she’d wrapped up the conversation quickly, feeling awk- 
ward and confused. 

The fact of the matter is, Alice K. is still angry at Ruth 
E. When she thinks of Ruth E. walking across that park- 
ing lot with Mr. Danger’s arm around her, she still feels 
betrayed, as though Ruth E. had violated some kind of 
unwritten rule. THOU SHALT NOT FLIRT WITH A MAN YOUR 
BEST FRIEND HAS SLEPT WITH UNTIL A PERIOD OF NO LESS 
THAN FIVE YEARS HAS ELAPSED. There was an intimacy to 
the image, and the fact that Ruth E. engaged in that inti- 
macy made Alice K. feel hurt and estranged. 

For her part, Ruth E. has told Alice K. that she thinks 
she’s making a mountain out of a molehill: nothing hap- 
pened with Mr. Danger, she says, there was no intimacy, 
and Alice K. should just let it go. But even Ruth E.’s 
attempt to dismiss the incident bothers Alice K.; it feels 
like an attempt to dismiss Alice K.’s feelings, and that, 
she thinks, is not something a best friend should do. 

Earlier in the day, Alice K. tried to communicate some 
of these feelings to Dr. Y., her therapist, but Dr. Y. didn’t 
get it (or so it seemed to Alice K.). 

“I guess we're just really different in some ways,” Alice 
K. said to Dr. Y. “Ruth E. has always had this selfish 
streak that sort of bothers me. She’s much more impetu- 
ous than I am, and | don’t think she’s the kind of person 
who'd necessarily consider how [deg about her bog 
with Jack S.” 

Dr. Y. looked sort of blank. “Well, is that such a bad 
thing?” he asked. “Isn't it okay for the two of you to be 
different?” 

Alice K. merely shrugged at the time, secretly annoyed 


at his lack of sophistication about girlfriends. But now, 
staring at the ceiling, she contemplates his comment. In a 
way, she thinks, this whole episode with Ruth E. has 
made her feel the way she feels when a boyfriend does 
something hurtful. It gnaws at her, and makes her feel 
misunderstood and mistreated, and this makes Alice K.

Maybe I want too much, she thinks. Maybe I want

As a child, Alice K. always longed for a twin, a soul 
mate, someone who looked and felt and communicated 
exactly the way she did. Dr. Y., in fact, had commented 
on precisely that yearning in their session that day: “The 
way you describe Ruth E.,” he’d said, “reminds me a lit- 
tle of the way you’ve described Elliot M. — the same

wish for an ideal companion, the same wish for someone 
who’s incapable of disappointing you.” 

Alice K.’s eyes had welled up with tears at that com- 
ment.

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Peeks 
in alleys 


Back Bay’s backside 


hen the Ritz-Carlton and a group of its 
neighbors ended up in court this spring, a 
part of the posh, scenic Back Bay where 


tourists and non-residents rarely tread came into the 
spotlight. 





At issue was the Ritz’s practice of allowing delivery 
trucks to queue up in the narrow passage that pro- 
vides access to the backsides of buildings on Comm 
Ave and Newbury Street. The trucks were blocking 
residents’ garages and parking spaces. As hotel offi- 
cials and neighbors quibbled, a great deal of attention 
was suddenly being paid to the usually neglected pub- 
lic alleys. 

Alleys are typically thought of as places to avoid, but 
a walk down the back streets of the Back Bay shows 

that they are busy 

with activity at all 

hours, especially in 

warmer weather. 

Many private resi- 

dences on Comm 
Ave, for example, have fenced-in sun decks with patio 
furniture in the rear. Even along stretches where there 
are no enclosures, some residents seek out the alleys 
for solitude and relaxation. Early one recent Sunday 
morning, a young woman perched on a chair by the 
rear door of a Newbury Street apartment building, 
reading a newspaper and soaking up some sun. 

Not far away, though, a kitchen worker emerged 
from the rear door of the Pour House, on Boylston 
Street, and began lobbing empty liquor bottles into a 
dumpster. The sound of glass crashing against steel 
reverberated, undoubtedly rousing nearby residents 
from their weekend slumber. 

Indeed, the plethora of bars and restaurants in the 
vicinity is a mixed blessing for flat-dwellers and home- 
owners in the area. Some alleys are crowded with 
dumpsters, occasionally overflowing or even over- 
turned, which attract a steady stream of can-and-bot- 
tle collectors. On that same Sunday morning, a lone 
figure pushed a grocery carriage, piled high with 
returnables, over the cracked and rutted pavement in 
the alley between Exeter and Fairfield Streets. 

While some scrap together a meager income in the 
alleys, others simply look for shelter. On a loading 
dock behind the Bank of Boston on Boylston Street, 
two men curled up in old comforters, while a third sat 
nearby, smoking a cigarette. Behind 711 Boylston 
Street, a bearded man in an old winter coat and grimy 
jeans stretched out atop a commercial-size air-condi- 
tioning unit, staring at the sky and jabbering, “Take 
me out of my body and beat me to death! That’s what 
they did!” Then, realizing he had an audience, he 
exclaimed, “Hello! Hi, guy! Praise the Lord!” (A few 
days later, both encampments were intact.) 

Farther along — on a block housing pricy emporia 
such as Brooks Bros., Cartier, and Giorgio Armani — 
a small, thin man with greasy hair, wearing wrap- 
around sunglasses, sat in the shadows, clapping out an 
uneven rhythm and nodding his head. 
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IN THE SHADOWS: the Back Bay’s 
alleys are home to a hidden world. 


Beat cops who work the Newbury Street area insist 
that the alleys aren’t particularly dangerous. Paula 
Luccio, owner of Cabot & Company Real Estate, says 
she parks in the alleys all the time and has never been 
assaulted, though she allows that her car was stolen 
once. “But in six years, that’s not bad,” Luccio says. 

Art dealer Sidney Kanegis, who has lived and 
worked on Newbury Street for more than two 
decades, agrees that crime isn’t the biggest problem in 
the alleys, even though he’s had both his wallet and 
car swiped in recent years. The real peril, he says, 
comes from truly inhuman predators. 

“It’s the rats,” says Kanegis. “You run them over. In 
the winter, they climb into your motor to get warm 
and do doo-doo. That’s the main problem.”

Ascher 

writes elegantly (though her foot’s some- 

times too heavy on the metaphor pedal) and 

without self-pity. Most notably, she brings 

her subjective experience of grief into the 


realm of common instruction. 


“The Baby Boomers are just beginning to experience 
loss,” Ascher says. “We are going to have to start talk- 
ing about it.” Indeed, as AIDS cuts a wide swath 
through younger generations, grief has taken on a cruel 
urgency in contemporary life — as it did for Ascher 
when her brother died in 1989. The loss inspired a 
spiritual trip through Bobby’s life. Her account 
achieves the elusive balance of being at once devastat- 
ing and life-affirming. 

Of her mourning for Bobby, who died in 1989, 
Ascher says: “This has been a private journey and at its 
end there are no welcoming committees, no ticker- 
tape parades. Most people didn’t even know you were 
gone, and it took a while for them to notice that you’d 
returned.” 

A former corporate lawyer, Ascher is a contributor to 
the New York Times “Hers” column, Newsday, and 
Saturday Review, among other publications. Landscape 
is her third book. She spoke to the Phoenix from her 
home in New York.

Q: In your book, you wrote: “Fewer and fewer people 
are allowed the smug certainty that AIDS has nothing to 
do with their lives.” How has the proliferation of AIDS in 
our society shaped our collective relationship with 
mortality? 

A: We tried at first to keep it away from ourselves, 
and certainly from our own mortality. We would cate- 
gorize by saying, “Whew, we’re not gay,” or “We’re not 
Haitians,” or “We’re not IV drug users, so this can’t 
possibly touch us.” We’re very fond of categorizing 
death — it’s another way of controlling it. An AIDS 
death couldn’t possibly touch us, we tell ourselves. 

But it has started touching us. There have been about 
180,000 reported AIDS deaths. Most of those people 
had siblings. Then there are the parents, then there are 
the friends. So just figure that for every AIDS death, 
there are at least 10 people who’ve been affected. Then 
multiply that, and it’s very hard to keep up the pretense 
that it’s not going to touch us. 

Q: There are a lot of people, whether they’d admit it or 
not, who would relegate an AIDS death to the “less trag- 
ic” category. I know it’s hard to gauge people’s motives, 
and people are so awkward around grief to begin with, 
but did you find much of that in how people reacted to 
Bobby’s death? 

A: I’m incredibly lucky because I live in Manhat- 
tan. My sense is it’s much different here because of 
the disease’s prevalence in the city. So many of us 
know so many dear and beautiful people who’ve been 
infected. 

But people think about “good deaths” and “bad 
deaths,” and there’s definitely a tendency to think that 
AIDS is a “bad death” — as opposed to an old woman 
dying of old age after having lived a “beautiful” life, 
which is considered a “good death.” 

What I’ve learned from people who have written to 
me since the book came out — and this has been a 
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a good death or a bad death. 

I heard from people whose parents died, and parents 
often die at “good” old ages. So we have to face the fact 
that even in the Pepsi Generation there’s pain and suf- 
fering that we can’t keep away. 

Q: You mentioned that people asked you whether you 
and Bobby were close, as if to measure your loss. What 
did you say? 

A: I said something like, “No, we weren’t close but 
I’ve lost a part of myself.” 

Now I notice that people ask questions like that all 
the time. When someone’s husband dies, people want to 
know how long a marriage it was — a year is not con- 
sidered as bad as 25 years. I think one reason we don’t 
have any books on sibling grief is that people tend to 
think of parents first, as if only they have the right to 


grieve fully. 


Q: Have you thought about how your book would have 
been different if Bobby had died a different death, or if 
he had lived a lifestyle that was more compatible with 
your own? 

A: Bobby was so Bobby, so strongly Bobby. I can’t 
imagine him any other way. If he’d been a Wall Street 
lawyer, then I would have better understood his life, but 
he wouldn’t have been Bobby. 

Q: It wouldn’t have made as interesting a book, either. 

A: No, it wouldn’t have, and his life wouldn’t have 
been as interesting. 

Q: Have the loss of your 31-year-old brother and your 
journey up from grief shaped the way you approach other 
relationships? 

A: It has totally affected my relationships. I’ve devel- 
oped a very heightened sense that we’re all here for a 
very short while. Let’s not waste any time being dishon- 
est or coy. I’m much more open to people. 

I’ve been exceedingly moved by the spirit within the 
gay community as I know it here in New York — and 
where Bobby lived, in New Orleans — especially among 
my HIV-positive friends. We connect with this great im- 
mediacy. I don’t waste as much time with cocktail-party 
conversation anymore. 

Q: Having embraced the gay community as a result of 
Bobby’s death, have you been struck by any desensitizing 
among those who have seen so much death close by? 

A: I’ve heard about it going on. But anyone who’s 
come to hear me read my book wouldn’t come if they 
had become desensitized 

Q: Did you sense any weariness? 

A: I haven’t seen it. In order for me to try to under- 
stand what it’s like to be gay, I imagine having a dinner 
party, inviting 10 people, none of whom show up be- 
cause they’re all dead. This is what a lot of my gay 
friends are going through. So weariness is inevitable. 
There has to be a tendency to pull themselves away, or 
to start taking drugs, or whatever. 

But those kinds of people haven’t really found me. 
People who have known people who’ve died have had 
incredibly vivid and powerful experiences, whether 
they’ve gone on to teach or returned to the church of 
their childhood. There has been a great spiritual open- 
ness. A lot of people are probably closing down to a de- 
gree, but everyone I’ve encountered has been incredibly 
open. 

Q: Have Bobby’s illness and death affected your rela- 
tionship with your sister? 

A: In the book, I wrote about how we almost lost 
each other. I watched this happening with disbelief. I 
asked: “How can we lose one sibling to death and an- 
other to animosity?” I hear it’s common that family 
members split apart rather than draw together. 

But I have developed a sense that I had better not 
waste any time doing anything other than cherishing 
her. It takes a long time to find your way back into sani- 
ty. It takes a lot of thrashing around like a two-year-old, 
until you’re exhausted. 

Q: You mentioned that many people learned that their 
friends and relatives were gay only when they learned 
they’d had AIDS. How common was that? 

A: It was incredibly common. In 1989, when Bobby 
died, it was astounding that my parents listed AIDS 
rather than pneumonia as the cause of death. Pneumo- 
nia is what you often saw. A lot of people were still not 
acknowledging that their family member was gay, and 
that someone in their family had died of AIDS. 

Q: Have you sensed a greater openness in recent 
years? 

A: Yes, and that’s judging mainly from the obituaries 
I read in the daily papers. It almost always say AIDS, 
and then says survived by a companion. Before, the 
lover was always cast aside as a reminder of a dirty 
lifestyle that we'd like to forget. 

Q: How did you arrive at the title Landscape Without 
Gravity? 

A: The title came from what I thought was a painting 
by Miré. About eight months after Bobby died, I was in 
the Metropolitan Museum, where I often go when I 
need cheering up. I saw a huge painting, with objects 
flying off the edges of the canvas. I stared at it for prob- 
ably an hour, and I kept thinking: “At last I know what 
I’m feeling.” The title of that painting was Landscape 
Without Gravity. That stayed in my mind. 

When you have lost somebody, you feel that nothing 
you’ve depended on in your life holds true anymore — 
that includes not falling off the edge of the earth. That 
painting meant so much to me. 

I went back to the Met, and they said there’s no 
painting here named Landscape Without Gravity, so the 
painting remains something of a mystery to me. But it 
was something that I needed, and it was there for my 
eyes. 

Q: What was it about the painting? 
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A: The canvas was blank in the middle, except for 
floating objects that should have been at the base. Ev- 
erything else was on the edges, where there was a great 
deal of tension. Maybe I stood there for a while partly to 
see if they would go off the edges, since I was feeling 
that there was nothing I could count on in my life. 

Q: Why do you think that we as a society lag so far be- 
hind in coping with grief? 

A: I don’t think we have the rituals to encompass our 
feelings of grief. When you’re feeling so out of control, 
you need a ritual to lean on. You need some framework 
to keep you from feeling as though it’s a landscape 
without gravity. I think ritual brings some sense of his- 
tory, a sense that others have gone through this before. 

But our rituals are rather clumsy, and so many of 
them center on hiding the death, pretending it didn’t 
happen. We snap the coffin closed. In the book, I wrote 
about being present at someone’s death. We just made 
up the rituals as we went along, but an hour later the 
cops came, then the ambulance arrived, and we were 
ushered out of the room. 

I think gathering around a bedside with relatives, with 
primitive rituals, plugs us into our collective humanity. 
We’re so eager to control everything. I think many 
Westerners want to control life, and we can’t stand that 
death gets the best of us. It’s an era of control. 

Q: Have you had occasion to observe grief rituals in 
other cultures? 

A: I must say there is something incredibly moving 
about the pilgrimage that the dying make in India. They 
go to the river to bathe, the same river where their ashes 
will go after cremation. So they are truly standing in the 
river of life. It’s circular rather than linear, and it re- 
minds us of our place in this huge cosmic mess. 

The Jewish ritual of sitting shiva is another good ex- 
ample. WASPs don’t do that. WASPs pretend it didn’t 
happen. They say “We’re up to this,” as though it’s a 


tennis game. 


Q: In the book, you described your actions immediate- 
ly after learning of Bobby’s death as “cool and efficient.” 
Did this surprise you? 

A: No, I’ve had enough crises in my life to know 
that this was typical. I react to crisis by becoming very 
cool and focused. What surprised me most was that I 
was ever able to let go and ride the wave of grief, 
which is probably the only reason I’m walking and 
talking now. 

Q: People talk about “preparing for death.” They 
say, “Oh, he was sick for a long time, so you must 
have been prepared,” as you would be for a picnic. 
There’s almost this grief cliché in the mass-media so- 
ciety: he was my best friend, so full of life, a great guy, 
that kind of stuff. You can almost predict how some- 
one will be remembered. 

As you noted, there isn’t really a language with which 
we can speak about death. Was it difficult to write about 
your brother honestly, without breaking into platitudes 
and hyperbole? 

A: If you don’t write honestly, you might as well be 
dealing junk bonds. There’s no sense. Writing has to be 
full of integrity, otherwise the bells go off. To somehow 
sugarcoat Bobby’s life or our relationship would have 
been to dishonor the writing and to dishonor Bobby. 
You owe people their complexity. Otherwise you have 
cartoon characters. 

Q: Was it tempting to make Bobby out as this wonder- 
ful, all-loving being? 

A: No, it was tempting not to write about him at all. 

Q: When you talk about grief as being universal, 
there’s a danger of homogenizing it — of saying, “This is 
what we go through.” Were you conscious of not lapsing 
into the language of self-help? 

A: Yes. That also would be very disrespectful to Bob- 
by. There are a lot of “grief bosses” writing out there, 
and I think they should be made to wear muzzles. 
They'll say, “You’ll feel better in a year,” or whatever, 
but I think they’re exceedingly disrespectful of the 
uniqueness of the person’s experience. 

Q: You said that grief was outside the scope of lan- 
guage. Was it difficult to reconcile the inevitable gap that 
exists between the enormity of the loss and the words to 
describe it? 

A: Yes. Too often in this society we rely on the lan- 
guage of the Hallmark card, and that’s dishonest. But 
grief often relies on other senses to tell its story. A lot 
of people have told me they always felt dark and alone. 
My inspiration wasn’t language but the visual image. It 
was a visual experience. It’s inevitable then to write 
metaphorically, because grief is really more than a 
narrative. 

Q: You mentioned that Bobby’s address and phone 
number remained in your Rolodex. Are they still there? 

A: Yes. 

Q: Any plans to take them out in the near future? 

A: I wonder that every time I flip by. It’s something I 
cannot do yet, which indicates to me that grief isn’t 
something you get over, but something you assimilate. 
It’s not a door you close — it becomes part of you. In 
some mysterious way, I must feel that if I wait long 
enough, I can give him a call. 

Q: You’ve done death and grief now. What’s next? 

A: The world of spirituality opened up to me through 
all this. I think that too much of this world has been tak- 
en away from us by the New Agers. This isn’t to say that 
they don’t have their own integrity, but it’s just not a 
language that I like. A minister told me a poignant quote 
the other day: “Religion is something for people who 
believe in Hell; spirituality is for those who’ve been 
there.” 

That’s not something I would have believed four years

herbs make. 

It's the difference you taste in the 
meals you get in great restaurants, where the 
rule is to use the freshest ingredients. Cook- 
ing with fresh herbs is one of the simplest 
ways to enhance your homemade meals — 
practically all you need to have them at your 
fingertips is the desire to have them there. 

To grow fresh, bountiful, fragrant 
herbs, you don’t need much instruction or 
much room — anything from a windowsill 
to a small patch of dirt will do. According to 
experts, the rest of what you need is six 
hours of sunlight a day and a 
watering can. 
And you 

don't 
need a 


green thumb. 


































There are three ways to grow herbs. According to Tom 
Mahoney, owner of Mahoney’s Garden Center, in Winch- 
ester, you can start with seeds, seedlings, or plants. Grow- 
ing herbs from seeds is the least expensive method. It is, 
however, also the riskiest — and therefore the most re- 
warding. The second option is to buy seedlings (seeds that 
have been started in a greenhouse), which you separate and 
replant in the ground or in individual pots. The third option 
is to buy mature plants. Your choice will depend on your 
time, patience, and sometimes even the plant you choose. 


GENERAL RULES 

¢ Starting a plant from seed: for almost all herbs, you 
will need either a clay pot or a patch of dirt. If you are us- 
ing a clay pot, make sure it has a drainage hole. Cover the 
hole with a small piece of clay, some rocks, or gravel. Fill 
the pot with soil and completely soak with lukewarm wa- 
ter. Remove a small amount of soil, set this aside, and 
place the seeds in the pot. Pat the seeds down and cover 
with one quarter-inch of the soil you set aside. Water. 

¢ Transplanting a seedling or plant into a larger pot or 
space: submerge the plant in water. Prepare a hole that is 
much larger than the plant, then place the plant in it, fill- 
ing in any spaces with soil. Water. 

¢ Pinch tips frequently to encourage growth and thick- 
ness. 

¢ If you’re growing plants inside, turn them frequently 
to ensure even sunlight. 

¢ Use lukewarm water for watering. 

* Use clay pots; these allow moisture to evaporate and 
roots to breathe. 

¢ For a stronger-tasting herb, dry out your soil; this 
makes your plants work harder for their nutrients and 
adds to the pungency. 

¢ When you need a moist atmosphere, as with mint, 
stand the pots on gravel in the saucer. 

* Keep plants out of drafty areas. 


TERMINOLOGY 

If you’ve never grown anything before, herbs are great 
to start with. But even though it’s easy, you may have to 
learn a few new words. 

Herbs are used for seasoning foods. Generally speak- 
ing, a plant is an herb if the leaves and, where applicable, 
the seeds are called spices when dried and crushed. 

Annuals last one season. You plant them, harvest them, 
and then they’re gone. They grow quickly and can be har- 
vested quickly. If you are not familiar with herbs, annuals 
are perfect to start with because they don’t require a long- 
term commitment. Annuals include sweet basil, cilantro, 
dill, summer savory, and bay leaves. 

Perennials come up annually for at least three years. 
Though some continue to thrive in the winter, most die 
and return in the spring. Perennials include chives, marjo- 
ram, Oregano, mint, rosemary, and tarragon. 

Harvesting means gathering, picking. For herbs that 
are grown outdoors, it is usually best to harvest just before 
the plant flowers; remove leaves in the morning. Handle 
as infrequently as possible. If you intend to use the flow- 
ers, pick them just as they have begun to open. 

Fertilizer is used to replace nutrients lost in the grow- 
ing process — most notably, nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potassium. 


COMMON HERBS 

There are hundreds of easy-to-grow herbs that are used 
for cooking. The following list represents those most com- 
monly used. 

Basil is an annual, and it’s one of the most popular and 
versatile herbs, best known as a main ingredient in pesto. 
There are many varieties, including opal, cinnamon, 
chocolate, and French fine-leaf. If you want to be daring, 
try several kinds of basil. They taste and look different, so 
it is relatively easy to tell them apart. For the beginning 
gardener and cook, sweet basil is the best choice. It is tra- 
ditionally used in Mediterranean cooking and goes partic- 
ularly well with tomatoes, zucchini, eggplant, and beans. It 
grows well from seed and can be raised indoors and out- 
doors, as long as it gets direct sunlight for six hours. Fer- 
tilize every three weeks. 

Chives are perennials and members of the onion fami- 
ly, though they are somewhat milder than either scallions 
or onions. Unlike onions, chives do not do well when 








cooked for long periods of time, so it’s best to add them 
minutes before you’re done cooking. Chives are particu- 
larly good in salads, eggs, and creamy dishes, and are 
most commonly known as the topping for baked potatoes 
with sour cream. Chives grow well from seed and need 
filtered sunlight or shade and lots of moisture. Seeds will 
germinate best in a dark spot, with the soil at 60 to 70 
degrees. When ready for use, the leaves should be 
snipped rather than pulled. The edi- 
ble flowers, which 
are pale purple, can 
be used as a gar- 
nish or salad fixing. 
Leaves should be frozen, not dried. 

Cilantro, also known as Chinese parsley, is an 
annual and one of the most satisfying herbs to 
grow from seed. It grows quickly: within one 
week you will see sprouts, and within a month 
you'll be cooking with them. Touted as an aphro- 
disiac and a remedy for nosebleeds, and compared 
to the smell of bedbugs and rubber, cilantro is a 
controversial herb: you either love it or hate it. The 
leaf, which looks like flat-leaf parsley, is traditionally 
used in Mexican, Thai, Indian, Middle Eastern, Spanish, 
and Portuguese cooking. It is best known for its appear- 
ance in salsa, guacamole, beans, and curry dishes, and is 
especially good when paired with mint. The seeds should 
be sown in full sun and the leaf picked before it flowers. 
Cilantro plants should be fertilized every two weeks. 
Leaves should be frozen, not dried. 
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Dill is an annual and, like cilantro, grows quickly and 
easily from seed. Originally known for its use in 
witchcraft, it is best known as an ingredient in pickles, 
borscht, and Jewish chicken soup. The leaves are used in 
Jewish, Russian, Scandinavian, and Eastern European 
cuisines and are especially good with potato specialties, 
sour-cream and yogurt dishes, and mushrooms. The seeds 
are most often used in meat and cabbage recipes. Dill 
must be planted in the summer, as soon as the plant goes 
to seed, and needs six hours of direct sun every day and 
fertilizer every two weeks. The leaves can be either dried 
or frozen, but freezing is preferable. 

It is hard to taste the difference between marjoram and 
oregano, although marjoram is somewhat milder. They 
can be used interchangeably in pizza, tomato sauces, and 
Greek salads. It is best to start the seeds in late winter; if 
you cannot begin then, buy seedlings at a nursery. 
Seedlings should be transplanted to well-drained soil in a 
clay pot and placed in a sunny spot. Water only when 
completely dry. When growing oregano, use only the 
Greek variety (origanum heracleoticum), which is far su- 
perior. Leaves can be frozen or dried. 

There are more than 600 varieties of mint. Spearmint 
and peppermint are the most commonly used in cooking, 
notably in Middle Eastern, Southeast Asian, and Mediter- 
ranean cuisines. Mint is best known for its use in tea, mint 
juleps, and mint jelly for lamb. A perennial that needs par- 
tial shade, lots of moisture, and fertilizer every four weeks, 
it is exceptionally invasive and should be grown in isola- 
tion. Leaves can be dried. 

Rosemary is one of the few perennials that are difficult 
to grow from seed, so save yourself a lot of angst and buy a 
plant at a nursery. Rosemary is traditionally used in many 
Mediterranean meat and poultry dishes, and is best known 
for its use in lamb. Like marjoram and oregano, it needs 
lots of sun and good drainage and should be completely 
dried between waterings. The flowers are edible and can be 
used for garnish. Leaves can be dried or frozen. 

French tarragon, a perennial, is the best variety. It can be 
grown only from cuttings or divisions and therefore must be 
purchased from a nursery. It is best in chicken, fish, eggs, 
and dishes that call for mustard. Tarragon will tolerate as 
much full sun as you can give it, but a half-day will suffice. 
The soil must be kept moist. Leaves can be frozen. 

There are hundreds of varieties of thyme. Unless you 
are unusually curious or have a strong preference, try 
common thyme. It is often paired with pork, duck, and 
goose because it is considered an aid in the digestion of 
fatty foods. Thyme, a short-lived perennial, can easily be 
grown from seeds, cuttings, or divisions; it needs lots of 
sun and dry soil with good drainage. Leaves can be dried. 


WHAT TO DO WITH EXCESS HERBS 
¢ Dry them. If you grow more fresh herbs than you can 
use, you may want to dry your surplus. Fresh herbs may be 
best of all, but herbs you dry on your own will be far supe- 
rior to any you can buy. Herbs should not be dried in the 
oven; instead, they should be dusted (washed only if very 
dirty) and hung in loose bunches in a cool room. Though 
they look good in the kitchen, they won’t dry well there be- 
cause of the humidity. If the room you are drying them in 
is unusually dusty, place an open paper bag over the herbs. 
Drying should take anywhere from seven to 10 days. When 
the herb is dry, strip the leaves off and store them in a dark 
container, a safe distance from the stove. 
¢ Freeze them. Most herbs will fare best if they are 
frozen. There are two options. The first is to freeze whole 
branches in sealed plastic bags. The second is to chop the 
herb finely and place the pieces in an ice-cube tray, which 
you then fill with water. When the water has frozen, you 
can transfer the cubes into plastic bags. 
¢ Infuse them in vinegar. To make herb vinegar, press 
the herb until it to gives off oil. Place in a bottle and cover 
with warm vinegar — any kind will do. Let sit for three 
weeks, strain, and discard herb or herbs. If you would like, 
add fresh herbs for decoration. Basil, oregano, cilantro, 
thyme, and mint, or some combination of these, work well. 
¢ Infuse them in oil. Herb-infused oils are great for sal- 
ads and for cooking. To make them, fill one-third of the 
bottle with the herb and then add olive, sunflower, walnut, 
or vegetable oil. Let stand 
about 10 days. As with 
herb vinegar, remove 
the herb and, if de- 
sired, replace with a 
fresh sprig. Herbs that 
work nicely with oil 
are Oregano, rose- 
mary, sage, and 
thyme, or a combi- 
nation of these. QO 
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PECAN PESTO 
There are as many recipes for pesto as 
there are cooks; pesto often is made with 
pine nuts. Try this version on pasta or 
cold chicken. 


2 cups packed basil leaves 

5 cloves garlic 

1 cup pecans 

12 cup grated parmesan 

474 cup olive oil 

2 tablespoons warm water 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
1/2 teaspoon salt 


1) Place basil, garlic, and pecans in the 
bowl of a food processor fitted with a 
steel blade. Pulse until the mixture begins 
to come together. 

2) Gradually add the remaining ingre- 
dients through the feed tube and process 
until smooth. 

Yield: 2 cups pesto. 


RED CABBAGE AND CARROT SLAW 

14 head red cabbage, sliced paper-thin by 
hand (about 3 cups) 

1 large carrot, julienned or grated 

144 pound feta cheese, crumbled 

2 to 3 tablespoons freshly chopped dill 

2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

pepper to taste 


Combine all ingredients in a large mix- 
ing bowl. Mix well. 
Serve immediately. 

Serves 4 as a side dish. 


TUSCAN BREAD SALAD 
This one is an herb-grower’s delight. 


2 cups cubed day-old French or sour- 
dough bread 

2 medium tomatoes, cored and diced 

1 cucumber, peeled, seeded, halved, and

I and a number of my friends were raised Jewish. In different Sunday and Hebrew 
schools we all heard myths that Hitler was Jewish, and some said that his heritage, not the 
impending Allied victory, caused him to commit suicide. One stubborn boy insists that 
Hitler’s father was at least half Jewish, and that young Adolf hated his father, causing him 
to translate his hatred into mass slaughter as an adult. Secular teachers, history books, and 
encyclopedias make no mention of Hitler having any Jewish blood. I hope you, Cecil, the 
all-knowing, can set the record straight.

Wish I could oblige, bubeleh. But while Hitler probably didn’t have any Jewish blood, it 
can’t be completely ruled out. Hitler’s father was illegitimate and to this day there is some 
question about who Hitler’s grandfather was. Throughout his career Hitler was dogged by 
rumors about his pedigree, some of them circulated by his fellow Nazis. In 1993, the Lon- 
don Daily Mirror published a picture of a gravestone in a Jewish cemetery in Bucharest in- 
scribed with some Hebrew characters and the name Adolf Hitler. It’s now known the 
Bucharest Hitler could not have been the grandfather to our Adolf, but Hitler was suffi- 
ciently worried about the whole business that, according to the historian John Toland, he 
had the Nazi law defining Jewishness written to exclude Jesus Christ and himself. 

Here’s what we know: Hitler’s paternal grandmother, Maria Schicklgruber, gave birth 


| to Alois, Hitler’s father, in 1837. She was 42 and unmarried at the time and apparently 


never revealed the father’s identity. Five years later she married Johann Georg Hiedler or 
Hitler (spelling was a bit causal in those days). But Alois kept the surname Schicklgruber 
until he was 39 years old. 

In 1876 a new baptismal certificate was issued declaring that Alois’s stepfather, J.G. 
Hiedler, was, in fact, his real father. By this time both Maria and J.G. were dead. Why the 
name change so late in the day nobody really knows, but there is speculation that Alois 
did it so he could come into an inheritance. At any rate, few.researchers today believe J.G. 
was really Alois’s father. 

Now for the weird stuff. After the war Hitler’s former lawyer, Hans Frank, claimed that 
Adolf told him in 1930 that one of his relatives was trying to blackmail him by threatening 
to reveal his alleged Jewish ancestry. Hitler asked Frank to find out the facts. Frank says 
he determined that at the time Maria Schicklgruber gave birth to Alois, she was working 
as a household cook in the town of Graz. Her employers were a Jewish family named 





Frankenberger, who had a 19-year-old son. The son, according to Frank, was Alois’s fa- 
ther and Hitler’s grandfather — which would make the man who inspired the Holocaust 
one-quarter Jewish. 

Frank’s allegations have vexed historians ever since. The distinguished Hitler scholar 
Werner Maser was so irritated he claimed Frank made the whole thing up. Others think 
Frank was telling the truth but that his research was faulty. It turns out that all Jews had 
been expelled from Graz in the 15th century and were not allowed to return until the 
1860s. What’s more, so far as can be determined, Maria Schicklgruber never lived in 
Graz. Frank’s source for the Frankenberger yarn was a distant relation of Hitler’s, who 
supposedly had letters exchanged by the Frankenbergers and Maria Schicklgruber. (It’s 
claimed they gave her child support.) But neither the relative nor the letters have ever sur- 
faced, and chances are it’s all a crock. 

So who really was Hitler’s grandfather? Werner Maser thinks it was the brother of his 
legal grandfather, one Johann Nepomuk Hiedler. But that’s not all. J. Nepomuk was also 
the grandfather of Klara Poelzl, Hitler’s mom. In other words, J.N. was both Adolf’s pa- 
ternal grandfather and his maternal great-grandfather. I’m not about to tell you any of 
this was the proximate cause of Hitler’s persecution of the Jews, his suicide, or anything 
else. Still, if you believe Maser, not only was Hitler twisted, so was his family tree.

e went to the Barnside 
on a tip. The tip was 
that it was a great, rela- 
tively inexpensive place 
to take children on the 
way to and from Cape Cod. It’s just off 
Route 3 at the Norwell exit, maybe two 
blocks toward Norwell on the right. But 
when we walked in, young Maurice and 
Stephanie in tow, the Barnside was not 
what we expected. 

It is, in fact, a rather adult and dress-up 
restaurant, prettily done in that quasi- 
Colonial look that haunts the South 
Shore. I was certain the building had been 
rehabbed many times to acquire the look 
of bare beams, old lath-and-plaster walls 
with bare-brick chimneys, and uneven 
wood-planked floor. But in fact it was 
built in 1973, the year the restaurant 
opened, although several expansions have 
required redoing the space a few times. 

The dinner menu is a sprawling affair, 
but most of it looks moderately expensive 
— more and richer food 
than I usually want on a 
trip. Yet the tip was correct; 
Maurice had one of the best 
and largest hamburgers 
around — and an ice- 
cream sundae! — for 
$3.95. This kind of kid’s 
dinner brings the average 
price down to moderate, es- 
pecially if your children fill 
up and let you finish their 
sundaes. Thus the Barnside 
is a popular place of cele- 
bration for large families. 

Of course, to get that 
free dessert, as the menu 
warned Maurice and 
Stephanie, they had to 
“Tell George it was really 
good.” George is co-owner 
George Williams, and he is 
a large man who must gen- 
uinely love children, be- 
cause he comes around to 
every table to hear the magic words. And, 
on a slow spring weeknight, he took my 
children into the kitchen to see their sun- 
daes assembled. They also had a choice of 
a “fat frog,” some kind of chocolate cake. 

The adult menu is a challenge, in that it 
ranges from ’50s gourmandise like “veal 
Oscar” to the contemporary edge of 
“grilled pesto ravioli,” with plenty of roast 
meat and broiled or fried seafood in be- 
tween. What’s going to be good on a 
menu like that? The breadbasket is no 
hint, with warm rolls that look like French 
bread, but are regular American white 
bread inside. 

As it turns out, most things are better 
than edible. Those avant-garde ravioli 
($5.95) look more broiled than grilled, but 
a hint of char does add to the seven obvi- 
ously homemade dumplings with distinc- 
tive pesto-ricotta inside and a bit of red 
purée with a strong flavor of sweet pepper 
outside. Is this the center of the kitchen’s 
abilities, or would that be “yesterday’s New 
England clam chowder” ($2.95, 3.95), 
brimming with rubbery sea clam (and even 
a little sand) in a beefy broth more creamy 
than actually thickened? 

The garden salad ($1.95) is ’70s, mostly 
iceberg, with some red lettuce, green 
pepper, and sliced mushrooms. But then 
they have a hybrid-like seafood Caesar sal- 
ad ($9.95) with real crab, scallops, and 
shrimp on an all-romaine salad, dressed 
with garlicky cream and sprinkled with sur- 
prisingly real, nutty parmesan cheese. The 
anchovies, alas, are whole, loose, and 
tossed in, but there are at Icast five of them. 

Back to the "30s with the roast special 
(S9.95), our night being lamb. This was

quite a lot of what I’d guess to be boned 
leg, well done, topped with a weirdly pur- 
ple, thick sauce that tasted of underdone 
wine. But all you had to do was scrape 
that off. Underneath the lamb was an 
equally out-of-place but unflawed sage 
stuffing. And real mashed potatoes com- 
pleted the starch subtheme. The lamb was 
easily fixed with some mint jelly, interest- 
ing in that it contained chopped mint. 
Then there’s lobster, boiled or broiled 
stuffed, seasonally priced. We had broiled 
and paid $18.95 for a large lobster, possi- 
bly around one and a half pounds, fresh 
tasting and presented with the traditional 
bib and nutcracker. A possible side dish is 
au gratin potatoes. A little pepper has 
come into au gratin potatoes in the last 
decade, but they are otherwise timeless. 
Our lobster dinner also brought a side 
dish of shredded, sautéed carrot. ‘ 
If you’re still hungry and aren’t packing 
a child, the grown-up desserts are more 
reliably middle-class. The big number, 
which had sold out on our visit, is “chaos 
pie,” reportedly a tribute to postmodern 
physics, featuring a lot of candy embed- 
ded in fudge and butter- 
scotch. We liked the bread 
pudding, which I would 
guess is made from day-old 
raisin muffins, without 
much custard but plenty of 
real cream. The chocolate 
cake was typically subur- 
ban; you can make similar 
cake yourself from a boxed 


Service at the Barnside, 
once we got past an overly 
perfumed maitre d’, was 
warm and encouraging. 
Older waitresses are often a 
sign of good food, I feel. 
The waitresses wear bon- 
nets, which is silly but harm- 
less and goes with the Colo- 
nial frou-frou. Such as prac- 
tical tablecloths updating the 
old painted-oilcloth look. 
The false-African-violet cen- 
terpiece, I think, is a later 
arrival on the South Shore. Sound tends 
to a dull clank — carpeting and rugs do 
wonders — unless the 50s jazz and pop 
gets turned up too loud. 

So the Barnside lived up to my tip. If 
you’re not nervous about your clothes 
(and I was seated in clean blue jeans), you 
can fit right into its gemiitlich atmosphere 
on the way to and from the Cape. And if 
you stick to the promising children’s menu 
and some simple adult dishes, with maybe 
an occasional venture into the grilled pas- 
ta, then you can break up your trip with- 
out breaking up your budget. 

« 

After more research than I usually have 
to devote to such matters, I can report on 
the return of South African wine to Bos- 
ton shelves. The African National 
Congress has asked that sanctions contin- 
ue until the date is set for elections and 
when the transitional government and 
electoral commission are agreed to. This 
could be quite soon, or seriously delayed. 
Several governments have dropped their 
strictions, citing progress. Adding to the 
confusion, I got some information that 
certain foreign companies have been qui- 
etly asked by the ANC to reinvest in 
South Africa already. 

I’ve always considered boycotts difficult 
and indirect tactics, while supporting a 
few in this space. One of the ways to 
make them work better is to clarify their 
end-points by placing large orders for 
Nestle’s chocolate or Salvadoran coffee 
— or whatever — the moment the boy- 
cott is lifted. Thus I hope soon to be able 
to tout South African foodstuffs, but not 
quite yet. J

t the Mirror Project, they make movies in 
A which artistry and technique take a way-back 
seat to content. The technique, or lack there- 
of, is integral to fulfilling this Somerville Community 
Access Television program’s goal of helping local teens 
become more comfortable with themselves and their 
communities. Take any teen who joins this videomaking 
program — say, Lenny Fuentes, one of three members 
being honored at this week’s New England Film & 
Video Awards. Ideally, the Mirror Project won’t turn 
him into the next Steven Spielberg. The idea is that 
he’ll become a prouder Lenny Fuentes. 
Anyone affiliated with this now-roaring mouse-sized 





program has to be proud. Along with the NEF&V Oat’ 


Chair Festival, which is based all the way out in Chica- 
go. Curious calls are coming in from community cable 
stations around and beyond New England. 

But whatever outside interest it gets, the Mirror Pro- 
ject’s aim remains at home. It reaches for teens who 
don’t see a place for themselves in the multi-racial, 
multi-class, overpacked city of Somerville, much less 
society at large.

evin Nealon,” you say. “He’s the ‘Weekend 
 . Gs anchor, right? That ‘Subliminal 
Man’ guy?” 

Well, no. Not really. Once a generic Saturday Night 
Live ensemble player, Nealon made a name for himself 
by creating a dry “Weekend Update” persona that an- 
swered the question “How do you fill Dennis Miller’s 
shoes?” by throwing them away and introducing a 
brand-new pair. But it is only a persona, as is, of 
course, “Subliminal Man,” the SNL commentator who 
mutters what he really means under a canopy of 
clichéd remarks. Nealon says his natural comic style, 
which he shows off in stand-up shows at Nick's Come- 
dy Stop next weekend, is entirely different. 

In fact, he finds it odd that people actually consider 
him an SNL player first and a stand-up comic second, 








if at all. “It really surprises me because it 

was what I thought people knew me as 

until Saturday Night Live. | had done a 

bunch of Letterman spots before Satur- 

day Night Live, and The Tonight Show 

with Johnny Carson, and Merv Griffin’s 
show. It’s funny how quickly you go through these 
phases and new audiences come on the scene and 
don’t know what you’ve done before.” 

As an indirect consequence of his ability to mix 
drinks, Nealon established a stand-up career that last- 
ed eight years before SNL called, in 1986. “Stand-up 
is really my forte. It’s what I started out doing in this 
industry. I moved to California in ’78 and started writ- 
ing stand-up and getting up and working the open 
mike nights and stuff. I worked at the Improv; I was a 
bartender. If a comic didn’t show up, the owner, Budd 
Freeman, would put me on until that person got 
there.” 

After his SNL hiring, Nealon'’s next big break was 
his assignment to the news desk. His deadpan ap- 
proach to the job had this viewer worricd that we 
might have another Brad Hall on our hands. (Hall was 
a SNL failure from the Tim Kazurinsky era; he’s now 
known as Julia Louis-Dreyfus’s husband.) But the 


anti-charisma, numbskull-newsman shtick — which, 
for example, will have Nealon reading only the briefest 
lead to a story, then skipping inexplicably to the next 
one — has proven effective. 

Along with doing stand-up during breaks from SNL, 
Nealon is developing the SNL bogus body-building 
duo “Hans and Franz” into a film with Dana Carvey 
and Arnold Schwarzenegger. He’ll make an appear- 
ance in this summer’s Coneheads movie. And he’s go- 
ing to spend the rest of the hot months working up sit- 
com ideas. 

Among the swirl of Hollywood, television, and SNL- 
connected projects, Nealon considers his stand-up act 
crucial to the maintenance of his own identity. As au- 
tonomous as his “Weekend Update” segments are, 
there’s no comparison to solo stage work. “With stand- 
up I feel like I’m more in control, because I’ve written 
all of it and I’m at the control board. Whereas on live 
television, someone else is calling the shots. I write 
some of the stuff for SNL but not all of it, and some- 
times I do things that I wouldn’t do if I had say-so.”

rhapsody 


Herbert Gold 
sings the praises 
of the coffee cult

THE IDEAL BOHEMIA has ened online, congenial music, resi

ueled by the new world disor- 
der, bohemia is once again a 
flourishing culture with a 
growing population. Bohemi- 
ans are still most easily identi- 
fied by their raggedly black-on-black uni- 
forms and most often found subduing ac-

lacked its own version of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls or Rosetta Stone — until now. 


Herbert Gold’s Bohemia: Where Art, 
Angst, Love, and Strong Coffee Meet (Si- 
mon & Schuster, 253 pages, $21) com- 
bines historical perspective and Gold’s per- 
sonal narrative of a culture he’s called his 
own for 52 of his 69 years. Unlike most 
other bohemians, Gold, a 17-time novelist 
whose work includes The Man Who Was 
Not Worth It and Slave Trade, has actually 
done more than talk about art. His other 
credentials including having sipped espres- 
so and other intoxicants with Henry Miller, 
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James Baldwin, William Burroughs, Allen 
Ginsberg, and swarms of would-be bohos. 

“Originally I wanted to call the book The 
Protocols of the Elders of Bohemia, which 
made my publishers turn pale. I was mak- 
ing the analogy that bohemians are like the 
Jews. They are everywhere, they set styles, 
they have a special language, they dress in a 
funny way,” explains Gold, a San Francisco 
resident who was born into a Jewish family 
in Cleveland. “I then realized there are dif- 
ferent kinds of bohemians. There are the 
kids who are like me when I was young and 
hitchhiked around the country. There are 
the would-bes. Finally, there are the con- 
sumers of bohemia, the lifestylers whom I 
call ‘people of dependent means.’ ” 

Whereas Gold recounts tales of times 
spent with genuine bohemian artists, like 
the evening when Burroughs pissed in a 
sink where lettuce was being washed for a 
dinner in post-World War II Paris, his 
book concentrates on the 95 percent of bo- 
hemians who merely talk about art or pur- 
chase it. 

He divides the nation into Upper and 
Lower Bohemia. The upper crust consists 
of artists who have made it and can afford 
to live in rarefied environs (La Jolla, Wood- 
stock, Coconut Grove,

calls a woman’s Village Voice personal ad: 
“slim, natural blonde, independent means, 
seeks man with one earring, ponytail, or 
moral equivalent.” 

On a grand cultural scale, Gold considers 
the explosion of drugs one of the less benign 
aspects of the ’60s flower-power epoch. “A 
lot of interesting things written on meth in 
the late ’60s/early ’70s have a sort of juice- 
lessness that comes from speed. The mind is 
racing, but the heart is drowned.” 

So coffee ranks as bohemia’s enduring 
drug of choice. In 15th-century Yemen and 
Ethiopia, word spread that whereas wine 
reduced the need to eat, coffee chased the 
need to sleep. Gold tells how coffeehouses 
sprung up in Cairo, than went on to Mecca. 
In 1511, when the watchdogs of public 
morality noticed people enjoying themselves 
and social order being frayed, coffee drink- 
ing was banned. That prohibition worked 
as well as most others, and a nocturnal cof- 
fee culture spread, built around reading, 
discussion, and playing backgammon, 
around flirting, singing, smoking, and 
plucking stringed instruments. 

Gold’s own coffeehouse criteria is sim- 
ple: “I look for a place where someone 
won’t bother me for sitting a while. There 
should be good coffee,

door to idealistic Yale or 
Harvard grads who prac- 
tice enlightened con- 
sumerism. “They fund the 
new music,” Gold points 
out. “They contribute 
money to start the literary 
magazines. They buy the 
books and the paintings. 
They provide the grease 
that keeps bohemia mov- 
ing. They’re essential.” 

Gold’s Lower Bohemia 
comprises aspiring artists 
who don’t have the chops, 
or hangers-on who never 
tried. Thirty years ago 
these folks survived on spaghetti and wine; 
now it’s beer and burritos. Lower Bohemi- 
ans still seek out cheap rents in tolerant 
neighborhoods with hip sanctuaries for 
practicing idleness. 

Gold exudes affection and appreciation 
for the citizens of both territories. “You 
can’t have art without the people who ap- 
preciate and purchase it. You can’t have a 
queen without drones.” 

The bohemian, Gold writes, takes his 
stand by grandly imitating the manners of 
the class below him. “When Harvard or BU 
kids put holes in their jeans in order to look 
like a working man, they’re adopting a pleas- 
ing coloration. They’re not slumming. When 
the upper class puts on those manners, it 
suggests working-class blacks or Italians are 
having more fun; so, they want to join.” 

Whereas bohemians just wanna have fun 
dreaming of art and bliss, true slackers seek 
no bliss except the patience to live without 
it. Gold details the strange and dilatorious 
routes bohos take toward nirvana. He re-

congenial music, free 
newspapers left lying 
around, a bulletin board 
with Marxist leaflets, rela- 
tionship ads, and notices 
for cheap 10-speed bikes. 
If I’m writing and feel the 
batteries getting depleted, 
I walk to a coffeehouse or 
café, plug myself into oth- 
er people, and get nour- 
ished by that contact.” 

After all, bohemia is an 
obliging place. The privi- 
leges of citizenship are 
immediately granted — 
just drop in. And if the fu- 
ture of bohemia’s domain 
faces any threats larger than real-estate 
barons or co-option by squares, it’s from a 
society that places less emphasis on literacy. 

“I do not like the idea that people don’t 
read,” Gold sighs. “Today, below a certain 
IQ, a high-school kid wants to be a rock 
star and above that IQ he or she wants to 
be a filmmaker. Since reading and writing 
are the things that formed me, I regret their 
passing. Reading is a minority taste and 
that’s sad, but it still is a taste and there still 
is a minority.” 

Through Gold’s written mishmash of 
history, memoir, philosophy, and travel- 
ogue, jewels emerge. The author re- 
counts talking politics with an Israeli sol- 
dier in Tel Aviv just as the Six Day War 
had ended. He takes you from Paris’s 
Left Bank to Port-au-Prince, from New 
York’s East Village to San Francisco’s 
North Beach, with a stop in Shitkicker, 
Nevada. And he concludes that “if it was 
just one place, then there would no 
longer be bohemia.” Q

rom the tiny acorn springs the mighty oak, and 
EE: the roasted bean emerges a key bohemian 

tradition — sipping high-powered java any- 
where but home. A recent explosion in the number of 
Boston-area coffeehouses and cafés provides poets and 
poseurs ample opportunity to sample sophisticated caf- 
feine concoctions, discuss art for art’s sake, nosh, or 
just kill time reading the paper. 

With its clubs, studios, and ethnic eateries, Central 
Square is the center of Boston’s bohemian universe, and 
the Middle East Café dominates. Besides three rooms 
with live music, there are two large serving areas that 
accommodate patrons looking to munch or sip. This bo- 
hemian Epcot Center attracts all manner of artists and 
would-bes, and it serves an extensive menu that’s good, 
cheap, and suitable for vegetarians or carnivores. It’s at 
472 Mass Ave, Cambridge (354-8238). 

A world away, in West Roxbury, Joyce Buckely 
dropped out as a dental assistant 13 years ago and along 
with her mother built a blue-collar bohemian waysta- 
tion, the Coffee Break Donut Shoppe. A steady stream 
of locals get it to go or settle down with the Herald at 
one of three two-seater tables to dunk a honey-dipped 
into a jumbo cup of honest joe. At 1724 Centre Street, 
West Roxbury (323-3331). 

The Brothers Welch (Rowan, Steve, and Elvette) en- 





Square, the Welches cook up inventive, inexpensive, and 
delicious variations on the three squares. During a re- 
cent visit, conversations at the seven tables covered 
landlord hassles, the gay march on DC, and how really 
well the black tin ceiling and yellow walls work. At 2 
Perkins Street, Jamaica Plain (983-9231). 

Tin’s also in at the Brookline Coffee Bar, except that 
the ceiling’s cherry and the walls are mustard. A solid 
complement to the dining hurly-burly that is now 
Brookline Village, the bar features on-site-baked goods, 
lots of coffees, staff-done artwork, eclectic sandwich 
combos, and schedules for local movies and marches. At 
213 Washington Street, Brookline (731-5070). 

Daddy-O’s Bohemian Cafe has got the name and no- 
tion to feed Upper and Lower Bohemia. Two beatnik 
mannequins on piano and bongos groove while diners 
nosh on reasonable starters and dinners. The J. Clem 
Jazz Trio takes over for brunch. At 134 Hampshire 
Street, Cambridge (354-8371). 

Get lost in Porter Square among the stacks of used 
books and magazines at the Bookcellar Café; come up 
for air and grab a snack and cup of coffee. Sorry, no 
cigarettes. On Tuesdays, the café features storytelling; 
on other nights, there’s poetry reading, 8mm film festi- 
vals, music, and drama. At 1971 Mass Ave, Cambridge 
(864-9625). 

Five steps down from street level, political, profes- 
sional, and residential Beacon Hill—billies enter the soft- 
ly lit, low-ceilinged world of Tangiers. At mealtimes, pa- 
trons swarm for soups and the best Middle Eastern en- 
trees around. Ahmed’s excellent jazz tapes fill the air, 
and tapestries ring the room to create an obliging sit- 
down that goes well with the litany of hot and cold 
drinks and coffees. At 37 Bowdoin Street (367-0273). 

In the shadow of the anti-bohemian superstructure 
Copley Place, Moka allows open-mike poets and a fea-

Fans of Boston’s Downtown Café have always gone 
for the atmosphere as well as the extensive menu. Al- 
though regulars miss the giant potato peeler, the café 
still fans the fringe with members of the Kenmore Writ- 
ers’ Group reading works — in-progress or completed 
— several nights a week, piano music on Friday after- 
noons, and jazz with brunch and sometimes with din- 
ner. At 610 Washington Street (338-7037). 

Three friends from the coffee-crazed Pacific North- 
west took a college-business-school project and, voila, 
Someday Café. This high-end coffee hangout welcomes 
every customer with a kind word and an impressive 
choice of concoctions. Beware the Boilermaker: a shot 
of espresso in your coffee pleasure. It is not for the faint 
of heart. At 51 Davis Square, Somerville (623-DEAD). 

In Harvard Square, last call is not always for alcohol. 
At Algiers Coffee House, bohemians linger late at their 
close-packed, conversation-encouraging, octagonal, 
two-seater tables. A brass-plated bar and fixtures cast an 
exotic sheen, and a hardworking kitchen cranks out an 
all-day menu ranging from two eggs any style to mujad- 
dara and kibbeh. At 40 Brattle Street, Cambridge (492- 
1557). 

Finally, don’t forget the Other Side Café, across 
from Boston’s Tower Records at 407 Newbury Street 
(536-9477). With two levels split between counter ser- 
vice and sofa slacking, it goes for rumpled Seattle chic, 
with the accent on wheat grass and tasty, organically 
correct sandwiches more than java. Or the 1369 Coffee 
House in Cambridge’s Inman Square (576-1369), 
which is getting a buzz for its unpretentious serving of 


the coveted cup.

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Balanchine 
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Boston Ballet looks for 
the still point of dance’s 
‘Great Geometer’

“ALL BALANCHINE?”: Apollo, La Son- 
nambula, and Tchaikovsky Piano Con- 
certo No. 2.

he 17th-century German as- 
tronomer Johannes Kepler 
used to speak of God as the 
“Great Geometer,” in which 
case George Balanchine 
must surely be our Lord’s understudy. His 
ballets don’t just have the measure of the 
earth, they’re out to discover the underly- 
ing logic of the universe. Whether it’s lines 
of dancefs linking like strands of DNA, 



















pirouettes that spin like spiral galaxies, or 
chainé turns that turn into cosmic strings, 
Balanchine’s opus represents nothing less 
than a belief in that logic — and a glimpse 
into its workings. 

But God, we’re told, is dead, and geom- 
etry doesn’t appear to be much better off. 
Even as New York City Ballet puts on its 
massive (73 works) Balanchine Celebra- 
tion, NYCB ballet master in chief Peter 
Martins seems phlegmatic about the likely 
disappearance of some of these dances 
from the company’s repertoire. So where- 
as in the early ’80s Boston Ballet’s Balan- 
chine programs looked like curiosities, 
now they seem desperately important. Mr. 
B’s ballets were never museum pieces; he 
kept them going by making changes to fit 
new dancers and new audiences. No one 
can breathe life into his works the way he 
did, but it’s essential that someone try. Im- 
perfect genius is better than none. 

Besides, moving from the imperfect to 
the perfect is a large part of what Balan- 
chine is about. Think of the geometric hu- 
mors of The Four Temperaments. Or 
Robert Schumann’s “Davidsbiindlertinze,” 
where the composer moves beyond hig love 
for Clara and into madness. Or Balan- 
chine’s last prayer of a ballet, Mozartiana. 

Or think of Stravinsky’s score for 
Apollo. Initially it’s as constricted as the 
god’s swaddling sheet, and the syncopated 
four-note motif is an insistent riddle, a 
challenge. Apollo’s search for fuller, more 
divine measures carries him past Calliope 
and Polyhymnia to Terpsichore, and in 
their pas de deux you can hear the music 
opening out into the harmonics of human 
love and beauty. Surely that’s the answer 
— but no, in the Apotheosis the cosmic 
riddle rouses our hero from his sleep, 
drawing him up to Olympus, as he both 
takes the Muses with him and leaves them 
in his wake. 

The Sleepwalker of La Sonnambula is 
haunted by this unanswered question. She 
appears in the dreamtime between truth 
and Truth, her arms poised between em- 
bracing and extending as she bourrées into 
the Poet’s ken, her eyes looking at him and

through him at the same time. The mystery 


that’s mirrored in those eyes is beyond his 
solving; but after he’s been killed by her 
jealous husband, she takes up his body, 
making him a companion on her quest. 

The other side of Balanchine is the part 
that finds the perfect in the imperfect, the 
extraordinary in the ordinary, the divine in 
everyday life: Square Dance, Stars and 
Stripes, Who Cares? In Tchaikovsky Piano 
Concerto No. 2 (which started out life as 
Ballet Imperial before Balanchine dropped 
the Winter Palace set), it’s the momentary 
perfection of a military graduation ball in 
tsarist St. Petersburg, the young officers 
and their ladies, beauty that won’t last. 
The ballet is an eternal present, but to 
make it work — to make anything in Bal- 
anchine work — you must have dancers 
who are both immanent and transcendent, 
who look out into the cosmos at the same 
time that they look into themselves. 

On the evidence of last weekend, Boston 
Ballet has at least one such dancer in 
Patrick Armand. (If his regular partner, 
Trinidad Sevillano, had not sustained a 
minor injury and been forced out of this 
run, there would surely have been two 
names at the top of my list. She’s expected 
back for Romeo and Juliet.) His Apollo has 
power, lyrical feeling, and, most of all, cu- 
riosity — right away you see the outreach 
in his flexed hand as he tests the limits of 
his new world. He’s the center of the uni- 
verse, but it’s also the center of him. 
There’s no preparation in his movements, 
and there are no transitions — or rather, 
everything is transition. And the way his 
free arm stretches for the stars while he’s 
holding his Muses in arabesque has Balan- 
chine written all over it. 

Not far behind Armand on the stairway 
to Heaven — or at least Olympus — is 
corps member Eric Lindemer, whose 
younger, fresher Apollo is a model of self- 
discovery, creating ever wider spheres of 
mastery as he goes along. His sissonnes 
may not be as dramatic as Armand’s, and 
he doesn’t have the catlike quickness that 
Balanchine demands (and Armand deliv- 
ers), but he yields nothing in focus and 
commitment. Kudos to the company for 
giving him this opportunity. (And kudos 
for using the original version of Apollo, 
with the god’s birth scene and the closing 
ascent.) 

As Armand’s Terpsichore, Adriana 
Suarez is not Trinidad Sevillano; she is, 
however, very, very good — a moody 
Muse who demands her Apollo’s respect 
and gets it. The extensions of her arms 
and feet speak Balanchine’s language elo- 
quently; all that’s needed is a touch of 
Sevillano’s vulnerability. (She’s also out- 
standing with Geoffrey Rhue in the 
“Danse Exotique” of La Sonnambula.) 

Susanna Vennerbeck’s Sleepwalker is 
breathtaking. It’s the way she leans for-

ward slightly, as if she’d caught a glimpse 
of eternity and were driven to pursue it; 
she wants the Poet, but she wants more. 
Vennerbeck’s still-point intensity actually 
upstages Karen Scalzitti (the other Sleep- 
walker); no mean feat. It’s a performance 
you won’t forget in a hurry. 

That leaves Kyra Strasberg to share the 
highest honors. She’s Boston Ballet’s Bally 
Girl; better than anyone else she under- 
stands what Mr B’s women are all about. 
Check out the articulation of her Cal- 
liope’s pelvic thrusts as she dances for the 
god (who, after all, is Apollo but Balan- 
chine himself?), the way she fills the 
choreography’s extensions and tries to 
overflow them. Or, in La Sonnambula, the 
constant readjustment of her shoulders as 
her Coquette engages the Poet in a seduc- 
tive tango. And, everywhere, those echt- 
Balanchine transitions from the Virgin 
Mary to Mary Magdalene and back again. 

The best of the rest are hardly also-rans. 
Karen Scalzitti gives two fine perfor- 
mances. Her Sleepwalker is more erect 
than Vennerbeck’s, more wide-eyed and 
innocent; it doesn’t make the same impact, 
but it’s beautifully, ethereally done and 
might wear better. Her Terpsichore (to 
Fernando Bujones’s Apollo) is elegant and 
assertive, lacking only the the last degree 
of Balanchinean panache. She may be too 
classically inclined to be ideal for Mr. B, 
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but she’s worth seeing any time. 

The same is true of her Sleepwalker’s | 
Poet, Laszlo Berdo, who radiates youthful | 
enthusiasm, along with a touch of youthful 
inconstancy in his affections’ instant trans- 
fer from the Coquette to the Sleepwalker. 
The role calls for more acting than danc- 
ing, and Berdo acts very well, making both 
his partners look good in the process. 
Let’s hope we see more of him in Romeo 
and Juliet. Also making the merit list are 
Natasha Akhmarova’s Calliope and 
Pollyanna Ribeiro’s Polyhymnia, who with 
Suarez create the most cohesive trio of 
Muses; and Karl Condon, whose Picasso- 
like Harlequin (in La Sonnambula) knows 
he can play Romeo, too. (Condon will get 
his chance next month, but why doesn’t he 
have more to do in this program?) Grant 
Scruggs’s Harlequin is more broadly com- 
ic but no less watchable. 

What remains isn’t a demerit list so 
much as a series of puzzlements. Whip- 
ping his lute about like a Walther PPK, | 
reveling in his own strength and sufficien- 
cy, Fernando Bujones is Apollo as James | 
Bond. It’s a living, breathing performance | 
all right; the drawback is that this Apollo is | 
so self-contained, he’s his own universe. | 
Which leaves his Muses in a void. Scalzitti 
copes, but Dierdre Myles and Alexandra | 
Koltun dance as if they’d been told to let | 
Terpsichore win. 

Tchaikovsky Piano Concerto No. 2 raises | 
more questions. Here Koltun has room to | 
show what she can do, and she gets sym- 
pathetic, if unanimated, support from De- 
von Carney; but she needs less prom 
queen and more Eternal Feminine about 
her. Jennifer Gelfand seems to have for- 
gotten what she learned in last month’s 
Cinderella; she comes out like every 
cadet’s favorite kid sister. And Carla 
Stallings gets cast as the chaperone. I real- 
ize that, in this intelligently planned con- 
certo-form program (big first movement, 
slow second movement, rondo finale), the 
Tchaikovsky is the dessert; but this one- 
dimensional confection does Balanchine a 
disservice. It’s Euclid when we should be 
getting Einstein. 

Which brings us back to geometry. Im- 
perfect genius is part of the human condi- 
tion; it looks fine on stage. Imperfect ge- 
ometry does not. It’s a mark — and a tor- 
ment — of Balanchine’s particular genius 
that the slightest imperfections in the exe- 
cution of his geometry look awful. “All | 
Balanchine” manages to look all right, but | 





there are frequent lapses in ensemble and 
position: some arms are bent, others are 
straight; some hands are flexed, others are | 
limp; and they still haven’t got the | 
arabesque fan in Apollo right. | 
The worst of it is, these imperfections 
look like lack of coaching rather than lack 
of ability. Perhaps it was a mistake for 
Boston Ballet to try to squeeze Balanchine 
in between two full-length story ballets. 
The company’s imperfect geniuses — Ar- 
mand, Lindemer, Suarez, Vennerbeck, 
and Strasberg this time around — make 
this program indispensable. (That’s a hint 
to anyone who hasn’t bought tickets yet.) 
But when you’re doing the greatest chore- 
ographer in dance history — and one of 
the great artists of this century — you’d 
better be prepared to do your best. That’s 
the only way we’ll ever get to see the music 
of Balanchine’s spheres. QO |

lary; Obobo (Tiny Lister Jr.)

ken cracker who’s the butt 
of light-hearted racial badi- 
nage but is really one of the 
boys; and Little J’s merce- 
nary crony, the bad-ass 
gambler Father Time (Big 
Daddy Kane). The rappers 
especially ballast the film’s 
flimsiness with their sass and 
grit. 

Yet the parts never gel — 
primarily because they’re nothing 
more than a backdrop for the director’s 
indulgence in stylistics and homilies. In- 
stead of developing substance, Van Pee- 
bles interjects relentless montages, most of 
them featuring backlighting, a sunset, and 


| bombastic music. In lieu of narrative and 
| psychological development, he indulges in 


acrobatic camera movements and angles, 
or trick shots such as a gold bullet sailing 
in slow motion into the lungs of a malefac- 
tor. As a substitute for ideas, he offers 
sound bites about injustice and self-ad- 
vancement. 

Some of these moments work; a scene 
in which a man is brutally beaten by a mob 
of sheriff's deputies is electrifying and re- 
lentless and reminiscent of the Rodney 
King beating (an allusion made hilariously 
apt when Nipsey Russell in a cameo wails, 
“Can’t we all just get along?”). It’s also re- 
grettably reminiscent of Eastwood’s Un- 
forgiven. Hogtied by the derivative, the po- 
litically correct, and the superficially hip, 
Van Peebles can’t make this Posse ride.

LOS ANGELES — “Before I was a direc- 
tor,” says Mario Van Peebles as he returns 
the tape recorder he just picked from my 
pocket, “I was a pretty good thief.” 

As his hit New Jack City and his new 
film Posse attest, Van Peebles doesn’t have 
as light a touch as a director as he does as 
a thief. A violent inner-city crime thriller, 
New Jack City was charged with instigat- 
ing violence among gang members. With 
Posse, Van Peebles hopes to inspire some- 
thing else, but his methods are no less 
heavy-handed. 

In essence, he’s moved the hood to the 
frontier, peopled it with rappers like Tone 
Loc and Big Daddy Kane, and spliced in 
music video montages and lots of sex and 
violence. Van Peebles doesn’t deny that it’s 
commercial, but he insists that Posse will 
lure audiences in and set them up 
for a lesson in history 
and a message 
about life today.

MAY 14, 
the recent Rodney King trial, he points out 
the relevance of Posse to recent racial tur- 
moil. “There were parallels between 1893 
and 1993. The theme of disempowerment. 
When the slaves were freed, a lot of them 
walked out West. They built their little 
towns like Nicodemus, Kansas, and Cen- 
terville, Washington. 

“Then Teddy Roosevelt let the Jim Crow 
laws pass, including the grandfather 
clause, which stated that if your grandfa- 
ther couldn’t vote, you couldn’t vote. If 
your grandfather was a African slave, you 
couldn’t vote. In 1893, you’ve got people 
systematically not allowed to vote and not 
allowed to hold property, so by 1993 
you’ve got South Central, where people 
are not a part of our system. When they 
see injustice on a big level like the King 
trial, they turn the table over.” 

Beyond the topical allusions, Van Pee- 
bles believes his film poses the conflict be- 
tween the philosophies of Martin Luther 
King and Malcolm X. One character is a 
charismatic black preacher named King 
David who believes in non-violence. When 
he’s murdered, his son Jesse, played by 
Van Peebles, decides to take the law into 
his own hands. “King David’s doctrine 
was that the laws of this country were de- 
signed to protect us too and we can make 
change peacefully. When he gets killed, 
Jesse is more like, ‘By any means neces- 
sary.’ King David is more like Martin, and 
Jesse is more like X. In this country they'll 
kill you both. But they’ll give Martin a hol- 
iday.” 

Echoing Jesse’s point of view is rapper 
Big Daddy Kane, who plays a posse mem- 
ber named Father Time. “Who the fuck 
needs a holiday? I agree with Jesse. Like 
James Brown said, I’d rather die on my 
feet than live on my knees.” 

But Van Peebles insists that far from 
preaching violence, Posse points out its fu- 
tility — so much so that the film could be 
criticized for belaboring its message. 
“These kids watch Schwarzenegger and 
Steven Seagal kick butt, but they won’t go 
see Gandhi. But they’ll go see a shoot- 





’em-up. If you can make that and slip a | 


couple of things underneath, you can 
reach that audience. 

“For us the message is clear: how many 
times can you flash that ‘Education is free- 
dom’ sign? But you can’t err on the side of 
subtlety. You say, why are those damn 
endquotes on so long? Well, some folks 
don’t read so fast. It’s a whole different 
audience. You’re there with people who 
would shoot you in a fucking minute.”

Lost in Yonkers takes the form of a “The 
Most Unforgettable Character I Ever Met” 
story. The character is big-hearted, day- 
dreaming Bella (Mercedes Ruehl), who lives 


over their Yonkers sweet shop. The people

(Brad Stoll) and Arty (Mike Damus), who’ve 
been left with their aunt and grandmother by 
their widower father (he’s taken advantage 
of the war to become a traveling scrap iron 
salesman and get himself out of debt).

| in their lines, turning them into pint-sized 


Catskills yocksmen). But Ruehl is unde- 
terred. She plows through the pop-psych 
speeches and sexually awakened child-wom- 
an concept of the role as if they didn’t exist. 


| When she gets to her big confrontation and 
heartbreak scene, she lets loose a flood of 


emotion so that it almost doesn’t matter 
what you’re watching; she seems to be act- 
ing in another movie. 

Irene Worth doesn’t get off so easy.

ex is in again, at least in 
the works of student and 
independent film and video 
artists like the ones repre- 
sented in the 18th annual 
New England Film and Video Festival. In 
recent years, thanks to AIDS and ’80s pu- 
| ritanism, sex, if it was portrayed at all, was 
associated only with death or power. It still 
is in the films and videos cited this year for 
awards and honorable mentions, but they 
also present the subject in all its messy 
| complexity, in ways that make characters, 
| filmmakers, and audiences rethink their 
| ideas about sex, and maybe even laugh 
about it. 

Typical is Diane Bonder’s “Dangerous 
When Wet,” a monologue about a girl’s 
| sexual awakening in swim class, accompa- 
nied by a playful montage of footage of les- 
bian‘lovers and clips from Esther Williams 
movies, that sends waves of adolescent 
fear, envy, and desire churning through the 
same pool. In “The Misogynist Fishmon- 
ger,” Ellen Piskorski puts herself and the 
viewer into the skin of a womanizer, who 
gets to explain his piggishness in a brutally 
funny, Eric Bogosian-like voiceover. The 
film is also bold enough not to let entirely 
off the hook the women who accommodate 
his behavior. Bryan Boyle’s “The Toe Heel 
Polka” is a light fable about a nerdy guy 
who repeatedly re-examines his place in the 
sexual spectrum when he dodges his ma- 
cho brother to take ballroom dancing 








lessons with his male dancing partner. 

In a more serious vein, Quentin Lee and 
Deeya Loram’s “To Ride a Cow” uses a 
love triangle of three Chinese-Americans, 
“the Fag, the Bisexual, and the Girl,” to ex- 


| plore issues of self-hatred, loyalty, and 


marginality. “Earthly Possessions,” which 
filmmaker Pelle Lowe calls “a subversive 
elegy for lovers in the plague years,” sug- 
gests through diffuse, dreamlike images 
from nature and 19th-century literature

Fans of George Sluizer’s breakthrough 
film The Vanishing might want to check 
out his new effort Utz, if for no other rea- 
son than to see whether the director’s 
penchant for storytelling through elliptical 
flashbacks is emerging as a trademark. 
Here, working with a screenplay by Hugh 
Whitemore based on the novel by Bruce 
Chatwin, Sluizer unravels the story of 
Utz, a Czech collector of porcelain played 
by Armin Mueller-Stahl, whose menagerie 
of figurines is not only visually astonish- 
ing but raises questions about art and pri- 
vatization that the Czech government nev- 
er dreamed of. Utz is befriended by Mar- 
ius (Peter Riegert), an art dealer who 
hopes to acquire Utz’s collection rather 
than have it relinquished to Prague after 
Utz’s death. What happens to the 
exquisite artwork is actually far more 
mysterious, but what happens to the nar- 
rative is almost as tragic. 

The story pieces together Utz’s child- 
hood, his odd domestic arrangement with 
Marta (Brenda Fricker), his passion for 
opera singers, his friendship with a biolo- 





gist (Paul Scofield), and his reaction to 
the Communist take-over. Not to mention 
the spell that art has on him. In one 
breathtaking scene, set to music from 
Richard Strauss’s Ariadne auf Naxos, Utz 
stages a pantomime with his porcelain fig- 


| ures that suggests a new — and hercto- 












fore unimagined — art form. 

But the storytelling device that proved 
tantalizing and evocative in The Vanishing 
here turns out to be the movic’s biggest 
hindrance. The screenplay is mostly at 
fault. It’s a thoughtless collection of out-

that love can transcend death. “Jennifer 
and Tina,” inspired by a mock newscast 
created by filmmaker Jim Boyd’s young 
daughter and her friend, shows how cal- 
lous kids can be about issues like homosex- 
uality and rape when they get their infor- 
mation from the lurid mass media. (Two 
shorts not screened for the press, Diane 
Bonder’s “Stick Figures” and Nancy 
Kates’s “Castro Cowboy,” are also about 
homophobia bred from misinformation.) 
The feature films also promise uncon- 
ventional views of sex. The Best of Festival 
winner, Ross McElwee’s Time Indefinite, 
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MAY 14, 
was not available at press time, but it’s a 
portrait of McElwee’s own marriage and 
family life, from the documentarist best 
known for his self-depreciating chronicle 
of his romantic life in Sherman’s March. (It 
begins a commercial run at the Brattle 
Theatre after the festival.) 

The keynote film is Joe Gibbons’s goofy 
The Genius, in which a scientist (Gibbons) 
who invents a personality-transfer machine 
tries to find the ideal personality with 
which to court an art-world terrorist 
(played by a self-parodying Karen Finley) 
who channels her artistic frustration into 
blowing up the works of “family-approved” 
artists. Expanding on the video-diarist 
mode of his short works (like last year’s 
festival entry “Elegy”), Gibbons takes to 
wild extremes the way we remake ourselves 
for love. 

Of course, there are many works that 
are not about sex. Animator Karen Aqua’s 
“Perpetual Motion” is an enchanting, pan- 
cultural look at the way we ritualize cycles 
of time. “Dance on the Wind,” by Marty 
Frame, Ivor Miller, Jeremy Brecher, and 
Jill Cutler, is a vibrant documentary about 
dancer/anthropologist Eno Washington,

of-sequence events that never build on 
one another, which makes for an annoy- 
ing viewing experience. That’s a shame, 
given not only the fine cast assembled 
here but the porcelain figures, which turn 
out to be the film’s true stars.

DEAD/ALIVE 


Dead/Alive is an 85-minute refresher 
course in every horror film ever made. A 
product of the warped mind of New 
Zealand filmmaker Peter Jackson, it be- 
gins on a primordial “Skull Island” remi- 
niscent of King Kong, moves on to a Psy- 
cho-like mother-son relationship in a 
spooky house, and climaxes in an Evil 
Dead-style splatter fest that must set a 
new record for blood, gore, and entrail ef- 
fects. 

The first limbs get lopped off in the 
film’s prelude, as a zoo official tries to de- 
liver a rare breed of demonic rat monkey 
from its native habitat off the coast of 
Sumatra to New Zealand. He’s bitten, 
and the terrified native porters chop off 
the victim’s tainted parts with an ax before 
sending the ape to civilization. 

Back in New Zealand, the tyrannical 
mother of timid young Lionel (Timothy 
Balme) spies on her son wooing perky 
Paquita (Diana Penalver) at the zoo. As 
fate would have it, she’s standing next to 
the monkey cage, and at a crucial moment 
the rat monkey sinks its teeth into her 
arm. A tough cookie, she squashes its 
head with her heel. But the damage is 
done, and in short order Lionel has a cel- 
lar full of zombies — including mom, a 
greaser gang, and a nurse and the local 
priest, whose disgusting coupling results 
in a hidcous, though otherwise gratuitous, 
infant from Hell.

WIDE SARGASSO SEA 


Not often does a film get the opportunity 
to outrage the fans of two classic literary 
works. John Duigan’s adaptation of Jean 
Rhys’s last novel, Wide Sargasso Sea, it- 
self a prequel of sorts to Charlotte Bron- 
té’s Jane Eyre, ventures into those treach- 
erous waters, but despite impassiqned 
performances, lush scenery, and enough 
skin to earn it an NC-17 rating, it man- 
ages neither to arouse nor to offend. It’s 
as murky and inert as the sea of the title. 

Much of the problem lies in the source. 
Rhys’s novel is a gauzy tapestry of moods 
and atmosphere, a rhapsodic account of 
how Rochester’s mad wife Bertha Mason 
ended up in the attic of Thornfield man- 
sion. Rooted in the subjectivity of its two 
main characters, it’s an evocative account 
of meanness, need, and thwarted passion 
and an allegory of desire and repression. 
The subtext and the poetry of its point of 
view aside, though, Sargasso is a standard 
bodice ripper. 

That’s all that makes it to the screen in 
this adaptation — the predictable clichés 
of a Harlequin romance, but told incoher- 
ently. Bertha Mason, née Antoinette (Ka- 
rina Lombard), is the daughter of Annette 
Cosway (Rachel Ward), a widowed Creole 
woman whose Jamaican estate has fallen 
on hard times after the emancipation of 
the slaves. Annette marries callow En- 
glishman Paul Mason (Michael York) to 
restore her fortune, but his lax attitude to- 
ward the sullen and shiftless black help 
provokes an uprising. The estate is 
burned, Antoinette’s invalid brother is 
killed, her mother goes mad, and Mason 
abandons.them. Years.later. her stepfather 
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who traces current African-American 
dance moves through their soul, jazz, and 
vaudeville heritage, all the way back to 
their African origins.

dies, leaving Antoinette a fortune — and a | 
fortune-hunting husband, Rochester 
(Nathaniel Parker). 

Enervated by a long voyage, fever, and 
the tropical heat, Rochester promptly | 
faints when introduced to his bride-to-be. 
That scene, highlighted by Lombard’s 
girlish giggle, is one of the few genuine 
moments in a romance that quickly takes 
on familiar form: a dusky, hot-blooded 
tropical beauty stirs the juices of a prig- 
gish Englishman only to suffer his hypo- 
critical rejection and subjugation. 

Despite Lombard’s insouciant sensuali- 
ty and Parker’s bewildered turmoil, their 
relationship is at best schematic.

play, rambling but com- 
pelling, takes its cryptic title from a mob 
practice of splitting corpses’ bellies to make 
sure they don’t float to the surface when 
dumped in the drink. Its hapless protago- 
nist, however, is trying to swim out the 
morass of his homicidal past. 

Unfortunately, he’s doing so with his 
| eyes closed, an approach that Rabe — a 
great believer that life cannot be shaped, or 
reshaped, without acknowledging the pow- 
erful pulls of history and the unconscious 
— feels is doomed. The play, therefore, ex- 
ists on two levels, as an explosive domestic 
drama (a box set at the ART!) that may 
raise feminist hackles, and as a tragicomic 
allegory in which good and bad angels play 
tug-of-war with the soul of a sinner. 

The sinner is ex-gangster Phil, whom we 
first met in Rabe’s 1984 Broadway hit 
Hurlyburly. Like Macbeth’s witches, Rabe

ing its world premiere in an alternately 
crackling and poignant American Repertory 
Theatre production helmed by the play- 
wright — he is married to Susie, a sweet, 
sexy young woman whose only recorded 
aspirations are numb normality (as epito- 
mized by her dream of a suburban family 
happily hypnotized by the glow of TV) and 
motherhood (to which end she keeps a 
hawk’s track of her ovaries, hoping to coor- 
dinate the comings and goings therefrom). 
Phil, however, is propelled by inchoate anx- 
ieties about fatherhood that clearly have to 
do with old blood guilts. “My past history is 
like this fuckin’ cloud,” he says, “and any- 
thing could step out of it. I did.” 

So, in Those the River Keeps, does Sal, a 
murderous associate of yore who shows up 
to (literally, in one scene) slow-dance Phil 
back into a world of “unrelenting mayhem” 
and male bonding. A problem with the play 
— some of which, don’t get me wrong, is 
dynamite — is that the story of Susie and 
Phil, however co-dependent, is very real, 
whereas the story of Sal and Phil marries 
Harold Pinter to David Mamet in an absur- 
dist ceremony replete with Caretaker power 
plays and American Buffalo syntax. Sal

doesn’t enter and exit so much as material- 
ize like some zoot-suited doppelganger. 
And though Rabe has been careful to stylize 
Phil’s archly cathartic, booze-laden encoun- 
ters with this gun-brandishing ghost of a 
goon, they strain the credulity induced by 
the emotionally needy, heartbreakingly 
horny encounters of Phil and Susie. 

The American Repertory Theatre pro- 
duction of the play, though, is pretty ter- 
rific. Director Rabe has eschewed the op- 
portunity to pare playwright Rabe’s over- 
stuffed text and has given much too much 
stage time to an admittedly cute teddy 
bear who must be a relative. But the writ- 
ér is savvy enough to know that, whatever 
its metaphysical implications, Those the 
River Keeps’s strength is its dialogue, 
which ranges from staccato nonsense to 
amorphous bursts of palooka philosophy 
and raw anguish. And it’s masterfully ren- 
dered here. 

Phil — the role for which Al Pacino’s 
name kept popping up — is played by Paci- 
no’s old Theatre Company of Boston asso- 
ciate Paul Guilfoyle, who is a fine actor, 
though he lacks the requisite edge of dan- 
ger and sexuality Pacino might bring to the 
role. What he does imbue Phil with (in ad- 
dition to a very loose trigger) is a hangdog 
honesty that can be touching and can be lu- 
dicrous. You don’t quite see why the wide- 
eyed Susie of Rebecca Tilney married him, 


but you see that he needs her. And Guil- 
foyle’s daring, almost clownish vulnerability 
(when he isn’t violently thrashing at the 
surface of Rabe’s river, as if testosterone 
might float) helps take the wind out of the 
play’s clearly posturing, Hurlyburly-esque 
woman-bashing. 

Now it’s hard to resist the revelingly ven- 
omous Phil-bashing of Candy Buckley’s 
concerned-best-friend Janice, and I don’t 
mind that Susie — who may be a simp but 
is hardly wishy-washy — wants to be a 
mom. I do wish there were more to the 
character than that and her safe-harbor- 
reached-too-late embrace of Phil. Still, 
Tilney, an ART Institute student, is beatific 
and funny in the role, combining a baby- 
doll sexiness with honest confusion and a 
will of steel. As Sal, swaggering Jack Willis 
is amorality irresistibly blind to itself — yet 
almost touching in his exasperated bewil- 
derment at Phil’s defection. 

Those the River Keeps may not be in a 
league with Rabe’s best works, in particular 
Streamers and Hurlyburly. The play’s sym- 
bolism is overt, and it takes a long time to 
get where it’s going. The writing, though, is 
often brilliant. And the play’s payoff is pro- 
found as, the Los Angeles sun ironically 
dawning, Phil goes off to sleep — at last — 
with the triumphantly ovulating Susie but 
you know that, in his heart, he’s alread 
sleeping with the fishes. QO

| f nothing else, The Good Times Are 
Killing Me is designed to kill you 
softly. Based on the 1988 illustrated 
novel by cartoonist (Ernie Pook’s 
Comeek) and NPR commentator 
| Lynda Barry, the appealing show is a nos- 

talgic wallow in the cultural crassness of the 

early ’60s, a treat for the thirty- or 

fortysomething crowd that feels lost in the 
| age of slackers. Tunes like “Volare” and 

“Put Your Head on My Shoulder” induce 
| mass sing-alongs in Good Times’ working- 
| class neighborhood, where adults go bowl- 
ing, teenage girls put on make-up all day, 
and kids call each other “spaz.”

tween a white girl and a black girl. She also 
gets at some of the cruelties and crudities of 
being young — Barry eschews the Full 
House syndrome of iiber-cute kids with all 
the answers.

Good Times’ narrator, Edna, is a preco- 
cious observer who lives life as an awkward 
adventure — she’s always one step away 
from terminal embarrassment. She fends 
off her younger sister and insensitive rela- 
tives like her Uncle Don and Aunt Mar- 
garet, takes the insults slung by her teenage 
cousin Ellen (who likes to pretend that 
Edna is invisible), and loves her somewhat 
distanced mom and dad. Edna finds her 
only real friend in Bonna, a black girl whose 
family move next door in what had been an 
all-white neighborhood. Barry takes her 
time getting the two together, but Good 
Times builds up a convincing atmosphere of 
casual racism, working-class angst, and 
WASP repression. 

Amid all the kitsch de ’60s, bad things 
happen to nice people — Edna’s dad leaves 
the family, Bonna’s brother drowns. The 
novel takes a darker look at these traumas, 
as well as a more merciless look at nasty 
creatures like the music teacher “whose 
whole body smelled like highballs.” Perhaps 
because of all its music and dancing, Good 


appealing show is a treat for the 
thirty- or fortysomething crowd that feels lost in the age of slackers. 
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Times is less a bittersweet dose of girlhood 
than a zippy satire of tight-lipped Ameri- 
cana. Edna and Bonna inevitably bow to so- 
cial pressure, but the break-up of their 
friendship would have more impact if the 
bond between them had been stronger. Bar- 
ry can’t resist putting in scenes that, though 
hilarious (Aunt Margaret takes Bonna along 
on the family camping trip, thinking it will 
keep her from growing up to be a Black 
Panther), keep the proceedings slight. 

Still, Good Times is an enjoyable update 
of a Rodgers & Hammerstein musical, right 
down to the social message. And I may be 
wanting the show to be something other 
than the lighthearted liberal look-back it is 
(I hated being a kid in the 60s). How 
much you revel in it may depend on how 
much nostalgia you can take. My own limit 
for hearing stuff like the Rice-A-Roni theme 
is low. And Edna, for all of her adolescent 
pizzazz, wears out her welcome as om- 
nipresent yakker, despite Barry’s uncanny 
replication of the girlish psyche. 

What’s more, the Trinity Repertory Com- 
pany production — though played with cus- 
tomary vigor — stints on the pathos. The 
set, which is done in the manner of a child’s 
drawing, is a little too precious. Jennifer 
Dundas comes on strong as Edna, to the 
point that she’s like a Neil Simon kid, a 
brassy professional whipping off one-liners. 
Brienin Bryant, a junior at Brown Universi- 
ty, offers a warmly shaped performance as 
Bonna that hints this show could be more 
than a sweet-natured comedy. 

The rest of the cast go for the satiric gus- 
to and hit the easy targets. Given little to 
do, Ricardo Pitts-Wiley and Rose Weaver 
are wasted as Bonna’s mom and dad. Janice 
Duclos turns Aunt Margaret into the Gen- 
eral Patton of suburbia: when Duclos in- 
tones to the unruly, “There shall be peace in 
the valley,” it’s like a declaration of war. But 
Cynthia Strickland, as Edna’s mom, infuses 
some welcome neurotic energy into her 
sketchy role. You wish she’d unleash a little 
more of that pent-up anarchy on these 
Good Times.

| don’t encounter. At least that’s the topic of 
| two recently opened theaterworks, both of 


which explore the unique relationships be- 
tween their women characters and society’s 
purse strings. Kay Adshead’s play Thatch- 
er’s Women (presented by the Nora The- 
atre Company at the Theatre at the Union 
through May 29) denounces the increase 
in casual prostitution that developed in 
Britain under Margaret Thatcher’s socially 
irresponsible leadership. On our own turf, 
Zona Gale’s 1921 Pulitzer Prize winner 
Miss Lulu Bett (presented by Threshold 
Theatre at the Charlestown Working The- 
atre through May 22) explores the subtler 
ways in which an unmarried woman's life 
and aspirations are devalued. 

In the case of Thatcher's Women — the 
term was coined by professional prostitutes 
to denote the influx into London of “ordi- 
nary” women forced to sell sex in order to 
feed their families — the playwright looks 


at the lives of three people who, in 1985, 
find themselves in a profession they never 
dreamed of. Marje, Norah, and Lynda 
work together in a Manchester canning 
factory, but when their jobs are eliminated, 
they’re at a loss to make ends meet. Norah 
and Lynda turn to occasional trysts on 
their city’s streets. But what can Marje do? 
She’s a middle-aged housewife struggling 
to buy groceries, forget Christmas pre- 
sents, for her children. When her electricity 
is shut off and her husband, bereft of job 
and dignity alike, beats her up, she too be- 
comes desperate enough to sell herself. 
How horrible can prostitution really be? 
Adshead’s play is a condemnation of the 
economic forces that make women debase 
themselves in order to survive. Thus, the 
one offense of the Nora Theatre produc- 
tion, under the deft direction of Judy Bra- 
ha, is that it occasionally makes the wom- 
en’s degradation seem more conceptual 
than concrete. It helps that despair seeps 
from Brigitte Altenhaus’s extraordinary 
set, in which bas reliefs of women’s bodies 
are embedded in an industrial matrix of 
concrete, ramps, and sewer pipes. Less ab- 
stract, thanks to the thoughtfulness of the 
three main actresses, is the poignant inno- 
cence of the play's heroines, traipsing off 
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sic 1949 film and will be sung in the origi- 
nal French, with supertitles. Glass was in 
Cambridge last week, where he seemed re- 
laxed and affable, despite an impending 
technical rehearsal and numerous phone 
interruptions.

Q: How did you adapt the settings of 
Cocteau’s Orphée, such as the famous 
scenes in Death's Rolls Royce, or with the 
flying gloves, or walking through mirrors 
into the land of the dead? 

A: We changed a couple settings. After 
all, what can you do with a car on stage? 
People can walk offstage through the mir- 
rors — it works just as well. Death’s mo- 
torcycles are heard, then the motorcyclists 
come on — it’s perfectly clear. A lot of the 
film’s images come from the War and just 
after. Motorcycles were everywhere. There 
must have been trials like the one in the 
film, which seemed to be set up in a base- 
ment somewhere. The radio broadcasts 
were obviously modeled after the code 
words used in the Resistance. That whole 
aspect of Cocteau’s film is autobiographical 
and belongs to its period rather than to the 
opera. What I wanted to use were 
Cocteau’s words. 

Q: But it sounds as if you had also visu- 
alized the opera quite clearly. 

A: A fair amount, though it would be 
foolish to tell Bob Israel how to design a 
piece — he’s too good a designer. We de- 
cided not to try to compete with the movie 
or duplicate its look. For instance, when 
we were casting, we didn’t want an Orphée 
who looked like Jean Marais in the film. 
When you see [African-American baritone] 
Gene Perry as Orphée, immediately you’re 
not in the movie, you’re in our piece. I’m 
interested in Cocteau not as a filmmaker 
but as a master of the theater. He was bril- 
liant, almost an outrageous dilettante, and 
never fully appreciated. He had so many 
talents that he wasn’t taken seriously. 

Q: The film is pretty free with the classic 
Orpheus story. 

A: Cocteau’s Orphée isn’t misunder- 
stood by the public — he’s rejected by the 
art community. As the older poet tells him, 
“The public adores you.” He answers, 
“Yes, but the public is alone.” That’s an in- 


to London anticipating its renowned sights 
like schoolgirls on holiday. 

What they find there is more than their 
awkward attempts at denial can protect 
them from. Norah (Marya Lowry), a 
bawdy bon vivant in her hometown, dis- 
covers the grim reality of going with men 
“I don’t fancy.” Lynda (Tara Callaghan) 
takes a job with a fancy escort service, one 
of whose clients pays to mutilate her. 

But it’s Marje (Jenny Sterlin) who bears 
the lion’s share of the play’s grit, not to 
mention the playwright’s message. She 
starts to identify with the wild foxes she 
sees on the commons, creatures driven out 
of their natural habitat and forced to fend 
for themselves in the city. Beaten, terrified, 
and taken advantage of by johns and po- 
licemen alike, she’s transformed from a 
meek housewife into a trapped animal. “I 
can’t remember their faces,” she says of 
the dozens of men who use her. “What | 
remember most is their smell.” 

If Marje is forced to live by repulsive 
means, the heroine of Zona Gale’s 70- 
year-old drama is denied any means of 
making a living, and thereby the freedoms 
that go with self-support. Set in a time be- 
fore women often held paying jobs, Miss 
Lulu Bett presciently anticipates many of 
the themes of modern feminism. (Play- 
wright Gale was the first woman dramatist 
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sider’s view of the artist. After all, who are 
your enemies, who do you fight with? Oth- 
er composers, such as the academics who 
won't put on your string quartet. 

Q: That sounds like something you can 
relate to. 

A: I’ve heard of composition professors 
actually telling their students not to go to 
my concerts. Of course, they go anyway. 

Q: But what about Cégeste, the young 
poet who supplants Orphée as the darling of 
the avant-garde — doesn’t Orphée end up 
taking poetic dictation from him? In fact, 
the young poets accuse Orphée of stealing 
lines from Cégeste. 

A: Well, Cégeste is not without talent. 
It’s complicated. The Orpheus story is 
about love, death, and art, which is maybe 
why there are two or three Orpheus operas 
written every year. I’m particularly lucky to 
work with the Cocteau Orphée, because he 
created two wonderful pairs of lovers. Or- 
pheus falls in love with La Princesse, his 
death. Meanwhile, Heurtebise, the Angel of 
Death, falls in love with Eurydice, who 
doesn’t even realize it, which is very 
poignant — everyone’s had relationships 
like that. It’s a great foil for the passionate 
affair between Orpheus and La Princesse. 
They’re the classic star-crossed lovers, like 
those of a Mozart or Rossini opera. With- 
out that interplay, which Cocteau invented, 
the story would be flat. 

The domestic relationship between Or- 
phée and Eurydice, the only consummated 
and “fulfilled” love in the film, is a lie. In 
fact, there are lies throughout the script. 
Heurtebise lies to Orphée, Orphée lies to 
Eurydice. When La Princesse pledges eter- 
nal love for Orphée, she’s lying. In fact, 
she’s getting ready to dump him. 

Q: I don’t suppose you used any of the 
original film score by Georges Auric? 

A: It’s a wonderful score. He quotes

Along 
with her aged mother and the family’s 
children, she’s denied both spending mon- 
ey and independence. So long has Lulu 
been under brother-in-law Dwight’s roof 
that, when a suitor does comes along, the 
family is surprised to have to regard her as 
a whole person. 

As a proto-feminist debate, Gale’s play is 
fascinating, if somewhat single-minded in 
its agenda. It’s mostly well served by the 
Threshold Theatre production, which re- 
stores the playwright’s original ending 
rather than the reportedly more popular 
one that played to 1920s audiences. Under 
the direction of Kate Caffrey, the play’s 
strengths and weaknesses come into focus. 
Jennifer Yoder and Catherine Dutro give 
likable performances as Lulu and her 
mother, respectively, as do Stephen Collins | 
and Andrew Shulman as Lulu’s suitors. 

The rest of the cast is less palatable. The 
vile Dwight is played unimaginatively by 
Joe Moscaritolo, but he’s also something 
of a failed creation. Lulu’s problem, after 
all, is not Dwight but a system that gives 
because he’s a man.

gets lost in cyberspace

nfortunately, ABC is not 

distributing to all its viewers 

the Wild Palms glossary it 

sent to critics to help us de- 

code futuristic neologisms 
like “Synthiotics,” “mimezine,” “GO chip,” 
and “wilderzone.” The rest of you will have 
to rely on the niggardly spoonsful of con- 
text doled out in this week’s six-hour Wild 
Palms mini-series, which ABC is hoping 
will be the biggest, weirdest, most cutting- 
edge program to hit the airwaves since the 
network’s Twin Peaks. It certainly is the 
most byzantine and confusing. 

Wild Palms is adapted by Bruce Wagner 
from his dystopian science-fiction comic 
strip in Details magazine, and the segments 
are directed by such capable film directors 
as Kathryn Bigelow and Keith Gordon, but 
top billing goes to executive producer Oliver 
Stone. No doubt Wagner’s premise of a 
pervasive crypto-religious/governmental/ 
industrial conspiracy drew him to the pro- 
ject. 

Visually, the directors have suppressed 
their own personal styles in favor of 


Stone’s trademark ParanoiaVision, with its 
barrage of informational images presented 
out of context. Wild Palms takes place in a 
Los Angeles, circa 2008, that looks barely 
different from today’s; people listen exclu- 
sively to classic rock of the ’60s, and the 
men wear Edwardian suits. There’s little 
sense of the developments in history or 
technology that have led the nation to the 
point where it’s poised between subjugation 
by the conspiratorial cult, the Fathers, and 
revolution by the underground resistance, 
the Friends. 

What attempts there are to dress the se- 
ries in the trappings of Information Age 
science fiction come off as perfunctory. 
Early in the series, author William Gibson 
appears in a cameo, noting ruefully that 
people won’t let him forget he invented the 
term “cyberspace.” Gibson is better known 
for inventing the term “cyberpunk,” but 
Wild Palms gives only lip service to his 
world of do-it-yourself mind expansion, 
flirting half-heartedly with exploiting brain 
microchip implants, holographic television, 
and computerized virtual-reality simulacra 
enhanced by hallucinogenic drugs. 

This cyberstuff is cool, and the special 
effects are convincing, but it’s just fashion 
accessorizing that has nothing to do with 
the plot. The Fathers and the Friends are 
fighting over who controls the means of 
perception, but if they were real cyber- 
punks, the Friends would just destroy the 
Fathers’ network with a computer virus. 
Instead, the antagonists resort to dismay- 
ingly old-fashioned tactics not updated 
since 1980s El Salvador (the Fathers spe- 
cialize in kidnap, torture, and assassina- 
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SYNTHIOTICS? MIMEZINE? No question it’s the most byzan- 


tine and confusing program to hit the airwaves since Twin Peaks. 


tion; the Friends enjoy guerrilla raids and 
bombings). 

Without the tacked-on futurisms, Wild 
Palms is a soap opera to rival I, Claudius 
in familial intrigue and betrayal. The pro- 
tagonist, Harry Wyckoff (James Belushi), 
works at the TV network of the Fathers’ 
patriarch, Senator Tony Kreutzer (Robert 
Loggia). Harry’s wife is Grace (Dana De- 
lany), whose mother Josie (Angie Dickin- 
son) is Tony’s sister. Harry’s loyalties be- 
come torn when he learns that Grace’s fa- 
ther is Eli Levitt (David Warner), in hiding 
as the leader of the Friends, and that her 
half-brother is Chickie Levitt (Brad Dou- 
rif), inventor of the immortality-granting 
GO chip, which Tony expects Harry to 
grab for him. Also torn is Paige Katz (Kim 
Cattrall), who besides being Tony’s mis- 
tress and Harry’s old flame is the true 
mother of Coty (Ben Savage, brother of 
Fred), the star of Tony’s holographic TV 
sit-com and the purported son of Harry 
and Grace. (By the way, how come every- 
body is Jewish?) 

There’s some decent acting, especially 


in secondary roles by the likes of Nick 
Mancuso, Ernie Hudson, and Robert 
Morse (and some awful acting by Loggia 
and Dickinson), but most of the cast look 
lost. Given his surgically altered family 
tree, it’s no wonder Belushi’s Harry is 
confused, but by the final moments of the 
series, when he at last unravels the secrets 
to everyone’s paternity (including his 
own), when the formulaic plot mechanics 
have run their course, you may well have 
given up trying to make sense of it all. 
Better you should check out The Wild 
Palms Reader (St. Martin’s Press; 128 
pages; $14.95), which is edited by 
Details’ Roger Trilling and Stuart 
Swezey. With its zippy Mondo 2000-style 
layout, it offers a fuller realization of the 
story and its characters, in the form of a 
dossier of germane “documents” putative- 
ly by the principals (actually by a diverse 
host of writers, including Wagner, Gib- 
son, Thomas Disch, Mary Gaitskill, Jane 
Pratt, and Lemmy of Motdérhead). It 
promises to alter your consciousness 
much more than the show will. Q

1920-1993 
by Bill Marx 


ichael Waltzer writes in 
his foreword to Irving 
Howe’s Selected Writ- 
ings 1950-1990 that 
the tireless agitator for 
the democratic left was “a critic of critics.” 
It’s a sobriquet that Howe, who died at the 
age of 72 last week, earned in a tumul- 
tuous intellectual and political career, one 
that — despite changing times, foes, and 
ethos — remained rooted in the social 
radicalism that marked Jewish immigrant 





| culture in the first third of this century. 


While many of his fellow Jewish radicals 
slid to the right or the Stalinist left, Howe 
remained loyal to the idea of a socialist 
state brought about through democratic 
means. From that position he took on the 


| extremists on the left as well as the right; 


he was attacked by both sides as a revolu- 
tionary gone stale, a neo-con in motheaten 
wolf’s clothing. Even among rapier- 


| tongued New York intellectuals, Howe be- 
| came an expert at the fierce arts of con- 


tention, a polemical switch-hitter dedicat- 
ed to keeping the socialist flame lit. 

Unlike other Partisan Review fixtures, 
such as Lionel Trilling or Norman Pod- 
horetz, Howe was an engaged thinker — 
articulate, committed, a fighter for indi- 
viduality and social justice — who re- 
mained true to his utopian roots. But he 
also struggled not to sacrifice intellectual 
values of complexity or flexibility on the 
altar of expediency. And though he 
taught at Brandeis and Stanford univer- 
sities, he never buried his politics in aca- 
demic jargon. With his fellow Jewish in- 
tellectuals he shared a prose style that 
yoked “street raciness with high-culture 
mandarin.” Steady, humane, moral, bit- 
ing, respectful of the Jewish-American 
past without become nostalgic, he was 
the kind of Jewish intellectual many of us 
wished we could be. 

Born and raised in the South Bronx, 
Howe (originally Horenstein) became a 
Trotskyite at City College during the ’30s. 
He was a celebrated contributor to Parti- 
san Review as both a literary critic and a 
polemicist protesting the drift of Marxists 


to the right in the ’40s, the editor of the 
anti-Stalinist Dissent in the early "50s, and 
a harsh critic of the “authoritarian mind” 
set of the New Left in the ’60s. 

Throughout this time, he meditated on 
what it means to be a Jewish intellectual. 
“The biting sense of irony he has acquired 
from his family associations and from Jew- 
ish cultural tradition,” Howe wrote in the 
40s, “forces him to observe his own 
ridiculousness, his own posturing, his ob- 
jective insignificance in relation to his self 
perception. He is a victim of his own com- 
plexity.” Actually, Howe wasn’t so much a 
victim as a fascinating expression of this 
complexity. 

Although he felt rootless, he wrote one 
of the best books on Yiddish immigrant 
life, The World of Our Fathers. Although 
he was drawn to the political content of 
literature, his literary essays, which ap- 
peared in the New York Times, the New 
Republic, and the New York Review of 
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AN ENGAGED THINKER 
who remained true. 











Books, wed this appetite to a deep appre- 
ciation of aesthetic values. The best of 
Howe’s writing has this duality, which 
seems to me to be rooted in that intuition 
of the ridiculous that allows him to dream 
of a utopia rooted in moral compulsion 
rather than Marxist dialectics. There are 
critics who felt that this moralism ulti- 
mately undermined his, and Dissent’s, 
radicalism, but it’s his humanity that gives 
his writing (and his politics) its supple 
and sane strength. 

This sympathy for the oppressed lies be- 
hind Howe’s influential critique of mod- 
ernism. He insisted that the admittedly im- 
pressive art of Joyce and Kafka celebrated 
the problematic, enshrining the now-worn 
shibboleths about contemporary exis- 
tence’s meaninglessness. In “The City in 
Literature,” he described the “revolution- 
ary” aspect of modernism as “in part au- 
thentic response to the terribleness of the 
age and in part a nostalgia for a historical- 
ly unlocatable and morally dubious ‘organ- 
ic past’; in part a profound engagement 
with the inner nerves of city life and in 
part a snobbism of the fastidious embraced 
by those who look down upon the com- 
monplace desire of commonplace 
mankind; in part an assault upon the cal- 
culation that lies at the heart of the bour- 
geois ethic and in part a cruel dismissal of 
those fragmented solutions and moderate 
comforts which it has become easy to dis- 
miss as bourgeois.” 

This attack on American culture’s auto- 
matic anomie remains as cutting as ever, a 
thrust at conservatives who want to en- 
shrine the past as well as deconstructors 
who want to rip it apart. What Howe says 
about writers whose recognition of the 
commonplace brings him pleasure was 
also true of himself. He had that precious 
“power to see the world as it is, to love it, 
and yet not to succumb to it.” Irving 
Howe was that rare and oh-so-necessary 
political intellectual animal — a modest 
utopian. g

ver the past year, tenor- 
saxist Joe Henderson has 
been showered with the 
kind of critical acclaim 
and popular success 
that’s normally reserved for a member of 
the Marsalis family or minor rock stars. 
Yet he’s an unlikely jazz star. He doesn’t 
| tell jokes between tunes. He doesn’t have a 

hip haircut. He doesn’t play fusion. He 

doesn’t wear double-breasted suits and 
| silk ties. He isn’t much of a self-promoter. 
| And he’s more interested in talking music 
| or literature than in cultivating a media 
| persona. 

A recent Downbeat cover described it as 
| “Joe’s Year at the Top” — and the jazz 
| magazine helped put him there, since its 
| readers and critics voted Henderson’s trib- 
| ute to Billy Strayhorn, Lush Life (Verve), 

the best album of 1992 and elected him 
| tenor saxophonist and musician of the 

year. The last musician to garner a Down- 
beat triple crown was Duke Ellington. in 

1969. 

Lush Life stayed at the top of the Bill- 

| board charts for weeks, sold 100,000 
copies (a huge number by jazz standards), 
and won Henderson a Grammy for best 
jazz performance. He appeared on The 
Tonight Show, the ultimate validation of 
celebrity status, and played the Clinton in- 
auguration in a group that included, of all 
people, Bruce Hornsby and the Grateful 
Dead’s Jerry Garcia and Bob Weir. Now 
that’s stardom. 

In his 30-years-plus career, Henderson 
| has never received so much attention. He 
had a smaller taste of commercial success 
in the mid ’60s as a sideman on Horace 
Silver’s Song for My Father and Lee Mor- 
gan’s The Sidewinder, but his own albums 
were prized mainly by hard-bop 
cognoscenti. From the early ’70s through 
| the mid ’80s, his output diminished and 
| his visibility dropped. Never really off the 
scene, but not really a leader of it, Hen- 
derson was, until Lush Life, that most 
overlooked of jazz players — the musi- 
cian’s musician and critical favorite. Now 
| he’s at the top of the Billboard charts 
| again with So Near, So Far (Musings for 
| Miles), a tribute to the late Miles Davis 
that is in many ways superior to the Stray- 
horn project. It features a band he’ll bring 
into the Charles Hotel Ballroom on May 
ets 

Henderson seems as tickled by fame as 
| he is flattered. “It’s kind of entertaining, 
| actually. I’ve been at it for so long without 
the higher visibility that I don’t let it dis- 
tract me. It’s not that I’m unaware of it. 
| The awards are nice, don’t get me wrong, 
| I never turn them down should they arise. 
| But with or without the awards, I'll still 
| have fun and write music and teach and 

share the bandstand with some of the 
| world’s most talented people.” 

The reed master’s tribute to Miles is a 
more personal album than the Strayhorn 
that ranges further, takes more chances, 
and offers more of the quirky ruminations 
and robust effusions for which Henderson 
is prized. And it captures the unpredictable 
| edge that made a Davis performance excit- 

ing without ever resorting to re-creating 

his sound or mannerisms. 

Davis had tapped Henderson for his 
quintet’s tenor slot when it was vacated by 
John Coltrane in 1960, but the draft board 
intervened, and Henderson didn't play 
with Miles until 1967, when he joined him 
for a four-month stretch. The members of 
Henderson's So Near. So Far band — gui- 
tarist John Scofield, bassist Dave Holland, 
and drummer Al Foster — all had longer

stays with Miles. Henderson, a team player 
whose eloquent silences leave plenty of 
room for bandmates, gets more subtle and 
surprising support from these veterans 
than from the more literal-minded neo- 
conservatives who backed him on the 
Strayhorn tribute. 

The choice of material avoids the obvi- 
ous (no “So What” or “My Funny Valen- 
tine”) while covering different periods of 
Miles’s career. Henderson treats each 
number differently, bringing out some- 
thing fresh. With a few circumspect riffs, 
he lowers himself into the finger-popping 
groove of “Joshua,” letting it push along 
his lines to breath-defying lengths. 
“Pfrancing” (“No Blues”) is magnificently 
constructed from fragments played first in 
short, staccato rhythmic bursts, then in 
long tones he bends and colors. On the 
jazz-rock “Side Car,” he maintains force- 
ful clarity in a free-jazz setting. And on 
“Flamenco Sketches,” he gives one of his 
most intimate recorded performances, 
reminiscent of Stan Getz in its introspec- 
tive lyricism. The CD is a real tour de 
force for its leader, who maintains a soul- 
ful rootedness in even the most innovative 


contexts. 

A man of catholic taste and broad musi- 
cal experience, Henderson has always had 
the ability to work in a variety of settings. 
One of 15 children, he grew up surround- 
ed by music. Even as a youngster, his tastes 
were broad. “When I was growing up, I lis-

tened to as much Bart6k, Hindemith, and 
Stravinsky as I did Bird. And, of course, I 
played a lot of R&B. My roots are in R&B 
even though my fans don’t know it.” 

While earning his Music Education de- 
gree from Wayne State University, Hen- 
derson came of age in a mid-’50s Detroit 
jazz scene that included Yusef Lateef, Cur- 
tis Fuller, and the Jones brothers — Hank, 
Thad, and Elvin. He also played in polka 
bands. “I got so good at it, I thought about 
changing my name to something more Pol- 
ish-sounding!” 

After the Army stint that postponed his 
joining Miles, he moved to New York in 
1962. Not long after he arrived, he met 
Kenny Dorham, the trumpeter who would 
be his sponsor to the New York scene and 
Blue Note records. “We met at a jam ses- 
sion, and right after that he took me down 
and introduced me to the people at Blue 
Note. He arranged the session that became 
my first album (1963's Page One) and 
walked me through it and held my hand. 
He was a great mentor for me. Whenever 
we played together, whether it was under 
my name or his, in my mind it was always 
Kenny’s gig.” 

At a time when John Coltrane was the 
dominant influence on young tenors, Hen- 
derson’s big, brawny sound, like Sonny 
Rollins without the chuckle, set him apart. 
He had absorbed and personalized bop’s 
asymmetries and mastered the scalar, 
modal approach then newly the rage, and 
he wasn’t afraid of Ornette Coleman’s free 
jazz. 

Consequently his period with Blue Note, 
from 1962 to 1969, was prolific and var- 
ied. With soul-jazz pianist Horace Silver’s 
popular quintet, and on Lee Morgan’s 
boogaloo hit The Sidewinder, he mined his 
R&B experience for a big, bluesy sound 
and compact solos that unfolded with satis- 
fying inevitability. His many recordings 
with Kenny Dorham — hard-bop outings 
remarkably free of generic clichés — re- 
main among his best. And he brought 
earthiness and proportion to the moody, 
diffuse music of pianist Andrew Hill. 
Among his own albums for the label, Inner 
Urge with Elvin Jones and McCoy Tyner 
brought out a dark, visceral performance. 
Mode for Joe, made with a larger group, 
features some of his most elliptical and 
swinging playing. 

“It’s difficult to nail me down, some- 
times. If I want to remain in a musical area 
— bop, Latin, free — I like to think I can, 
but that’s not what I want to do. The first 
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time I heard Ornette Coleman, | appreciat- 
ed what he was doing. I just looked at it as 
another way to find out about another part 
of what I’m about. I’m very much at home 
with it.” 


He left New York and moved to San | 


Francisco in 1972. Never much of a ca- 


reerist, over the next 10 years, Henderson | 


kept a low profile, working as a sideman, 


often with Freddie Hubbard. In the early | 


’80s he was a member of an all-star band, 
the Griffith Park Collection. He recorded 
infrequently as a leader for small labels like 
Milestone and Contemporary. 

“There was a point when | didn’t think I 
had anything new happening, and I wasn’t 
as excited about going into the studio and 
recording. I don’t want my records to be 
the same thing over and over like Rocky I, 
Rocky IT, Rocky III. \t wasn’t like I had dis- 
appeared during those years. I just didn’t 
have anything with my name on it out 
there.” Two CDs made at a 1985 trio date 
with Ron Carter and Al Foster, The State 
of the Tenor, Vol. 1 & 2 (Blue Note), 
launched the return to public and critical 
notice that culminated with Lush Life. 


“It’s like this guy at the Grammys said to | 


me backstage, I’ve made so many Lush 
Lifes before. Not that I made any albums 
like it, but in terms of quality, I’ve made 
many, many good records. What | don't 
want to do is repeat myself. Too many 


younger, talented players are recording too | 


early, before they are ready. I don’t like to 
say that, but at the same time, they have a 
hell of a tradition to live up to. Although 
they might not be aware of it, they may de- 
stroy or harm that heritage. 

“I never made a record unless | felt I was 


ready. I know that if I wasn’t, the mistake | 
would come back to haunt me. But that | 


seems to have gotten lost. The fame and 
exposure can take you only so far. You 
have to make something you'll be proud of 
five, 10, or 30 years from now.” 

For now, Henderson is looking forward 
to his next project, which he hopes will be 
his first-ever big-band album. Several 
tracks are already in the can; all but one — 
Strayhorn’s “Chelsea Bridge” — are his 
compositions. Whatever happens, though, 
he allows that “it’s been a great ride even 
without all the hoopla. I’m going to make 


the best of it and hope it never ends.” a

| When you're traveling in a foreign 
| country, it helps to know the lan- 
guage. On Don Byron Plays the Mu- 
sic of Mickey Katz (Elektra/None- 
such; due in stores May 28), jazz 
clarinetist Byron speaks the language 
of klezmer, the clarinet-led Jewish 
folk music, like a native. 

Although Byron is best known for 
| his challenging new music (he’s 
played with, among others, drummer 
Ralph Peterson’s Fo’tet, and last year 
he released his own impressive debut, 
| Tuskegee Experiments), he has also 
performed klezmer since 1980, when 
he began playing as an NEC student 
with the Klezmer Conservatory Band. 
Klezmer’s strong beat and vocal qual- 
| ities, and its (limited) use of improvi- 
| sation all make it attractive to jazz 
| lovers. Its roots lie in the Jewish cul- 
tures of Russia and Central and East- 
ern Europe, where a variety of musi- 
| cal scales, ethnic melodies, and folk 
| dances found their way into an in- 
| strumental music played primarily at 

weddings. Its jazz-like vocal inflec- 


| tions actually derive from Jewish can- 


torial singing. 
Brought to the US early in this 


| century, klezmer was influenced by 


New Orleans jazz, Tin Pan Alley, and 


| swing. After the ’40s, more-assimilat- 
| ed generations largely abandoned it. 


It wasn’t until the late ’70s that 


| groups like the Klezmer Conservatory 


Band revived interest. 
In the music of clarinettist-com- 


| poser Mickey Katz, a klezmer star of 


the °50s who managed some 
crossover hits, Byron has found an 
inventive, virtuosic entertainment 
with stylistic range, strenuous techni- 
cal demands, and a manic sense of 
humor. Humor always had a place in 
klezmer; musical-comedy actor 
Aaron Lebedeff was an early Ameri- 
can star. 

But Katz, father of Broadway star 
Joel Grey, took comedy in klezmer to 
extremes. He spent time in the or- 


| chestra of Spike Jones, and his broad 


| humor resembles Jones’s in its break- 


neck pacing, cartoonish exaggera- 
tion, and raucous absurdity. For in- 
stance, “Mechaye War Chant” jump- 
cuts from Hawaiian pedal-steel guitar 
to klezmer clarinet to swing violin to 
Cab Calloway scat to Dixieland in 
giddy succession. “Haim Afen 
Range,” a comic dismantling of 
“Home on the Range,” features some 
truly dreadful Yiddish-English puns 
— Oy Vegas indeed. Savoring every 
joke, vocalist Avi Hoffman mugs his 
way with relish through these satires. 
The serious subtext of these 


| shenanigans is the outsider status of 


the Jew in America, the puzzling be- 
havior of the goyim, and the ambigui- 
ties of Jewish-American identity. Be- 


| sides being attracted to the purely 
| technical demands of Katz’s music, 
Byron, as a black jazz musician, must 


also feel some affinity for a music 
that flaunts its outsider status so out- 


| rageously. 


But it’s his love for the emotional 
power and respect for the artistic dis- 
cipline of klezmer that makes the CD 
a success. Even early klezmer record- 
ings contain “out” clarinet sounds — 
sea-gull cries, split tones, moans, and 
wails — and lightning tempos to 
challenge any instrumentalist. Byron 
interprets the music with passion and 


| precision. On the frenzied “Sedir 
| Dance,” he plays a transcription of a 


Katz solo that darts with astonishing 
speed from register to register and 
note to note like a sparrow hopping 
between branches in a tree. 

The ensemble, featuring reed play- 
er J.D. Parran, trombonist Josh Rose- 
man, trumpeter Dave Douglas, vio- 
linist Mark Feldman, pianist Uri 
Caine, bassist Steve Alcott, percus- 
sionist Richie Schwarz, and vocalists 
Hoffman and Lorin Sklamberg, is 
just as adept. Tunes like “Frailach 
Jamboree,” “Mamaciega Dance,” and 
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“Berele’s Sherele” are elegant in their 
clarity, spontaneous and deliriously 
joyful. Two Byron originals also show 
how klezmer sonorities used in a 
contemporary jazz setting can retain 
their emotional power and enrich the 
jazz vocabulary. 

The Katz arrangements, which By- 
ron painstakingly transcribed from 
records now out of print, rank with 
Jelly Roll Morton or Ellington for 


Volta), he imparts a subtly grimy 
patina to the hard metal edges. 


Anthrax have shown an interest in | 


exploring the interface of rap and 
metal since 1987’s Beastie-esque ver- 
sion of “I’m the Man.” The culmina- 
tion of this flirtation was their 1991 
collaboration with Public Enemy on 
“Bring the Noise” and the groups’ 
subsequent tour together. Folks 
might expect some residual rap on 
Sound of White Noise, and there is, 
but it’s more implicit than in your 
face. You can hear it in the braggado- 
cio of “Room for One More” and 
“1000 Points of Hate,” as well as the 
scratching by Terminator X on the 
latter. The sound on both tracks al- 
ludes to PE as well as to Ice-T and 
his hardcore outfit Body Count.

ANTHRAX: 
RAP-ROCK FUSION 


In the nine years since Anthrax 
thrashed into action with Fist Full of 
Metal, the New York five-piece have 
earned a secure spot in the top tier of 
the same neo-metal movement that 
spawned Slayer, Megadeth, and 
Metallica. Like most post-punk pur- 
veyors of metal, they have cultivated a 
distinct band persona (somewhat sil- 
lier than Slayer, but nowhere near the 
superficial party-dudeness of Poison) 
and combined it with more chops 
than you’d find in a butcher shop. 
What sets them apart from the profu- 
sion of merely competent competition 
is the consistent quality of their writ- 
ing and their diligence in using their 
music to address social issues, in- 
cluding homelessness, child abuse, 
and the great divide between black 
and white America. Each of their five 
albums, and now their Elektra debut 
Sound of White Noise (due in stores 
May 25), has refined their attack. 
White Noise remains true to the 
band’s fundamental thrash & burn 
form in spite of some changes. The 
most significant is the replacement of 
vocalist Joey Belladonna with Ar- 
mored Saint’s John Bush. Whereas 
Belladonna took a more operatic, 
Deep Purple—ish stance, Bush’s voice 
has a frayed, blues-via-hard-rock 
edge that gives the music a very dif- 
ferent cast. Rather than sparring with 
the guitars or soaring above the mix, 
his voice blends with the leads and 
the rhythm section. Enhancing 
Bush's earthier vocal approach is 
Dave Jerden’s production. Best 
known (and revered) for his work 
with Jane’s Addiction and Alice in 
Chains (and Boston’s own Bullet La- 


ing undercurrent to the album that 
seems to be welling up from the in- 
dustrial underworld (most noticeably 


in “Burst”). So it should come as no | 
surprise that both Hank Shocklee | 
and Ministry’s Al Jourgenson are | 
slated as producers for remixes on | 


some tracks. 

The rest of the album offers throb- 
bing nuggets of high-decibel, die-cast 
noise that grapple with life in the 
90s. The ominous “Potters Field” 
and acerbic “Invisible” brood about 
alienation and disaffection, with 
harsh, agitated music to match. 
“Only” takes a more fluid tack with a 
giant snaky hook that slithers over 
sheets of choppy guitar surf and 
rolling, rumbling drum currents. Set 
amid sinister, flickering riffs, “Room 


for One More” is a vicious glimpse of | 


the kind of consuming vengeance | 


that keeps groups of kids at one an- 
other’s throats. 


Although it starts off in relative | 


calm, “Packaged Rebellion” quickly 
escalates into an acrid, bad-ass num- 
ber that rips into the phony exterior 
of hollow political posturing. “1000 
Points of Hate” is a chilling look at 
the relationship between self-loathing 


and intolerance, fueled by music | 
stretched to the breaking point. Re- | 


verberating with cool, vaguely West- 


ern guitars and spectral synthesizer | 


accents by Angelo Badalamenti 
(known for his work with David 


Lynch), “Black Lodge” is a strange | 
lament that’s probably as close to a | 


proper ballad as Anthrax have gotten. 


The album closes on an uncomfort- | 


able note with “This Is Not an Exit,” 


which serves as a reminder that these | 


problems won’t go away when the 
music’s over. 

Anthrax plan to premiere Sound of 
White Noise live at Axis on May 21 as 
part of their “Trail of Noise” tour, a 
string of six special pre-release en- 
gagements in atypically small places. 
(Their last Boston date was headlin- 
ing the Orpheum.) The lucky few 
who get tickets will hear how the 
band’s big new sound plays in your 
face.

he Fall emerged from the En- 

glish industrial town of 

Manchester in the late ’70s, 

rising out of the same punk- 

sprung scene that produced 
Joy Division and the Buzzcocks. The band 
have cemented a solid reputation for not so 
much breaking the rules of conventional 
pop music as bending them for their own 
idiosyncratic purposes. They’ve survived on 
the fringes of the alternative mainstream by 
maintaining a loyal cult following large 
enough to give them continued access to 
the British charts, but small enough that a 
number of their releases still haven’t en- 
tered the US. (PolyGram passed on releas- 
ing several of their discs here.) 

Along the way, their quirky, do-it-your- 
self approach to deconstructing the pop 
song with noise, repetition, and low-fi pro- 
duction has had a big impact on several 
generations of underground mavericks — 
most recently on melodic noisemongers 
like Pavement and Sebadoh, and studio 
hacks like Ween. They’re one of those 
bands whom critics always talk about and 
everyone seems to know but few people 
have actually heard. 

Although their new Matador/Atlantic re- 
lease, The Infotainment Scan, is accessible 
enough to broaden their audience a bit, it 
isn’t likely to alter this situation. The disc 
indulges less in overt experimentation, in- 
stead offering a listener-friendly foundation 
of springy, repetitive bass-and-drum 
grooves, slightly gritty guitar lines, and 
gently melodic keyboards. But the distinc- 
tive voice of the Fall, Mark E. Smith — the 
only constant in the band’s ever-shifting 
line-up over the past 15 or so years — re- 
mains defiantly untamed. His intentionally 
sloppy, amelodic vocal style and caustic, 
cynical, impressionistic lyrics are as off- 
putting as they are intriguing. It’s his off- 
the-beat syllables and sputtering conso- 
nants, a la Johnny Rotten, that give the Fall 
their real aural hook and make them a de- 
cidedly love-’em or hate-’em proposition. 

No style or subgenre of popular music 
has been safe from Smith’s meddling. This 
time he incorporates elements of the house 
and techno strains that have infected the 
sound of contemporary Manchester bands 
like Jesus Jones and EMF. “Lost in Music” 
reflects his new fascination with bouncy 
dancehall grooves. A rubbery bass line and 
smooth, energetic backbeat support Dave 
Bush’s spare piano chords and Craig Scan-

lon’s shimmering rhythm guitar; ambient 
voices and shuffling sounds create a night- 
club atmosphere. 

Smith sounds like an apathetic misfit 
amid a crowd of dancers as he half-mock- 
ingly sings, “I’m lost in music/There’s no 
turning back/I’m lost in music/I feel so 
alive.” “Service” uses the same deliberately 
innocuous club mix, along with some 
cheesy synth horns, for a gloomy rumina- 
tion on the next day’s realities that includes 
spoken shards of lyrics like “Walks down- 
stairs/Got my hat and my corny brown 
leather jacket/Streets are bloody clean for a 
change/Must have been the rain.” 

A faster techno groove, with harsher, 
more metallic guitars and echoing samples, 
propels “Paranoia Man in Cheap Sh*t 
Room.” And “A Past Gone Mad” relies on 
a similarly frenetic tempo but does away 
with guitar in favor of lush, menacing s¥nth 
swells and layered electronic beats. In both 
cases, Smith remains the center of atten- 
tion, challenging you to piece together re- 
peated stream-of-consciousness fragments 
like “leather jacket/black baggy pants,” 
“when girls pass puts head down in street,” | 
and “goes down to the dance.” | 

Over the course of the disc’s 10 tracks, | 
the lyrics begin to make conceptual sense. 
The kinetic “The League of Bald-Headed 
Men,” the chugging “Glam Racket No. 3,” 
and “Lady Bird (Green Grass)” — a more 
traditional Fall song with a disorienting 
rhythm, circular guitar riff, and simple key- 
board fills — provide notebook impres- 
sions of various everyday characters that 
have wandered into Smith’s peripheral vi- 
sion. Some elicit a vaguely tender poetic re- 
sponse (“Fly lady bird/Get right out of 
town/On your transparent wings”). Oth- 
ers, like the character in “Glam Racket No. 
3,” provoke a humorously cynical and 
cryptic sarcasm (“Don’t eat chocolate/Eat 
salad”). 

When Smith does confine himself to 
more traditional structures, he comes up 
with a charming novelty that might just get 
some airplay and win some new fans for 
the Fall. “I’m Going to Spain” blends ring- | 
ing melodic guitar chords, a tuneful wash 
of Euro-pop synth, and a straightforward 
beat into a quirky pop confection. Smith’s 
voice cracks a few times as he sings en- 
dearing first-person lyrics like, “I sold my 
car, I quit my job, I’m 34 years old/I think 
it’s time I saw the world and not Australia.” 
Too many songs like this would bring the 
Fall down to the Dead Milkmen’s gim- 
micky level, but a few more might have 
been nice.

ere’s a story you’ve heard 
before: a hot Boston band 
build a name in town 
through club gigs, radio 
tapes, and an indie record 
or two.

contrasts. When he’s performing, he fits 
right into the mold of intense, emotional 
lead singer. Off stage, he’s more of a fast- 
talking Type A personality, as befits his 
law degree and business savvy (the band 
currently pay him a salary to handle their 
business affairs). “It’s weird, but I can do 
it; I can be a business guy,” he says. “On 
the other hand, having too much business 
sense can contaminate the art. I don’t 
write from a business point of view.” 

“Dave can only do so much business be- 
fore he has to step on stage and start 
screaming,” Hickey adds. 

Home Sweet Head is recognizably an 
O Positive album, without carbon-copy- 
ing any of their previous releases (one al- 
bum, two EPs). Recorded in a home- 
made studio with rented equipment, its 
sound is far rawer than Peter Walsh’s 
production of Toyboat — which is an 
improvement. Petitti finally gets to use 
all of his guitar sounds — whether that 
means a few seconds’ worth of Manch- 
ester wah-wah (on “Fire”), grisly leads,

by Epic Records shortly after the unher- 
alded 1990 release of ToyboatToyboatToy- 
boat (“They should have called it Taxbreak 
Taxbreak Taxbreak,” lead singer Dave 
Herlihy offers). But they’re back with a 
new album under their arms (Home Sweet 
Head, on their own Smashing Records) 
and a whole truckload of determination. 

“It would have been too easy to roll over 
and die, just because the label wanted us 
to,” said Herlihy over coffee at the Middle 
East last week. “We also had so much ma- 
terial sitting in the closet that we really 
needed to record,” adds lead guitarist Alan 
Petitti. “Besides, I’d just joined the band,” 
concludes drummer Ken Hickey (who re- 
placed Alex Lob in the group’s only per- 
sonnel change to date). “So if they wanted 
to break up, I would have killed them.” 

What keeps O Positive going where oth- 
ers have splintered? For one thing, the 
band are good — but then, so were Big 
Dipper, the Cavedogs, Treat Her Right, 
the Del Fuegos, and the Neighborhoods, 
all of whom tripped up after doing the ma- 
jor-label dance. More important, perhaps, 
O Positive never suffered a local backlash. 
Their audience is a loyal one, and it kept 
coming to the gigs whether there was a 
new album or not. “If we’d had to go from 
doing sold-out Paradise shows to not even 
filling T.T.’s, it would have been a prob- 
lem,” Herlihy admits.

But this time they’re 
fully integrated, making for a less diverse 
yet more consistent album. So there’s 
nothing as between-the-eyes catchy as 
previous radio hits “Talk About Love” 
and “Back of My Mind,” and nothing as 
left-field as “Watch Out, This Sled’s 
Made for a Maniac” (the six-minute fi- 
nale of the Cloud Factory EP). Instead, 
the album maintains a withdrawn-but- 
hopeful mood from song to song, favor- 
ing subtler hooks and moody shades of 
funk. There’s an upbeat opener in “Hey 
Dave” (originally called “Heyday,” before 
Herlihy decided that the chorus people 
misheard was better than the real one) 
and a reassuring finale in “Outta This 
House,” with no shortage of darker mo- 
ments in between. 

“There’s a heavy coming-back-to-life 
vibe throughout the record,” Herlihy says. 
“A lot has to do with spirituality, about 
what happens before and after you fail. 
About pulling yourself out of a jam when 
you’re in one — that’s a theme that’s been 
running through our stuff since the very 
beginning. We went through a lot of soul 
searching after Toyboat — we were think- 
ing, ‘Do we suck? Was this all our fault?’

HITCHCOCK CHECKS IN. Imagine, 
for a second, that you’re Robyn Hitch- 
cock. You’ve been making good albums on 
a yearly basis (Respect is the latest), tour- 
ing the States at least that often, and stay- 
ing in touch with all the fans who love to 
pick apart the obscure references in your 
songs. Odds are you'd get a little burned 





out after 10 years of constant activity. So 
Hitchcock plans to go on hiatus after his 
current tour, which hits the Berklee Per- 
formance Center on Tuesday. 

“I don’t feel very driven to write at the 
moment,” he reports from a West Coast 
tour break. “I think I wrote 49 songs 
apiece for the last two albums, and I’ve 
only done one and a half songs in the past 
six months. I think it will take me a while 
to recharge. As time goes by, you have to 
start making a bigger effort to avoid mak- 
ing the same record over and over.” 

Not that Hitchcock plans to pull a 
Bowie-style retirement scam and come 
back in six months. Instead, he’ll be using 
the down time to explore non-musical pro- 
jects, including spoken word and visual art. 
“There’s rumors of me doing something 
for the Lollapalooza tour — which will be 
my head in a TV tent, muttering something 
at the Lollapalooza generation. I’m also 
supposed to be having an art exhibition 
sometime next year. Jefferson Holt, who 
manages R.E.M., is going to be acting as 
my art broker, assuming we can nail things 
down in a way that won’t jeopardize our 
friendship. And the people who do Love & 
Rockets are interested in having me do 
something for them.” 

Meanwhile, the Berklee show should be a 
treat for longtime Hitchcockians. He and the 
Egyptians (drummer Morris Windsor and 








bassist/keyboardist Andy Metcalfe) will be us- 
ing a semi-acoustic set-up, raiding their cata- 
logue for rearranged versions of seldom-per- 
formed songs. “Last year we stopped using 
amps. Then I started using a pre-amp device 
and an electric 12-string; and Morris has a lot 
of fake drums, so it’s become a counterfeit of 
our old rock show without the old apparatus. 
The show is kind of a hybrid or a summation 
of everything we’ve ever done, and we’re do- 
ing quite a lot of the old ones. ‘Egyptian 
Cream’ has become kind of a psychedelic 
workout, and ‘Raining Twilight Coast’ 
sounds like something off Young Americans. 
And we're doing a stately version of ‘Queen 
Elvis,’ so it sounds like the QE2. It makes 
Queen Elvis sound more like a ship and less 
like a drag act.”

MICK RONSON: RIP. Let’s have a mo- 
ment of silence for one of England’s finest, 
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relatively unsung guitarists: former Spi- 
ders from Mars mainstay Mick Ronson 
succumbed last week after a long battle 
with liver cancer. 

Ronson made a brief reunion with ex- 
boss David Bowie last year, but it’s sad that 
his last playing should be on a turkey like 
Bowie’s Black Tie White Noise. Better to 
remember that he also kicked some much- 
needed rock-and-roll spark into Morrissey 
when he produced the Your Arsenal album 
last year, or that he made a string of good 
records with former Mott the Hoople lead- 
er Ian Hunter — not to mention his stellar 
playing on the early Bowies, especially Zig- 
gy Stardust, where he made a sonic trade- 
mark out of stacking electric guitar leads 
atop acoustic rhythm strums. 

He last hit Boston on a Hunter/Ronson 
tour in 1988, playing hot solos that never 
descended into mindless boogie. Last 
week he was paid tribute by old friend Ray 
Davies, who dedicated the melancholy new 
Kinks song “Scattered” to him at their 
Avalon show.

s there a term for a bunch of piano 

players? An “arpeggio” of pianists? 

A “glissando” of pianists? Cold or 

hot, dry or juicy, squeaky-clean or 

down-and-dirty — we’ve heard 
them all in the past few weeks. 

Back in April, Walter Pierce, director of 
the Bank of Boston Celebrity Series, con- 
firmed official celebrity status on one of our 
own young, local masters: Benjamin Paster- 
nack, who has literally risen from obscurity 
(hidden behind the second violins whenever 
the BSO played an orchestral piece that in- 
cluded keyboard) to being a full-fledged 
soloist in front of the orchestra (in Bern- 
stein’s symphony Age of Anxiety). He is 
now a rising international star. 

As a student, Pasternack worked with 
such luminaries as Mieczyslaw Horszowski, 
Rudolf Serkin, Leonard Shure, and Leon 
Fleisher. There may be no one currently be- 
fore the public more technically gifted. The 
Liszt Sonata — the centerpiece of Paster- 
nack’s program — whizzed by at break- 
neck speed, yet I don’t think I’ve ever actu- 
ally heard so many of the notes so distinct- 
ly. Complex octaves (not just scales) had

real melodic and dramatic shape. There was 
always that miraculous intersection of total 
control and the most exhilarating freedom. 
Pasternack has the power to send out over- 
whelming volumes of sound, yet he never 
bangs. Even the loudest, most percussive 
passage, like thunder, has warm, rich tone. 

He is equally persuasive in his exquisite- 
ly modulated quiet sections (those heaven- 
ly trills in the Mozart Rondo in A-minor 
that opened the program, or Liszt’s pearly 
“raindrops”) — so sensitive and inward, 
often profoundly simple, without ever 
turning arch or precious. From the very 
first chords, everything had a rare buoyan- 
cy and tension, an inner rhythmic life. And 
taste! The rhapsodic “love” theme seemed 
more passionate for Pasternack’s under- 
statement. Charles Rosen writes about 
how Liszt may have been the first compos- 
er to use tone color as a structural rather 
than as a merely decorative device. Paster- 
nack fully projects that idea. His most 
thrilling achievement with the Liszt Sonata 
may have been his hair-trigger transitions 
from soft to loud, from thick-textured to 
evanescent. 

The entire program was surprising and 
varied: late Mozart and Beethoven (Opus 
101, tender, playful, heroic, with a concen-

tration on its rhythmic complexities); Aaron 
Copland’s marvelous Piano Variations 
(rarely sounding livelier, jazzier); and, after 
the Liszt, the lesser-known but even more 
flamboyant Hungarian Gypsy Melodies of 
Carl Tausig (1841-’71), which Pasternack 
delivered with not only multi-colored 
bravura but genuine affection. The encore, 
Chopin’s famous C-sharp-minor Waltz, 
was the one thing that didn’t work for me, 
the one place where Pasternack’s essential 
centeredness was overwhelmed by a kind of 
centrifugal “Let’s try anything.” It was fun, 
but I suspect he wouldn’t have played it 
quite this way if it had been part of the main 


program. 
The Polish pianist Krystian Zimerman 
(born 1956) is the same age as Pasternack, 
and career-wise he’s a good role model for 
every gifted young performer. In 1979, at 
the height of his first celebrity, Zimerman 
canceled all his concert appearances and 
took a year off to study music and lan- 
guages. A few years later, he became dissat- 
isfied with the quality of his recordings and 
stopped making them for six years, in the 
meantime learning all he could about 
acoustics and sound engineering. 
Zimerman is the most patrician pianist 
of his generation. He always seems to be

keeping something in reserve. There’s 
never the sheer volume that someone like 
Pasternack (who is more in the heroic 
tradition of Van Cliburn) produces. 
Sometimes that’s a limitation. In “Min- 
strels,” the last of Debussy’s 12 Book I 
Préludes, or in “La soirée dans Granade” 
(“Evening in Granada”), the greatest of 
Debussy’s three marvelous picture-post- 
card Estampes, | missed some feeling for 
the vulgar and uninhibited. Debussy’s 


| Granada ought to be more seductive, 
| have more sexual charge. 








But in other Préludes — the solemn 
“Dancers of Delphi,” the diaphanous 
“Voiles” (both “Veils” and “Sails”), the 
endearing, almost folklike “Girl with Flax- 
en Hair,” the mysterious “Engulfed Cathe- 
dral”) — and Estampes (tenderly exotic 
“Pagodas” and touching, delicate “Gar- 
dens in the Rain”), one was seduced by 
Zimerman’s luminous, almost unearthly 
transparency and evenness of tone. 
Chopin's Third Sonata — with its singing 
themes, its strobe-like Scherzo, its rippling 
nocturne-like Largo, and its irresistible Fi- 
nale — was consummate Romantic pi- 
anism, probably in a direct line from the 
composer himself. If this wasn’t perfec- 
tion, I don’t know what else perfection 
could be. 

“I would like to play the Moonlight 
Sonata, but it is important to hear new mu- 
sic,” Zimerman (whose greatest contribu- 
tion to music may be the commissioning of 
Witold Lutoslawski’s magnificent Piano 
Concerto) announced from the piano be- 
fore his encore. “This was written in 1921, 
but it sounds ‘new.’ You be the judge.” The 
most educated guess was Szymanowski, 
Zimerman’s compatriot, whose music is fi- 
nally making its way into the international 
repertoire. It was a breathtaking perfor- 
mance of a wonderful piece — an Etude? 
— that combines Debussyan atmosphere 
and a whirring jazziness. 

The latest Celebrity Pianist to pass 
through Boston was Alfred Brendel, and I 
report that the audience greeted with rap- 
ture his serious program of five Beethoven 
sonatas: Opus 26 and the two Fantasia 
sonatas, Opus 27 Nos. | and 2 (Moonlight) 
in the first part, Opus 54 (in two move- 
ments) and the Waldstein (Opus 53) after 
intermission. But Brendel is a phenomenon 
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I don’t “get.” He has the reputation for be- 
ing an intellectual, for “finding things” in 
the music. He’s certainly no fraud. He can 
play this stuff, and there is the occasional 
revealing detail. 

But oh my, I find Brendel’s playing 
both fussy and relentlessly stern. Has he 
made a conscious decision not to “color” 
anything, technically or emotionally? 
Some of this music is quite experimental, 
but Brendel represses its variety and dar- 
ing. Every piece, every movement, sounds 
the same, delivered with the same gray 
and often rather unarticulated, muddy 
sound (I’ve rarely heard a murkier or 
more leaden Moonlight). He avoids ex- 
tremes of dynamics (though he can play a 
lovely pianissimo when he wants to) and 
tempo. Contrasts of speed get blurred into 
some sort of general Moderato. 

More damaging, Brendel’s phrasing itself 
has no particular rhythmic life or lilt. It’s all 
square. And repeated phrases tend to recur 
with a mechanical slavishness rather than 
with nuanced variety. The music rarely 
sings and never “speaks.” There’s little 
sense of pleasure, of drama, of exhilaration, 
of release. 

Artur Schnabel was accused of being an 
“intellectual.” His greatest insight, however, 
was that music is emotionally and psycho- 
logically complex. Perhaps better than any 
other pianist, he understood the importance 
of transitions, and his recordings overflow 
with feeling (not to mention beauty of 
tone). But Brendel slides over transitions 
— a deficiency that is not only psychologi- 
cal but also technical. The program annota- 
tor quoted Brendel himself on the two con- 
trasting themes that open Opus 54, the 
“feminine” and the “masculine,” which ulti- 
mately combine. But in performance, you 
couldn’t hear any difference. 

The beautiful second theme in the first 
movement of the Waldstein is marked 
“dolce e molto ligato,” but Brendel was as 
rigid and choppy here as he had been, 
more appropriately, in the opening theme. 
A great pianist can make those literally riv- 
eting opening chords in the bass explode 
into the high-above-the-staff lightning bolt 
that follows it. By ignoring the dynamic 
changes, Brendel allowed these contrast- 
ing phrases to just plod along, expression- 
less. Russell Sherman, who played an elec- 
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trifying Waldstein at his own Celebrity Se- 
ries recital last March, was in the audi- 
ence. What must he have thought? 

The Boston Conservatory’s Janice Weber 
(who is also a successful novelist) played an 
ambitious program that was also highly en- 
tertaining and featured a lot of music you’d 
never hear anywhere else: Leopold 
Godowski’s “unplayable” 1927 Passacaglia 
(flamboyant variations on the opening eight 
bars of Schubert’s Unfinished Symphony), 
an almost unrecognizable Hammerklavier 
Sonata that followed Beethoven’s original 
metroriome marks (it’s generally regarded 
as unperformable at that speed), Fauré’s 
seldom played but moving and richly re- 
warding Theme and Variations, and three 
dazzling Rachmaninov transcriptions (one 
dedicated to Godowski). Her encore 
(“For my fourth encore . . . ,” she tongue- 
in-cheeked) was another staggering 
Godowski-Schubert. 

Weber is fearless and utterly uninhibited. 
Some notes fall by the wayside, but amaz- 
ingly few considering the extreme difficulty 
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of what she plays, the unflappable gusto 
and conviction of her rhythmic impulse, the 
phenomenal size and scale (could someone 
so small and demure-looking really be pro- 
ducing all that sound?), and — not least — 
the bronze beauty of her tone. 

Also in a less serious mode, the great 
Leon Fleisher appeared as guest soloist with 
the New England Conservatory Wind En- 
semble under Michael Webster in Leos 
Jandcek’s Capriccio (1926). But it’s impor- 
tant news whenever Fleisher discovers a 
new piece to play, since the repertoire for 
left hand (his only functioning piano hand) 
is so limited. This late work is a find — a 
serio-comic twilight zone for virtuoso pi- 
ano, two trumpets, three trombones, tuba, 
and flute/piccolo. Its four movements range 
from galumphing to gossamer, from 
schmaltzy funeral march to dry martinis 


and dance-floor Gershwin. Fleisher played | 


it with his customary authority, refinement, 


and brilliance. You’d recognize his sound | 


blindfolded.

How hip is the current 
fusion of trad and hip-hop? 


— the ubiquitous Branford Marsalis peep- 
ing out over there, a very restrained 
Courtney Pine tooting away over here. 

Given his background, it’s no surprise 
that Greg Osby’s blend has jazzier jazz, 
with a wider harmonic reach, more angu- 
lar melodies, more tonal ambiguity. And 
Osby plays it like jazz too, unlike Branford 
on the Guru date, who flips on the funk 
switch and suddenly has a squeezed and 
hardened intonation, a lowbrow dialect re- 
placing his natural phrasing. But who’d 
have thought Osby would be so engaged 
and invigorated by his hip-hop endeavor? 
I’d always pegged the guy as a rather dull 
player, a schooled abstractionist with a 
well-honed rhythmic sense, but fatally but- 
toned-down. There are times on 3-D 
Lifestyles when he actually sounds fierce. 

He’s got a tougher crew of rappers than 
Guru too, pumping out gritty lyrics that 
earn the CD its proudly displayed 
“Parental Advisory” sticker. “Mr. Gutter- 
man,” especially, is as harsh an underclass 
scenario as you could want. Still, it’s the 
music that impresses most: the way that, 
on “Raise,” Osby’s soprano, set against a 
solid hip-hop beat, parses the song’s im- 
provisational possibilities with the same 
fastidiousness he’d display on a Steve 
Coleman date, pianist Geri Allen supplying 
tasty comping and countefpoint. Or the 
way that, on “Streetjazz,” Osby is moved 
to work out like a champ,jsounding un- 
characteristically muscular, even reaching 
at one point for some Albert Ayler—ish vi- 
brato-swollen blats. Throughout — and 
this is remarkable given the new acoustic 
discipline that Osby and Allen come out of 
— the jazz folk never give the impression 
of playing below their abilities. 

The one hint of cravenness (and it’s 
only a hint) comes when, on “Streetjazz,” 
someone intories™hip-hop and jazz — un- 
derground music with the same base.”

azzmatazz is the brainchild of 
rapper Guru, one half of the 
duo Gang Starr. The album, 
which is due from Chrysalis 
on Tuesday, is subtitled “an 
experimental fusion of hip-hop and jazz.” 
Jazzman Greg Osby’s latest, 3-D Lifestyles 
(Blue Note), has a picture of the saxist in a 
classic B-boy slouch on the cover and a 
crew of guest rappers inside. It’s not really 
a new new idea, this hip-hop blend; rap- 
pers have used jazz samples before, and 
Miles Davis did Doo-Bop, and so on. But 
these two releases and Digable Planets’ 
debut are bringing the concept to some- 
thing like a first crest. 

The dissimilarity of the Osby and Guru 
albums is impressive — but of course 
there’s jazz and there’s jazz, and the same 
can be said of rap. Guru comes from rap’s 
more softly assertive wing. His work is as 
mellow as A Tribe Called Quest’s, though 
more tart than De La Soul’s or P.M. 
Dawn’s, favoring spongy and splayed 
beats, running his rhymes with a smoky 
voice. 

His taste in jazz, objectively speaking, 
ain’t all that great. Fusion-lite doyens Roy 
Ayers (vibes) and Lonnie Liston Smith 
(keyboards). are presented like big catches 
here, along with the more problematic 
Donald Byrd. Trumpeter Byrd, once a 
hardworking post-bopper, crossed over to 
pop/R&B in the mid ’60s and never 
looked back until recently, when in the 
wake of Wynton Marsalis the old acoustic 
complexities became trendy again. Two 
lightweights and a legendary opportunist, 
then, but simpaético with Guru’s concept: 
he’s out to cop some of that’70s near-jazz 
sophistication, and he s. 

At its worst, Jazzmataz F has all the im- 
mediacy of an Earl Klugh album. “When 
You’re Near,” with vocalist N’Dea Daven- 
port, and “No Time To Play,” with gui- 
tarist Ronny Jordan contributing some 
mellow Wes Montgomery licks, are mid- 
dling soul and might fit nicely on a GRP 
date. At its best, the album gives the old 
pretenders an enhancing setting. Smith, 
for example, a past master of the pre-New 
Age free-floating keyboard, nicely con- 
trasts with one of Guru’s more trenchant 
raps on “Down the Back Street.” And Ay- 
ers’s funky fluidity on “Take a Good Look 
(At Yourself)” sounds like a fresh idea 
(again: context is everything). Aside from 
that it’s an appealing rap album, thanks 
mainly to Guru’s lightly insistent vocals 
and serviceably clever rhyming, with some 
nondescript jazz shoved into the crevasses

Whether this jazz/rap thing has a future 
is hard to say. On the evidence of 
Jazzmatazz’s pleasant if unambitious “ex- 
periment,” it would seem not to. It’s a cool 
novelty move, and .the components are 
oddly compatible, but theygstand side-by- 
side, rarely melding: on the other 
hand, has integrated the forms, and he 
gives the impressior#t w music is at 
hand that may lead to soghething as yet 
unheard.

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No loose lips 


Cul de Sae are a band 


by Michael Bloom 


oston can be quite unkind 

to instrumental rock.

rent players (it's now a nonet) are 
such pros, we've lost the things- 
fall-apart aspect of previous incar- 
nations that gave their limited 
reach maximum impact. 

Guitarist Michele Navazio has a 
light, silvery sound — a long way 
from the skronk of founding mem- 
ber Arto Lindsay or even the bite 
of Marc Ribot. Cellist Jane 
Scarpantoni is an interesting addi- 
tion, but her full, rounded favoring 
of the mid-range can make 
her sound like another horn. There 
are also drums, percussion, two 
saxes, and a trumpet. Lurie throws 
in a 20-minute introducing-each- 
band-member number (“Mr. 
Stinky’s Blues”) that was probably 
a hoot in concert but gets more 
tedious on each rehearing. Apart 
from that, not unpleasant, but a lit- 
tle thin in content and concept.

GETTABLE (Blue Note). 
Sustaining the long tones and 
legato ideas required for a ballad 
album of more than an hour's 
length is a challenge to which few 
jazz musicians aspire and fewer 
succeed. Hino, now 50 and an 
internationally recognized post-bop 
player with more water than fire in 
his temperament, has worked with 
Elvin Jones, Hal Galper, and Dave 
Liebman, and this is his all-ballad 
set: it's a beauty, full of grace, 
poise, and piquant tone and phras- 
ing (note his entrance after pianist 
Cedar Walton on “I've Never Been 
in Love Before”). 

With him is a quintessential bop 
trio: Walton plus long-time collabo- 
rators David Williams (bass) and 
Michael Carvin (drums). Hino goes 
into mid-stride only on Charlie 
Chaplin's “Smile” and the trumpet 
Standard par excellence “Bye Bye 
Blackbird.” That brings us to the 
album's unmentioned dedicatee, 
Miles Davis, who died seven 
months before the recording and 
who hovers like a benevolent, 
invisible presence. (The set also 
includes the Miles standard “My 
Funny Valentine.”) There are no 
notes and there's no eulogy, just 
the appreciation within the music 
by a disciple who has gone his 
own way.

(Columbia). Nashville has bigger 
and bolder crossover dreams 
nowadays than at any time since 
the British Invasion re-established 
the primacy of urban-based rock 
and roll in Top 40 pop. There's an 
ironic logic, then, to this major- 
label Nashville debut. The easy- 
hooking, mid-tempo tunes; the 
crisp, simple arrangements; the 
innocent “I'm so blue/I'll be true” 
lyrics; the Jordanaire-ish back- 
ground vocals — they all harken 
back to the country-tinged music of 
pre-Beatles success stories like 
Marty Robbins, Buddy Holly, and, 
especially, the Everly Brothers. 
Maybe the nostalgia factor 
means this cute, 24-year-old, 
Stetson-less Oklahoman really 
belongs on the turf of ol’ time rock- 
and-roll formalists like Marshall 
Crenshaw and Chris Isaak. But 
when you hear the pedal steel 
adding its melancholic weight to 
the chiming guitars or Campbell's 
humble vocals tastefully restrain- 
ing even the brightest rockers, you 
know that if Nashville hadn't given 
him a chance, nobody wouid. If 
you like, you can blame that on the 
Beatles too.

Unlike some blue- 
grassers, this DC-area group of 
recently reunited masters put their 
instruments at the service of the 
songs, rather than the other way 
around. Dudley Connell's driving 
gospel number “See God's Ark a- 
Movin’ " is arranged sparely: 
there's tasty, bluesy lead guitar 
from David McLaughlin and strong 
support from Tom Adams's banjo 
and newcomer Earl Yager's bass, 
but it's Connell's heartfelt vocals 
that come up front into the spot- 
light. Heck, the usually smokin’ fid- 
die of Eddie Stubbs lays out 
entirely. 

The Boys do pull out the stops 
on several numbers, including 
“Our Last Goodbye,” an old Carter 
Stanley song. Adams kicks it off 
with his banjo in high gear, backed 
by McLaughlin's rock-solid rhythm 
guitar. Then Stubbs twists and 
sails his fiddle into the song, and 
the interplay of banjo and fiddle 
brings you back to the roots of the 
music — the African slaves’ 
stringed gourd instruments meet- 
ing Irish and Scot fiddles in the 
Appalachians. 

There's some delicious harmo- 
ny on a Cajun-tinged version of 
Buck Owens’s broken-heart 
lament “There Goes My Love” — 
one of several tracks that feature 
melting fiddie duets between 
Stubbs and guest Warren Blair. 
But the recording reaches its vocal 
pinnacle on the last song, a sweet 
four-part tear-provoking treatment 
of Stanley's “Harbor of Love.”

Petrushka is even wittier, more 
delicately nuanced, than his earlier 
version on Sony. The Debussy, 
with the Cleveland, is even more 
thoroughly transformed. Boulez's 
old version of Afternoon of a Faun 
— the work, he said, with which 
“modern music awakes” — really 
was too austere. But this new one 
is full of the sexiest, most intimate- 
ly sinuous rubato phrasing. If the 
opening flute solo doesn't make 
you salivate, there's something 
wrong with your glands (and not 
just your salivary glands). It's a 
great performance, equal in ele- 
gance and eloquence to the mar- 
velous old Cantelli/Philharmonia 
version (now reissued on a 
Testament CD) and in sound so 
transparent that it reveals every 
sneaky detail. with stunning clarity. 
The images — Gigues, Iberia, and 
Rondes de printemps — are daz- 
zlingly festive and breathtakingly 
spirited. These are major new 
recordings by our greatest living 
conductor of this music. Who but 
Boulez could outdo Boulez?

“It is the fastest-rising business for 
women,” says Waneeta Grimes, an in- 
structor, spa therapist, and manager of the 
Catherine Hinds Institute of Beauty and 
Spa, in Woburn. “And spa is the biggest.” 

Essentially, spa therapy is a more ad- 
vanced form of skin care which incorpo- 
rates everything from seaweed wraps to 
full-body scrubs. But it’s not as simple as 
it may sound. To be a spa therapist you 
need to be first a licensed esthetician. You 
can begin training at the Catherine Hinds 
Institute of Esthetics, in Medford, where 
you will learn how to identify different skin 
types, how to apply make-up, how to treat 
damaged skin. 

Licensing comes after completing 300 
hours of classes and passing a state exam. 
It takes about 10 weeks full-time (or 22 
weeks part-time) to become a licensed 
esthetician, and costs $5000. Additional 
training is available in 300-hour compo- 
nents that cost $1300 apicce. Becoming a 
full-fledged spa therapist requires 900 
class-hours of extra work (about seven 
months, attending five days a week from 
9 a.m. to 4:40 p.m.). It's a lot of work,

but many women are finding the 
payoff worth it. 

“This whole school is about career 
change for women who want to be in 
business for themselves,” says 
Grimes.
